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SCHEDULE A. 



Statements of the condition of the jails in the several counties, with miscellaneous re- 
marks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 30x38 feet, built of brick, heated by wood stove and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are five 
cells; two are 5x7, one 9x12, one 7x12 and one 11x13 feet Two are made 
of iron and three of plank. Have no special provisions for female or boy 
prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. 

Alaer. — No jail. Prisoners are confined in Marquette county jail. 

Allegan. — Jail for males is 30x40 feet, made of brick, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and a pipe from floor to chimney. Sewerage in 
fair condition. There are four cells about 7x12 feefc, made of bar iron. For 
females we have a jail 16x30 feet, with three cells, one 10x10 and two 5x7 
feet, made of wood, outside wall of brick. Have no special provisions for 
boy prisoners or insane and idiotic persons. 

Alpena— Jail is 40x70 feet, built of stone, heated by hot water. Venti- 
lation is good. There are twelve cells, two 12x14 ana six 8x12 feet, and 
two bath rooms with hot and cold water. The cells are built of steel. 
There are separate cells for the female and boy prisoners and for the insane 
and idiotic. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x40feet, built of wood, heated by stoves, and well ven-, 
tilated by ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage in good condition. There are 
eight cells 5x7 feet, made of wrought iron plate f of an inch thick, with 
heavy grate doors and with iron floors in two of the cells, and corridors 
around the cells of heavy bar iron. The sheriffs residence is attached to 
the jail. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Arenac. — No. jail. Prisoners are kept in Bay county jail. 

Baraga. — Jail is 24x26 feet, not including the sheriffs dwelling. It is 
built of brick and stone with slate roof, heated by stoves and ventilated by 
an air chamber and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
two cells, 7x8 feet, made of steel. There are separate rooms, away from 
the main jail, for female and boy prisoners and insane and idiotic persons. 

Barry. — Jail is 30x68 feet, built of brick, heated by furnace and venti- 
lated by windows. Have no sewerage. There are eight cells built of brick, 
wood and iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor 
for insane and idiotic persons. Jail was condemned by the board of 
supervisors at their last meeting in June, 1891. I have not received orders 
for the removal of the prisoners but expect to soon. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, iron and wood, on stone founda- 
tion. It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. Sew- 
erage is in good condition. There are twenty-four cells in jail proper. The 
cells are 5x8 feet, made of iron. For female and boy prisoners there are 
special provisions above the jail proper, there being four cells and a corri- 
dor. There has been two padded cells added the past year for the accom- 
modation of the insane and idiotic persons. The jail proper is provided 
with a bath room. For medical attendance $800 per year is paid a physi- 
cian by the county, whose district takes in the jail and poorhouse. 
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Benzie. — No jail in the county that we use. Prisoners are kept in Grand 
Traverse county jail. 

Berrien. — Jail is 44x44 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows at sides and top. No sewerage, use 
vaults. There are seventeen cells below and six above. They are 7x9 feet, 
made of stone and iron. Female and boy prisoners are kept apart in upper 
story of jail. Have no special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Branch. — Jail is 32x34 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by fur- 
nace and ventilated by flues. The sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are eight cells 6x8 feet, made of boiler iron. There are two rooms above 
for female and boy prisoners. No special provision for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 36x48 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by iron pipes in wall of jail. Sewerage is in first-class 
condition. There are twelve cells 6x10 and 9x12 feet, built of iron and 
steel. Have special provisions for female and boy prisoners and for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Cass. — Jail is 36x48 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by means of pipes running from each cell to ventilator in 
roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells 7£x7^ f one 
10x12 and one 12x14 feet, built of stone and iron. The upper story is for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Charlevoix. — The jails used by this county are not at the county seat, 
but are village jails, one at Charlevoix and the other at East Jordan, and 
are rented by the board of supervisors of Charlevoix county. There is one 
cell in each ]ail for the use of female and boy prisoners. No special pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Cheboygan. — Jail is 30x45 feet, built of brick, heated by furnace in 
basement of jail, and ventilated by windows. The sewerage is in good 
condition. There are six cells 5x10 feet, built of boiler iron. Have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Chippewa. — No statement, hence we copy from last report Jail is 
30x34 feet, built of stone, heated by steam and ventilated by opening 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, 6Jx4 feet, 
built of iron and cement; for female and boy prisoners there are separate 
rooms upstairs. 

Clare. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick, heated by hot water furnace 
and is without ventilation. Sewerage is in good condition. There are ten 
cells, 7x14 and 5x8 feet, built of iron. The cells for female and boy 
prisoners are in second story. No provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Clinton. — Jail is 41x34x15^ feet, built of brick, wood and iron, heated by 
furnace, ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are 
fourteen cells, eight 7x7i and six 7x7 feet, made of wood and iron. There 
is one cell over the dwelling part for the female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for the insane and idiotic. 

Crawford. — Our main jail on first floor of court house is new and made 
of steel and iron. There are two good cells, four cots to each cell. 
Sewerage is in good condition. Jail for females is on second floor of court 
house. There are three cells, built of boiler iron, one cot to each cell. 
Both jails are in good condition and clean as could be expected. 
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Delta. — Jail is 22x22 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves, and ventilated 
by pipes through the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two 
cells, 8x8 feet made of steel.* No special provision for female and boy 
prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Eaton. — Jail is- 25x27 feet inside, is built of brick, iron, steel and stone, 
is heated by steam, and ventilated by flues passing from floor to roof. 
Sewerage is very bad, almost unbearable. There are six cells and a city 
lock-up on the ground floor. Two* cells are 5x7 feet, and four 7x7 feet, 
made of iron. For female and boy prisoners there are two rooms in 
sheriffs residence, also two large rooms in second story of jail. Special 
provisions are made for insane and idiotic Arsons. 

Emmet. — Jail is 18^x30A feet, built of wood, heated by stoves, and 
ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are four cells, oue 9xl0| 
feet, one 6x9 feet, and two 7x7 feet. Vestibule 4x18 feet. Two of the cells 
are made of wood and two of steel. Have no special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Genesee. — Jail is 30x32 feet, two stories, built of brick iron and stone, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condi- 
trion. There are fifteen cells 5x7x8 feet, built of iron. Separate rooms are 
provided for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 16x26 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition, There 
are three cells, 6x10 feet, built of ^ inch iron. No special provisions for 
female and boy prisioners nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of iron and stone, heated by steam and 
ventilated by registers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seven 
cells 6x7 feet, built of boiler iron. Have two separate cells made of iron 
and wood for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of stone, brick, iron and 
steel, is heated by steam and ventilated by air passages. Sewerage is very 
good. There are 17 cells, size 6x7 feet, made of iron and steel. We have 
provisions in the third story of jail for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. This is the common jail 
for Leelanau and Benzie counties. 

Gratiot. — Jail is 31x31^ feet, built of stone, iron, brick and wood, heated 
by furnace and stoves, and ventilated by windows. The sewerage is fairly 
pood. There are 8 cells 5x7 feet. Six cells are made of iron and two of 
iron and wood. For female and boy prisoners there are two cells entirely 
separate, built of iron and wood. These are also used for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Hillsdale. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are 14 cells; on the first floor, they are 8x8 feet, made of stone and 
iron, and on the second floor, 9x12 feet, made of iron with stone floor. 
There are two cells above for females and boys. No special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Houghton. — [Sheriff says no change from last report, hence we copy.] 
Jail 30x50 feet, two stories, is built of stone and brick, the floors of cement, 
the ceiling of corrugated iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by 
chimneys built for that purpose. Sewerage is in excellent condition. 
There are thirteen double cells, 6^x7 feet, made of chilled steel. Have

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special provisions for female and boy prisoners and for insane persons. 
The men's jail is in lower story, and contains ten cells inside of a chilled 
steel case with a passage around the outside. There are bath tubs and 
water closets inside. The women's jail is upstairs and contains three 
chilled steel cells, closet and wash basin. There are also two bath rooms 
and two bed rooms with wash basins and closets, and one without water or 
closet. The entire jail is supposed to be fire proof. 

The county contracts with the sheriff at $6,000 per annum to do all 
criminal work for which said county would be liable, boarding prisoners, 
and conveying all convicts, insane, etc, to State institutions. 

Huron. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick with stone foundation, heated 
by steam, ventilated by ventilators leading from ceiling to chimney. Sew- 
erage is in fair condition. There are 13 cells. Twelve cells 5x7 feet made 
of iron and one 7x10 feet made of wood. There is one cell for females. 
No special provisions for boys nor insane and idiotic persons. 

Ingham. — Jail 19x26 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by ventilator in roof and windows. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are eight cells 4£x7 feet, built of iron. The second story of 
jail is used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Ionia. — Jail is 30£x32£ feet, built of brick, stone, wood and iron, heated 
by steam and ventilated by ventilators. • Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twelve cells 7 feet long, 5 feet wide and 7 feet high made of 
boiler iron with grated doors. One cell is all we have for female and boy 
prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. 

Iosco. — Jail 22x22 feet, two stories high, is built of brick on stone foun- 
dation. It is heated by hot-air furnace and ventilated by ventilators in 
chimneys and through the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are four cells, each holding foul* prisoners. They are 6^x8 feet and 7 feet 
high. Two are made of steel and two of iron. There are two cells in the 
upper story that can be used for female and boy prisoners, or for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Our cells and cell corridor are so small that is is necessary to let the 
prisoners have the jail corridor for exercise during the day in warm 
weather. They are locked in the cells during the nignt. The outer wall 
is brick 12 inches thick, lined with iron, and is perfectly safe. 

Iron. — We have no jail in this county yet Our prisoners are confined 
in Menominee county jail. Our jail will be ready for occupancy in a few 
weeks. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x60 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ventilated 
by pipes. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 6 cells 8x12 feet, 
made of iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners nor for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Jackson. — Jail is 40x60 feet, two stories high, built of brick, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows and doors. Sewerage is in bad condition. 
There are fourteen cells 5x7 feet, made of boiler iron. Female and boy pris- 
oners are kept in second story of building. No special provisions ior in- 
sane and idiotic persons. 

Kalamazoo. — Jail is 40x70 feet, built of brick, heated by steam and ven- 
tilated by windows and ventilating shafts. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twenty-six cells 5x7x8 feet, made of stone, and a steel cage of 
four cells holding four prisoners each. There are five cells in the upper 
story and two large cells in the hall for boys, idiotic or insane inmates. 
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Kalkaska. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by openings from each cell 12x18 inches. No sewerage. There 
are five cells made of wood, three of these are lined with iron; four of the 
cella are 6x8 feet and one 6x12. No special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. The jail and sheriffs resi- 
dence is unhealthy and in my judgment is unfit for the long confinement 
of prisoners. 

Kent. — Jail is 40x100 feet, built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 45 cells: Thirty 5x7 
feet, six 7x7 feet, one 10x14 feet, one 10x12 feet; two 10x16 feet, two 6x12 
feet, one 9x15 feet, one 5x7 feet and one 6^x10 feet, made of wood and iron. 
There are six cells for female and boy prisoners and two for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Keewenaw. — Jail is 20 feet square. It is built of stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators in chimney. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are two cells 7x6x7 feet, made of iron. For female 
and boy prisoners there are separate rooms on the second floor. Have no 
special provision for insane and idiotic persons. Plenty of water has been 
brought into the jail by iron pipes under the ground from a dam one 
quarter of a mile away. The first story contains the two cells. In the 
second story there are two rooms each 10x20 feet All the rooms have ven- 
tilators in chimneys. The sheriffs residence is attached to the jail, and is 
constructed of wood. 

Lake. — Jail is 20x50 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ventilated 
by flue through chimney and by windows. Sewerage is not in the best 
condition. There are three cells in men's jail, 6x8 feet, made of iron and 
stone. Have special provisions for female and boy prisoners. None for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Lapeer. — Jail is 26x32^ and 21 feet high, built of brick, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows and two ventilators. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are 5 cells 64x7 feet built of steel bars. For female and 
boy prisoners there are two cells separate from other prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. In fall of 1890 the old cells were 
torn out and new steel cells put in, making a reasonably good jail. 

Leelanau. — Jail 16x24 feet, is built of 6x6 timber laid up and bolted. 
It is heated by a stove and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are three cells: two 7x10, and one 6x12 feet, made of 
plank. No special provision for female and boy prisoners and none for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Lenawee. — Jail 30x37 feet, is built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are 14 cells 7x7 feet built of stone and iron. We have two separate cells 
for female and boy prisoners with barred windows and doors. The walls 
of jail have been plastered with Portland cement which is a very good 
improvement. 

Livingston. — Jail, 30x32 feet, is built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
hot water, and ventilated by hot air flues running from cells to roof. Sew- 
erage is in good condition. There are ten cells: six are 6x8, three are 6x10, 
and one is 10x14 feet. There is also a bath-room 6x10 feet. The lower 
cells are made of boiler iron, and those above are of plank and plaster. 
Have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, and one cell for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Luce. — Jail, 26x36 feet, built of brick, iron and wood, heated by steam. 
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Ventilation is good. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are five cells: 
three 7x9 feet, two 9x9 feet, three are made of iron and steel and two 
of wood. There are two wood cells for female and boy prisoners, also two 
for insane and idiotic persona 

Mackinac. — Jail is built of brick, heated by stoves, and ventilated by 
windows and doors. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are four cells, 
5x7 feet, made of stone and iron. No special provision for female and boy 
prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is in bad condition 
and not safe; is unhealthy and not fit to put prisoners in. 

Macomb.— Jail, 30x50 feet, is built of brick, heated by steam and venti- 
lated by ventilating shaft Sewerage is in fair condition. There are 12 
cells 6x8 feet, made of iron. The rooms in second story are used for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Manistee. — Jail is built of brick and heated by steam. There are 13 
cells: ten 4x7 feet, one 12x20 feet, one 12x12 feet, and one 9x12 feet, made 
of iron. There is one large room for female prisoners, also one for boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Manitou. — Jail 20 feet square, is built of plank laid flat, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by two windows. No sewerage. There are three 
cells 4x6 feet made of plank, 2x4 inches. No special provisions for female 
and boy prisioners or for insane and idiotic persona 

Marquette. — [Sheriff says, "no change in jail since last year," hence we 
copy.] Jail is 28x28 feet, two stories high, built of stone, heated by steam 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twelve cells. In the lower story there are six cells 5x7 feet, 
made of stone, and in the upper story there are six, which are 6x9 feet, 
made of iron. Have special provision for female and boy prisoners and for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Mason. — Jail is 30x22 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by furnace, 
and ventilated by chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are eight cells 5x7 feet, made of iron. There are special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners, and also'for insane and idiotic persons. 

Mecosta. — Jail 20x24 feet, is built of wood lined with iron, heated by 
wood stoves and ventilated by windowa Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are four cells 4Jx8 feet with two bunks in each. The cells are made 
of wood lined with iron. Separate rooms for female and boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Menominee. — Jail 26x30 feet, is built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam. Ventilation is good. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
twelve cells 4x7 feet, made of iron. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Midland. — Main part of jail 38x42 feet, two stories, wing 17x33 feet, one 
story, built of brick, wood and iron, heated by stoves and hot water, venti- 
lated by doors and windows. The sewerage is poorly constructed, but is in 
fair condition at present. There are fourteen cells, four 8x8 feet, eight 4x8 
feet and two 4£x7 feet, made of sheet iron or steel. No special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners or for insane and idiotic persona 

Missaukee. — Jail 40x45 feet, is built with a stone foundation, brick walls, 
shingle roof and iron gratings, heated by furnace and ventilated by win- 
dows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells in the jail 5x8 
feet, made of sheet iron, and two cells in sheriff's residence, 8x12 feet, 
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made of wood with iron doors and windows, used for female and boy pris- 
oners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Monroe.— Jail 30x30 feet, is built of brick and stone, heated by coal 
stove and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are nine cells 9x10 
feet, made of wood and stone. No special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. Jail has been condemned for 
the last ten years. 

Montcalm. — Jail 26x46 feet, & built of boiler iron, stone and brick, 
heated by steam and ventilated by air shaft Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are ten cells, one 10x11 feet and nine 5x8 feet, made of boiler 
iron. Have special provisions for female prisoners. None for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Montmorency. — Jail 16x20 feet, is built of wood, heated by wood stove. 
There are two cells 6x8 feet, made of sheet iron. No special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. 

Muskegon. — Jail burned May 16, 1891. We use the city lock-up. 

Newaygo. — Our jail has a floor measure of 1,450 square feet It is built of 
wood and iron, heated by wood and coal stoves, and ventilated by windows. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are 4 cells, each containing 40 square 
feet, floor measure. Th&y are made of iron. For female and boy prisoners 
there are good rooms lathed and plastered and furnished with good beds. 
For the insane and idiotic there is a wooden cell with closet 

Oakland. — Our jail is a two story building 28x30 feet, built of brick, 
stone and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by air chambers. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are 16 cells 6x8 feet made of iron. For boy 
prisoners there are two separate cells 8x10 feet and for females one room 
12x16 feet, with bath room and water closet One room for hospital, which 
is also used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Oceana. — The jail which is built of wood is heated by stove and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is in very good condition. There are six 
cells made of wood and iron. No special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners or for insane and idiotic persona 

Ogemaw. — Jail, 30x40 feet inside, is built of brick, heated by furnace in 
basement of jail, and ventilated by air-box on top of cells running to cold- 
air pipe. Sewerage is in good condition. There is an eight-inch sewer 
pipe and a supply of water in the residence. There are ten cells, 5x7| feet, 
made of five-ply metal (iron and steel). For female and boy prisoners 
there are two cells in the sheriff's residence. No special provision for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Sheriffs residence and jail are combined. 

Ontonagon. — Jail 27x47 feet, is built of brick and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by pipes and windows. Sewerage is in poor condition. 
There are 6 cells 7x4 feefc, made of steel. No special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. 

Osceola. — Jail 22x30 feet, is built of wood, heated by wood stoves, no 
system of ventilation. Sewerage is in very poor condition. There are 
three cells 4x7 feet, made of wood and iron. No special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. 

Oscoda. Jail 16x24 feet, is built of wood, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows. No sewerage. There are two cells 4x8 feet, made of 
iron. No special provision for female and boy prisoners, or for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Otsego. — Jail 16x32 feet, is built of wood, heated by stoves and ventilated 
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by windows. Sewerage ie in poor condition. There are three cells 6x8 
feet, made of iron. There is a room in the sheriffs residence that is used 
for female and boy prisoners. No special provision for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Ottawa. — Jail 30x36 feet, is built of brick and iron, heated by furnace 
and ventilated by pipes and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are nine cells: four 8x7, two 5x8, two 12x8 and one 8x20 feet, made 
of boiler iron. There are two cells 12x8 feet for women and boy prisoners. 
These cells are also used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Presque Isle. — Jail 11x14 feet, is built of stone and steel plate, heated 
by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are five cells &Jx9 feet, made of stone. No special provision for 
female and boy prisoners or for insane and idiotic persons. 

Roscommon. — Jail is a two-story building 20x30 feet, built of wood, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There 
are five cells 6x8£ feet, made of iron sheeting § inch thick. There are two 
cells up stairs for female and boy prisoners. A yard with high fence is 
attached to jail. 

Saginaw. — The main building of the jail is 30x36 feet and the addition 
is 26x36 feet The jail is built of brick, heated by steam. Ventilation and 
sewerage are good. There are twenty-four cells 5x7 feet and 7x7 feet, built 
of iron. For female and boy prisoners there are separate cells in the addi- 
tion. No special provision for insane and idiotic persons. 

Sanilac. — Jail 34x38 feet, is built of brick, heated by stoves and venti- 
lated by windows. Sewerage is very bad. There are three cells 5x8 feet, 
two made of iron and one of steel Have no special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, and none for insane and idiotic persons. * 

Schoolcraft. — Jail 30x40 feet, is built of wood, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is good. There are six cells 6x8 feet, made 
of iron. Special provision for female and boy prisioners, and insane and 
idiotic persons, on the second floor. 

Shiawassee. — The jail is built of brick and iron, heated by coal stoves 
and ventilated by windows. The condition of sewerage is good. There 
are 8 cells 6£x7 and 8x9 feet, made of iron. There are cells in second 
story for female and boy prisoners. No special provision for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

St. Clair. — Jail is built of brick and stone, heated by stoves. Sewerage 
is in fair condition. There are 28 cells 8x10 feet, made of steel plate. 
Special provisions for female and boy prisoners and insane and idiotic 
persons. 

St. Joseph. — Jail is 40x50 feet, with wing for dining-room and kitchen, 
is built of brick, heated by coal and wood stoves, and ventilated by doors 
and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen cells: 
four are 8x10 and eleven are 4x10 feet, lined with boiler iron. For female 
and boy prisoners there are separate rooms with iron door between. No 
special provision for insane and idiotic persons. 

Tuscola. — Jail 34x34 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stove 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in poor condition. There are 
seven cells: six are 5x8 feet, made of iron, and one 8x8 feet, made of wood, 
this being used for female and boy prisoners. No special provision for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are ten 
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cells, 6x8 feet and 5x10 feet made of wood and iron. For female and boy 

J)risoners, we have three cells on the second floor. No special provision 
or insane and idiotic persons. 

Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, exclusive of residence, built of brick, 
heated by steam and ventilated by registers opening into flues to top of build- 
ing. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eighteen cells, 4|x7 feet, 
made of steel. Female and boy prisoners are kept in cells on second 
floor, also insane and idiotic persons. 

Wayne. — Jail is 43x92 feet, built of stone, heated by steam and venti- 
lated by seven windows in each ward of which there are six containing 
thirteen cells 4x6 feet, built of brick and stone. The sewerage is in good 
condition. There is one ward for female and one for boy prisoners. No 
special provision for insane and idiotic persons. 

Wexford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by large chimney and windows. Sewerage is not in 
good condition. There are six cells 5x7 feet, two are steel cages and four 
are of brick and steel. For boy prisoners there are cells upstairs in 
sheriffs residence. No special provision for female prisoners nor for 
insane and idiotic persons.

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SCHEDULE A. 



Statements of the condition of the jails in the several counties, with miscellaneous 
remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the sheriffs. 

Alcona.— Jail is 30x38 feet, built of brick, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are five cells; two are 5x7, one 9x12, 
■and one 11x13 feet. Two are made of iron and three of plank. 

Alger. — [No report.] 

Allegan. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 7x12 feet, built of bar 
iron. For female and boy prisoners we have a room 16x30 with three cells, one 10x10 
and two 5x7, made of wood. No special provisions for insane and idiotic prisoners. 

Alpena.— -Jail is 40x70 feet, built of stone, heated by Bolton hot water heater. The 
sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells, two 12x14, six 8x12, and two 
bath rooms. Cells are made of chilled steel. There are separate cells for female and 
boy prisoners, also two separate cells for insane and idiotic persons. There is a stone 
wall twelve feet high with iron cresting on the top. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by stoves, and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are ei^ht cells. 5x7 feet, made of 
iron. There are no special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Arenac. — [No jail,] Prisoners are kept in Bay county jail. 

Baraga.— Jail is 24x26 feet, not including the sheriff's dwelling. It is built of brick 
and stone, with slate roof, heated by stoves, and ventilated by windows and air cham- 
bers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two cells, 7x8 feet, made of steel. 
There are separate rooms away from the main jail for female and boy prisoners, also 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Barry. — Our jail has not been used as a jail the last year. Prisoners have been con- 
fined in the Eaton county jail. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of stone, brick, iron and wood, heated by steam furnace, 
and ventilated by shafts and windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are 24 
cells, 5x8 feet, made of iron. For female prisoners we have four iron cells above the 
jail proper, with corridor in front, and we have one large room for boy prisoners, also 
two padded cells for insane and idiotic persons. A physician is paid 1800 per year, 
whose district takes in the jail and poorhouse. 

Benzie. — We have no county jail. Prisoners are kept in Grand Traverse county jail. 

Berrien. — Jail is 4Qx40 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by stoves, and ven- 
tilated by windows and grates. Sewerage is fair, considering the manner. There are 
22 cells, 5x7, and 8 feet high, made of iron and stone. For female and boy prisoners we 
have separate wards and cells. Have no special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Branch. Jail is 30x32 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by furnace, and 
ventilated by air flues in walls. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are eight cells, 
6x8 feet, made of boiler iron. We have two rooms above regular jail for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
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Calhoun. — Jail is 30x32) 2 feet, built of brick and iron, with a stone foundation, 
heated by steam,. and ventilated by iron pipes in the wall from top of the jail. Sewer- 
age is in good condition when the water from the city is used. There are 12 cells, 6x10 
and 9x12 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Cass. — Jail is 36x48 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by steam, and venti- 
lated by pipes from each cell to ventilator in roof. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are 14 cells: 12 are 7%x7f£ feet, one 10x12 feet and one 12x14 feet, made of stone and 
iron. The upper floor is used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for 
insane and idiotic prisoners. 

Charlevoix,-- We have no county jail. We use the village lockups at East Jordan 
and Charlevoix. 

Cheboygan,- -Jail is 30x45 feet, built of brick, heated by furnace, and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, 5x10 feet, made of boiler 
iron. There are special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Chippewa.— Jail is 30x30 feet, built of stone, heated by steam, and ventilated by flues 
from cells. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, 4x6W feet, made of 
brick, with iron doors. We have rooms above the jail for female ana boy prisoners. 
No provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Clare, — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick, heated by hot water, and ventilated by win- 
dows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are ten cells, 5x8 and 7x14 feet, made of 
iron. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Clinton.— Jail is 41x34x15% feet, built of brick, wood and iron, heated by Bolton hot 
water heater, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
14 cells: eight 7x7 %x5 and six 7x7x5 feet, made of wood and iron. We have one eel! 
over the sheriff's dwelling for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic 
persons. 

Crawford, Jail is 22x30 feet, built of wood, ventilated by windows and a tin pipe run- 
ning into chimney. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two cells, 8x8 feet, made 
of steel. Special provisions for female prisoners on second floor, but none for boy 
prisoners nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Delta. Jail is 18x24 feet, built of brick and stone, with an addition 18x20 feet, built 
of wood, heated by stoves, and ventilated by pipe through roof. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are four cells, 7x8 feet, made of iron. No special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Dickinson. — County has no jail. Prisoners are confined in Menominee county jail. 

Eaton.— Jail is 25x27 feet inside t built of brick, iron, steel and stone, heated by steam, 
and ventilated ,by flues. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are six cells: two 5x7 
feet and four 7x7 feet, made of iron. The city lockup is on lower floor. We have two- 
rooms up stairs in sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners, and we have special . 
provisions for insane and idiotic persona 

Emmet -The main jail is 18 8-12x18 8-12 ft, with a wing 16x20 feet, built of wood, 
heated by stoves, and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are six cells: one 
9x10% feet, one 6x9 feet, two 7x7 feet, and a vestibule 4x18 feet. Cells in wing are 
9 4-12x8 4-12, and 9 4-12x6 5-12 feet. Four are made of wood, and two are steel cages. 
There is an addition ' being built to the jail, and when completed will be used for 
female and boy prisoners. 

Oenesee. — Jail is 32x30 feet, two stories, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 16 cells 
7x5x8 feet, made of iron. We have one separate room for female and boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 20x36 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood stoves, and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is not in very good condition. There are three cells 
made of one-fourth inch boiler plate. No special provisions for female and boy pris- 
oners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Qogebic, — Jail 30x30 feet, built of iron and stone, heated by steam, and ventilated by 
registers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seven cells 6x^ feet made of 
boiler iron. There are separate cells made of iron and wood for female and boy 
prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 
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Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of stone, brick, iron and steel, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by air chambers. Sewerage is .in very Rood condition. There 
are 17 cells 6x7 feet; twelve are made of iron and steel, and nve are plastered. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners. 

Qratiot. — Jail is 31x31 J^ feet, built of stone, iron, brick and wood, heated by furnace 
and stoves, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fairly good condition. There 
are eight cells 5x7 feet, six of which are made of iron, and two of iron and wood. For 
female and boy prisoners we have two separate cells built of iron and wood. These 
cells are also used'for insane and idiotic persons. 

Hillsdale— Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by steam, and 
ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 14 cells; 
on first floor they are 8x8 feet and made of stone and iron, on second floor they are 
9x12 feet, made of iron. We have two cells on second floor for female and boy prison- 
ers. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Houghton. — Jail 30x50 feet, two stories, is built of stone and brick, the floors of cement, 
the ceiling of corrugated iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by chimneys built for 
that purpose. Sewerage is in excellent condition. There are 13 double cells, 6}£x7 feet, 
made of chilled steel. Four new cells, 7x8x7 feet, made of a composition of tough 
iron and hardened steel, have been added during the past year. These cells are placed 
over the old ones and have an iron stairway leading up to them. There are four 
hammocks in each. Have special provisions for female and boy prisoners and for 
insane persons. The men's jail is in lower story, and contains 14 cells inside of a 
chilled steel case with a passage around the outside. There are bath tubs and water 
closets inside. The women's jail is upstairs and contains three chilled steel cells, 
closet and wash basin* There are also two bath rooms and two bed rooms with wash 
basins and closets, and one without water or closet. The entire jail is supposed to be 
fire proof. 

Huron.— Jail is 30x32 ft, built of brick with stone basement and trimmings, heated 
by steam, and ventilated by windows and ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is not very 
good. There are 13 cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron with iron floor. We have one cell 
over sheriff's residence for female prisoners. No special provisions for .boys, nor for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Ingham.— Main jail is 19x26 feet with an addition 28x32 feet, built of brick, heated 
by stoves and hot air, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are 13 cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. The second story of jail is used 
for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

» 

Ionia.— Jail is 32x30x14 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by steam, and 
ventilated by ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 13 cells, 
7x5x7 feet, made of sheet iron. We have one cell for female and boy prisoners. Ale > 
one cell for insane and idiotic persons. 

Iosco. — Jail is 22 feet square and two stories high, built of brick, with stone founda- 
tion, heated by hot air furnace, and ventilated by ventilators in chimney and through 
the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, each holding four 
prisoners. They are 6^x8x7 feet; two are made of steel and two of iron. Two cells in 
upper story can be used for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. Our jail cells and cell corridor are so small that it is necessary to let the prison- 
ers have the jail corridor for exercise during the day in warm weather. They are 
locked in the cells during the night. The outer wall is brick, twelve inches thick, lined 
with iron, and is perfectly safe. 

Iron. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, with a cement floor, heated 
by steam, and ventilated by ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six 
cells: two are 8x10 feet, made of steel with corridor, and four 7x10 feet made of iron. 
The iron cells are used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. The jail is located in the most healthy part of the village, is lighted 
by electricity, and iB entirely fire-proof. It is also supplied with bath tub with hot and 
cold water. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x60 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves, and ventilated by pipes. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, 8x12 feet, made of iron. The second 
story is unfinished, and is used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons. 
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Jackson.— Jail is 40x60 feet, two stories high, built of brick, heated by stoves, and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are 14 cells, 5x7 feet, 
made of boiler iron. Special provisions for female and boy prisoners in second story of 
jail. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Kalamazoo— J ai{ is 40x70 feet, built of brick, heated by steam, and ventilated by 
windows and ventilating shafts. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 26 cells, 
5x7x8 feet, made of stone. We use five of the cells for females, two for boys, and two 
cells for insane and idiotic persons. 

Kalkaska.— Jail is 24x32 feet, two stories high, built of wood and steel, and ventilated 
by an air flue in chimney. No sewerage. There are two cells, made of steel, 6x7 feet, 
and three cages, 5x7x6 feet. We have one room, 15x17 feet, for boys, and one room. 
15x15 feet, for females, with cage 5x7x6 feet in center of room. We also have special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Kent— Jail is built of brick, iron and wood, heated by steam, and ventilated by 

Sipes. Sewerage is in very bad condition. There are 45 cells, 7x5 feet, made of iron, 
eparate cells for female and boy prisoners. No Bpecial provisions for insane and 
idiotic. 

Keweenaw. — [Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.] Jail is 20 
feet square. It is built of stone, heated by stoves, and ventilated by windows and 
ventilators in chimney. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two cells, 7x6x7 
feet, made of iron. For female and boy prisoners there are separate rooms on the 
second floor. Have no special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. Plenty of 
water has been brought into the jail by iron pipes under the ground from a dam one 
quarter of a mile away. The first story contains the two cells. In the second story 
tnere are two rooms, each 10x20 feet. All the rooms have ventilators in chimneys. The 
sheriff's residence is attached to the jail, and is constructed of wood. 

Lake.— Jail is 36x20 feet, built of stone, iron and brick, heated by wood stoves, and 
ventilated by windows and chimney flues. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells, three are 6x8 feet and one is 8x20 feet, made of iron and brick. We have a 
separate jail for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. * 

Lapeer.— Jail is 32^x26 feet, and 21 feet high inside, is built of brick, heated by 
stoves, and ventilated by windows and two ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are seven cells, 6%x7 feet, made of steel bars. We have separate cells for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Leelanau. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, 6x6 timbers laid up and bolted, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are three cells, two are 7x10 feet, and one 6x10 feet, make of plank. No special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Lenawee.— Jail is 30x37 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by steam, and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 14 cells, 7x7 feet, 
made of stone and iron. We have two rooms for female and boy prisoners with iron 
doors and barred windows. No Bpecial provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Livingston. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by hot water, 
and ventilated by hot air flues from cells to roof. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are ten cells: six are 6x8 feet, three are 6x10 feet, one 10x14 feet, and a bath 
room 6x10 feet. Special provision for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Luce. — Jail is 30x35 feet, built of wood and heated by steam. Ventilation is good. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are five cells 7x9 feet; three are made of steel 
and two of wood. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Mackinac— Jail is built of brick, heated by stoves, and ventilated by doors and 
windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are four cells 5x7 feet made of stone 
and Iron. No special provisions for female or boy prisoners nor for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Macomb.— Jail is 30x50 feet, built of stone and brick, with a slate roof, is heated by 
hot water, and ventilated by ventilatingshaft. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are 12 cells 6x8 feet made of iron. The second story is used for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 
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Manistee.— Jail is built of brick and iron, and heated by steam. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are 10 cells, six beds or cots in boys room, bed in the cell for females, 
and also in girl's room. The cells are made of iron. We have one room for female and 
boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Manitou.— Jail is 20x40 feet, built of two inch plank laid flat, is heated by one stove 
and ventilated by two windows. We have no sewerage. There are three cells 6x8 feet 
made of two inch scantling. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners nor for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Marquette. — [Sheriff says, " no change in jail since last report/' hence we copy.] Jail 
is 28x28 feet, two stories high, built of stone, heated by steam and ventilated by 
windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells. In 
lower story there are six cells 5x7 Feet, made of stone, and in the upper story there are 
six, which are 6x9 feet, made of iron. Have special provision for female and boy 
prisoners and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Mason.— Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by furnace, and ventilated 
by chimney and windows. Sewerage is in pood condition. There are eight cells 5x7 
feet made of iron. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners and for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Mecosta.— JaW is 20x24 feet, built of wood lined with iron, heated by stoves, and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 4^x8 feet 
made of wood lined with iron, with two bunks in each. We have separate rooms for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Menominee. — Jail is 32x50 feet, two stories high, built of brick, iron and steel, heated 
by steam, and ventilated by tin tubes leading from each cell into main shaft. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are fifteen cells 7^x6 feet made of iron and steel. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Midland. — Prisoners' department is 16x32 feet, built of brick, heated by hot water, 
and without ventilation. Sewerage is in poor condition. There are 12 cells 4x8 feet 
and 8x8 feet, made of sheet iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners 
nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Missaukee.— Jail is 35x45 feet, built of brick, iron and wood, heated by furnace, and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in pood condition. There are four cells 4x7 feet, 
made of sheet iron. We have two cells in sheriff's residence for female and boy prison- 
ers. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Monroe.— Jail is 35x35 feet, built of stone and wood, heated by coal, and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are nine cells 5x7 feet, built of 
wood and plaster. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane 
and idiotic persons. We have a new jail under construction to be built of stone, brick 
and steel. It is to be built by the Pauly Jail Company, of St Louis, Missouri. 

Montcalm.— Jail is 26x46 feet with a new addition 18x18 feet, built of brick, stone 
and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by air shaft. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are 16 cells; nine are 5x8 feet, one 10x11 feet, and six 6$£x5% feet, made of 
boiler iron and brick. Special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Montmorency.— Jail is 16x20 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition, having made late improvements. There are 
two cells 6x8 feet, made of iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Muskegon.— Jail is built of stone, brick, iron, steel and cement, heated by steam and 
ventilated by chimneys, pipes and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
29 cells; those used for male prisoners are 5x7 feet; those used for female and boy 
prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons, are each 8x8 feet. Cells are made of 
iron and steel. Special provisions for female and boy prisoners, and for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Newaygo.— Jail contains 1,450 square feet, is made of wood and iron, heated by wood 
and coal stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells, each containing 40V£ square feet, floor measure. Cells are made of iron. For 
female and boy prisoners we nave good rooms, lathed and plastered and furnished with 
good beds. For insane and idiotic persons we have a wooden cell with closet 

Oakland.— Jail is 28x30 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by steam and 
ventilated by air chambers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 16 cells, with 
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bath tub, each 6x8 feet, made of iron. We have a room for females 12x16 feet, with 
water closet md bath room, and for boys a room 8x10 feet, with water closet, wash 
room and bath tub. The hospital is used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Oceana. — Jail is built of wood and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. 
Sewerage is not in very good condition. There are six cells made of wood and iron. 
No special provisions for female and boy prisoners nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Ogemaw. — Jail is 30x40 feet inside, built of brick, heated by furnace in basement, 
and ventilated by air boxes on top of cell running to cool air chimney. There are ten 
cells 5x7W feet, made of five-ply metal (iron and steel). There are two cells in resi- 
dence used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Ontonagon.— Jail is 17x25 feet inside and the cage is 12x20 feet. The jail is made 
of brick and stone, heated by stoves and ventilated by pipes and windows. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are six cells 6x8 feet, made of steel. We have two cells 
6x8 feet, with hall in front four feet wide, for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons.

There are nine 
cells, four are 8x7 feet, two 5x8 feet, two 8x12 feet and one 8x20 feet, made of boiler 
iron. The two cells 8x12 feet are expressly for boys and women. We use the boys' 
department for insane and idiotic persons.

There are five cells 5xl0}£ 
feet made of stone. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners nor for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Roscommon.— Jail is 20x30 and 7x14 feet, two stories high, built of wood, heated by 
stoves, and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are five cells 6x8>£ feet made 
of iron sheeting % inch thick. We have two cells upstairs for female and boy 
prisoners.. 

Saginaw. — Main jail is 30x50 feet, with an addition 26x36 feet, both two stories high, 
built of brick, and heated by steam. Ventilation is good. 8ewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are 24 cells 5x7 and 7x7 feet, made of iron. Special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Sanilac. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves, and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are three cells 5x8 feet, made of steel 
and iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners nor for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Schoolcraft.— Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in good condition; vaults are used. There are six cells 4x7 
feet made of iron. We have separate apartments on second floor for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Shiawassee. — [No report.] 

St. Clair.— Jail is 35x80 feet, built of brick, heated by steam, and ventilated by win- 
dows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are sixteen cells, 8x10 feet, made of iron, 
with two beds in each cell. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
also for insane and idiotic persons. 

St. Joseph.— Jail is 40x50 feet with wing for dining room and kitchen, built of brick, 
heated by coal and wood stoves, and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage is in 
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good condition. There are fifteen cells, four are 8x10 feet and eleven are 4x10 feet, 
lined with boiler iron. We have separate rooms with iron doors between for female 
and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Tuscola. — Jail is 34 feet square, built of brick, stone and slate, heated by steam, and 
ventilated bv windows. Sewerage is not in very good condition. There are seven cells, 
six are 5x8 feet and one 8x8 feet, made of iron and wood. We have one cell made of 
wood for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated 
by windows and doors. Sewerage is not good. There are ten cells, three are 6x8 feet 
and seven are 5x10 feet, made of iron and wood. We have three cells up stairs for 
female and boy orison era, in addition to those described above. No special provisions 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Washtenaw. — [Sheriff says, " same as last year,'* hence we copy.) Jail is 32x32 feet, 
exclusive of residence, built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated by registers 
opening into flues to top of building. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eigh- 
teen cells 4%x7 feet, made of steel. Female and boy prisoners are kept in cells on 
second floor, also insane and idiotic persons. 

Wayne. — Jail is 50x90 feet, built of stone, heated by steam, and ventilated by win- 
dows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seventy eight cells, 4x6 feet, made of 
brick. We have a separate ward for female prisoners also Tor boys. No special pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Wexford. — Jail is 30 feet square, built of brick, stone, iron and steel, heated by 
furnace, and ventilated by long chimney and windows. Sewerage consists of a cess- 
pool. There are six cells 5x7 feet, two are steel cages and four are made of brick and 
steel. For female and boy prisoners we have two cells up stairs in sheriff's residence. 
No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons.

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SCHEDULE A. 



Statements of the condition of the jails in the several counties, with miscellaneous 
remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 100x150 feet, built of brick, wood and iron, heated by wood stoves, 
ventilated by windows, and is without sewerage. There are five cells: one 12x14, one 
8x12, one 6x12, and two 6x10 feet. Two are made of iron and three of wood. No special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Alger. — Jail is 22x26 feet, built of brown stone, heated by hot water heater and ven- 
tilated by a pipe from the water closet. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells 5x7 feet, three of which are made of iron and one of steel. We have a good 

Sump and tank above the jail which supplies the water, and we have a good bath tub. 
fo special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Allegan. — Jail is 24x36 feet, built of brick, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated by 
windows, and a tin pipe from floor to chimney. Sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are four cells, 8x12 feet, made of iron bars. There are two cells, one hall with stove and 
water closet for female prisoners, whioh are also used for boy prisoners. Have no 
special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. The boy prisoners at present are con- 
fined in that part of the jail intended for females, there being no female prisoners. 
Should there be at the same time boy and female prisoners the situation would be 
most undesirable. 

Alpena.— Jail is 40x70 feet, built of stone, heated by hot water heater, and ventilated 
by windows. The sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells, two of which 
are 12x14, six 8x12 feet, and two bath rooms. Cells are made of chilled steel. There 
are two separate cells for female and boy prisoners, also separate cells for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Antrim.— Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by stoves, and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eight cells 5x7 feet, made of 
iron. There are no special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Arenac— No jail. Prisoners are kept in Bay county jail. 

Baraga.— Jail is 24x26 feet, not including the sheriff's dwelling. It is built of brick 
and stone, with slate roof; is heated by stoves, and ventilated by windows and air 
chambers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two cells 7x8 feet, made of steel. 
There are separate rooms away from the main jail for female and boy prisoners, also 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Barry. — Jail is 28x33 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, is heated by steam, and 
ventilated by registers in the wall. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eleven 
cells 6x7 feet, made of iron. Criminal ward is on first floor and juvenile ward on second 
floor. Women's ward is on second floor of residence. Have no special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Bay.— Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, iron and wood on stone foundation, is heated 
by steam, and ventilated by shafts and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twenty-four cells 5x8 feet, made of iron. For female and boy prisoners we 
have four cells above the jail proper, also two padded cells for insane and idiotic 
persons. For medical attendance 9800 per year is paid a physician by the county, 
whose district takes in the jail and poorhouse. 
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Benzie.— Jail is 16x16 feet, built of square timber, spiked, and is heated by stoves. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are two cells, 8x8 feet, made of wood. No 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. As 
our jail is of little use other than a village lockup, Benzie county uses Grand Traverse 
county jail. 

Berrien.— Jail is 44x44 feet, is built of brick, stone and iron, is 'heated by stoves, 
ventilated from top, and is without sewerage. There are twenty -four cells 4x6 feet, 
made of iron and stone. Female and boy prisoners are confined in the upper story of 
the jail. Have no special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Branch, — Jail is 32x34 feet, built of brick, stone, iron and wood, is heated by furnace 
and ventilated by flues. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eight cells 6x8 feet 
made of boiler iron. We have two rooms above regular jail for female and boy prison- 
ers. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Calhoun. -J b\\ is 30x32J>£ feet, built of brick and iron, has a stone foundation, is 
heated by steam, and ventilated by iron pipes in the wall from top of the jail. 
Sewerage is good; water from city is used. There are twelve cells, 6x10 and 9x12 feet, 
made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Cass, — Jail is 40x72 feet, built of brick, wood, stone and iron, is heated by steam, and 
ventilated by pipes from each cell to ventilator in roof. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fourteen cells, 7x8, 10x12 and 12x14 feet, made of stone and iron. We have 
two cells for female prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Charlevoix. — Jail is 25x30 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and ventilated by 
grated windows. There are five cells, 8x10 feet, made of plank, with grated windows 
and iron doore. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and 
idiotic persons. This county has no jail at the county seat but rents a village jail 12 
miles distant. 

Cheboygan.— Jail is 30x45 feet, built of brick, heated by furnace, and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells. 

Chippewa.— Jail is 30x30 feet, built of stone, heated by steam and ventilated by air 
pipes and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, 6x7x2^ feet, 
made of stone and iron. We have four rooms above the jail for female and boy 
prisoners. No provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Clare. — No statement other than that there are no special provisions for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Clinton. — Jail is 41x34x15^ feet, built of brick, wood, iron and steel, heated by 
Bolton hot water system, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fourteen cells; eight are 7x7^x5 feet and six are 7x7x5 feet, made of wood and 
iron. We have one cell over the sheriff's dwelling for female and boy prisoners, but 
none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Crawford. — Jail is 36x30 feet, built of wood, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are two cells, 8x8 feet, made of steel. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Delta. — Jail is 20x20 feet, with an addition 18x22 feet, built of brick and wood, 
heated by stoves, and ventilated by pipe through the roof. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are four cells 6x6x9 feet, made of steel and iron. No special provisions 
for female and boy prisioners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Dickinson,— Prisoners are confined in Menominee county jail. 

Eaton.— Jail is 25x27 feet inside of the walls, built of stone, brick, iron and steel, is 
is heated by steam, and ventilated by flues. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are 
six cells: two 5x7 and four 7x7 feet, made of iron. The city lockup is on lower floor. 
We have two rooms upstairs in sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners, and we 
have special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Emmet— The main jail is 18Ax30A feet, with a wing 16x20 feet, built of wood' 
heated by stoves, and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are six cells: one 
9xlOJ£, one 6x9, two 7x7, one 9>£x8 l 3, one 9^x6/5 feet, and a vestibule 4x18 feet. Four 
cells are made of wood, and two are steel cages. Female and boy prisoners are confined 
in the wing. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Genesee.— Jail is 34x30 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by stoves, and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen cells 7x5 feet, made of 
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iron, with cement floors. We have two separate rooms for female and boy prisoners. 
No speciai provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 14x90 feet, built of brick and stone, heated bv wood stoves, and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are three cells 6x9 feet, 
made of boiler iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane 
and idiotfc persons. 

Gogebic— Jail is 42x42 feet, two stories high, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam, and without special ventilation. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
thirteen cells, 6x7 feet, made of boiler iron. We have two separate rooms for female 
and boy prisoners, but no special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Grand Traverse.- Jail is 30x30 feet, built of iron, steel, brick and stone, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by air flues. Sewerage is in good condition, There are seven- 
teen cells; twelve 6x7 and five 7x10 feet. Twelve are made of iron and steel, and five 
are plastered. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
insane and idiotic persons. Water from water works is in all parts of the jail. 

Gratiot.— Jail is 31^x32^ feet, built of iron, brick, stone and wood: is heated by 
hot air, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is not in a very good condition. There 
are eight cells, 5x7 feet, six of which are made of iron and two of iron and wood. For 
female and boy prisoners, we have a room twelve feet square, and two cells 5x7 feet. 
These cells are also used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Hillsdale. Jail is 30x40 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated by steam and 
ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fourteen 
cells on first floor. They are 8x10 feet, and made of iron and stone; on second floor 
they are 10x12 feet, made of iron. We have two cells on second floor for female and 
boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. All medical 
attendance is under contract with physician who attends paupers at county house as 
well, and no separate account is kept. 

Houghton. — The first floor of the jail is 50x32x14 feet. Second floor 16x50x1* feet* 
The jail is built of brick, heated by steam, and ventilated by windows and ventilator- 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are seventeen cells, made of iron and steel. 
The iron cells are 7x6 and 5x7 feet, and the steel cells 8x7x7. We have separate rooms 
for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Huron.— Jail is 32x30 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated by steam and venti- 
lated by windows and ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition, except the 
outlet. There are thirteen cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron bars. We have one cell over 
sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and 
idiotic persons. Jail and appurtenances are all right for our county, except sewerage. 
Our town has no system of sewerage, hence the jail sewerage empties into a large vault 
or cesspool, which is becoming a public nuisance. 

Ingham.— The residence is 36x36 feet, old jail 18x25 feet, new jail 27x36 feet, built of 
brick and wood, heated by furnace and stoves and ventilated by registers. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are seventeen cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. We have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Ionia.— The jail is built of iron, brick and sandstone, heated by steam and ventilated 
by ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There are thirteen cells. 
5x7x7 feet, made of boiler iron. We have one cell upstairs in sheriff's residence for 
female and boy prisoners. This cell is also used for insane and idiotic persons. * 

Iosco. — Jail is 22x22 feet and two stories high, built of brick with stone foundation, 
heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by ventilators in chimneys and through the 
roof. Sewerage in good condition. There are four cells, each holding four prisoners. 
They are 6)^x8x7 feet, two are made of steel and two of iron. Two cells in upper storv 
can be used for female and boys prisoners, also for insane and idiotio persons. Our jail 
cells and cell corridors are so small that it is necessary to let the prisoners have the jail 
corridor for exercise during the day in warm weather. They are locked in the cells 
during the night. The walls are brick twelve inches thick, lined with iron, and the jail 
is perfectly safe. 

Iron.— Jail is 33x22 inside and 16 feet high, built of brick, heated by steam and ven- 
tilated by ventilators in roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells; two 
are 8x10 and four are 6x8 feet, made of steel. We have separate rooms for female 
«nd boy prisoners, which are supplied with steel cells. No special provisions for insane 

d idiotic persons. 
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Isabella,— Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by stoves, and has good* 
ventilation. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, 12x6 feet, made of steel. 
Have no special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Jackson.— J ail is 40x60 feet and two stories high, built of brick, heated by stoves, 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are fourteen cells, 
5x7 feet, made of boiler iron. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners 
in second story of jail. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Kalamazoo.— Jail is 65x34 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam, and venti- 
lated by the Benson patent ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition, 'rhere are 
thirty cells, 7x5 feet, made of steel, brick and stone. We have special provisions for 
female prisoners on second floor of jail. Boy prisoners are confined in cells separate 
from all others, as are also the insane and idiotic persons. 

Kalkaska.— Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves and ventilated 
through the chimney. No sewerage. There are six cells, 5x6 feet, made of steel and 
iron. Have special provisions for female and boy prisoners in second story of jail. 

Kent— Jail is built of brick and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. 
Sewerage is in bad condition. There are forty-nine cells, forty-two are made of iron and 
seven of wood. We have special provisions for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor 
for insane and idiotic persons. This county is building a large addition and remodeling 
the old jail, which will be completed in a short time, when we will have sufficient and 
good accommodation for all classes of prisoners. 

Keweenaw. Jail is 20x20 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves, and ventilated by 
windows and ventilators in chimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two 
cells 7x6x7 feet, made of iron. For female and boy prisoners there are separate rooms 
on the second floor. Have no special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. Plenty 
of water has been brought into the jail by iron pipes under the ground from a dam one 
quarter of a mile away. The first story contains the two cells. In the second story 
there are two rooms, each 10x20 feet. The sheriffs residence is attached to the jail and 
ie built of wood. 

Lake.— Jail is 36x20 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated by wood stoves, and 
ventilated by windows and chimney flues. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells, 6x8 feet, made of iron, brick and stone. We have a separate department for 
female and boy prisoners, but no special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Lapeer.— Jail is 32x26 feet, built of steel and brick, heated by stoves and ventilated 
by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seven cells, 
6 J 2 x7 feet, made of steel bars. We have separate cells for female and boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane and idiotic prisoners. 

Leelanau.— Jail is 16x24 feet, built of 6x6 timbers, laid up and bolted. It is heated 
by stoves, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
three cells, two of which are 7x10 and one 6x10 feet, made of plank. No special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. The county 
is able and should provide a better jail. 

Lenawee.— Jail is built of brick and stone, heated by steam, and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells, 7x7 J£ feet, made of iron 
and stone. We have two rooms for female and boy prisoners, but no special provis- 
ions for insane and idiotic persons. More room is very much needed, especially for 
insane persons. 

Livingston- -J &i\ is 30x32 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated by hot water 
and ventilated by hot air flues from cells to roof. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are ten cells. Six are 6x8, three are 63 10, and one 10x14 feet, and a bath 
room 6x10 feet. The cells on the first floor are made of boiler iron, and on the second 
floor of plank and plaster. There are special provisions for female and boy prisoners; 
also for insane and- idiotic persons. 

Luce. — Jail is 30x35 feet, built of iron, brick and wood, heated by steam, and venti- 
lated by windows and ventilators in chimneys. Sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are five cells. Three are 7x9 and two are 9x9 feet. Three are made of steel and two 
of wood. There are special provisions for female and boy prisoners; also for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Mackinac. — Jail is built of brick, heated by stoves, and ventilated by windows. 
Sewerage is in bad condition. There are four cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron and stone.

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We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane nor 
idiotic persons. The jail is in bad condition, is unsafe and unhealthy. 

Macomb. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, and heated by hot water 
furnace. Have good ventilation. Sewerage is in good condition. The cells are made 
of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Manistee.- -J ail is built of iron and brick, heated by steam, and ventilated by win- 
dows and air flues. Sewerage is in good condition. There are thirteen cells. Ten are 
4x7, one 12x20, one 12x12, and one 9x12 feet, made of iron. For female and boy pris- 
oners we* have one room for each. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons 

Manitou. — Jail is 20x30 feet, built of plank laid flat and spiked together; is heated 
by stoves, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
three cells, 8x10 feet, made of plank. No special provisions for female and boy pris- 
oners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Marquette.— (Sheriff says, "No change in jail since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 28x28 feet, two stories high, built of stone, heated by steam, and ventilated by 
windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells. In 
lower story there are six cells, 5x7 feet, made of stone, and in the upper story there are 
six, which are 6x9 feet, made of iron. Have special provision e for female and boy pris- 
oners, and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Mason. — Jail is 32x40 feet, two stories high, built of briok and iron, heated by hot 
air furnace, and -ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
eight cells on first floor, 5x7x8 feet, made of iron, and four on second floor, 8x8x8 feet, 
made of wood. Female and boy prisoners are confined above in separate . cells. 
No special provision for insane and: idiotic persons. 

Mecosta. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of iron and wood, heated by stoves and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are four cells 5x6* £ feet, made of 
iron and wood. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Menominee.— Jail is 32x50 feet, two stories high, built of iron, brick and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by tin tubes leading from each cell into main shaft. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are fifteen cells 7%x6 feet, made of iron and steel. We 
have ppecial provisions for female and boy prisoners; also for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Midland.— Jail is 32x20 feet, two stories high, built of brick, heated by hot water 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells 
4x8x8 feet, and 8x8x8 feet, made with wood and sheeted over with iron. No special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Missaukee.— Jail is 35x40 feet, built of iron, brick, stone and wood, heated by furnace 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 4x6% 
feet, made of sheet iron. We have two cells in sheriff's residence for female and boy 
prisoners, and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Monroe.— The cage in the jail is 20x8% feet. The jail is built of brick, steel 
iron and stone, heated by furnace and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are three cells 7%x6% feet, made of steel and iron. We have two 
separate cells, large enough for two prsoners each, for female prisoners, and one 
juvenile cell large enough For two bunks. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Montcalm. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of stone and lined with boiler iron, is heated by 
steam and ventilated by air shaft and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are nine cells 6x9 feet, made of boiler iron. For female and boy prisoners we have a 
brick annex 20x30 feet, two stories high and containing three cells on each floor. Have 
two iron lined cells in annex for insane and idiotic persons. 

Montmorency.— Jail is 16x20 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves, and ventilated b> 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two cells, 6x8 feet, made of iron. 
Have no special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Muskegon. — Jail is built of steel, iron, brick and stone, and is a good one. It i& 
heated by steam, and ventilated by chimneys, pipes and windows. Sewerage is in good 
c mdition. There are twenty-nine cells. Those used for male prisoners are 5x7 feet. 
Those used for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons, are each 8x8 
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feet. Cells are made of iron and steel. There are special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Newaygo.— Jail iB 19x23% feet. "Main large room." It is built of iron and wood, 
heated by wood stoves, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are four cells, 5x7x7 feet, made of iron, and an iron corridor 5x20 feet. 
For female and boy prisoners we have two rooms, and one cell, made of 4x4 oak, which 
is also used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Oakland. — Jail is 28x30 feet, two stories high, built of iron, brick and stone, heated 
by steam, and ventilated by air chambers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
sixteen cells, 6x8 feet, made of iron. For female prisoners we have a room 12x16 feet, 
and for boys a cell 8x10 feet, each supplied with bath room and water closet. No 
special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Oceana. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of wood, heated by steam, and ventilated by win- 
dows. Sewerage is in very good condition. There are six cells, 6x8 feet, made of iron 
and wood. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and 
idiotic persons. Our jail was built twenty-five years ago of boards one inch thick and 
eight inches wide, spiked together, and is not an ornament to the village. 

Ogemaw.— Jail is 40x30 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated by furnace and 
ventilated by one cold air duct from top of cells. The sewer is a six-inch tile. There 
are ten cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. There are cells in the third floor of 
sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Ontonagon. — Jail is 17x25 feet inside and the cage is 12x20 feet. The jail is built of 
brick and stone, heated by stoves and ventilated by pipes and windows. Sewerage was 
in bad condition but in June we had it repaired. There are six cells 6x8 feet, made of 
steel. We have two cells 6x8 feet, with hall front four feet wide, for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is too small, 
especially the women's department, as at certain seasons of the year we have a great 
number of prisoners. 

Osceola.— Jail is 22x30 feet, built of iron and wood, heated by wood stoves and venti- 
lated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are three cells 4x7 feet, 
made of wood. We have a separate department containing one cell for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Oscoda.— Jail is 18x20 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and ventilated by win- 
dows. Have no sewerage. There are two cells 6x8 feet, made of iron. No special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

OUego. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated by pipes. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells 5x10 feet, made of iron. We have a 
separate room for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Ottawa. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built with brick walls and two-inch plank lined with 
boiler iron. It is heated by furnace and hot air pipes, and ventilated by three venti- 
lators in ceiling and by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are nine 
cells: four are 8x7 feet, two 5x8 feet, two 8x12 feet, and one 8x20 feet, made of boiler 
iron. The two cells 8x12 feet are expressly for female and boy prisoners. We use 
the boys' department for insane and idiotic persons. A new jail will be built next 
year. 

Presque Isle. — Jail is 12x16 feet, built of stone and wooden partitions covered with 
steel plate, heated by wood stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are five eel 1b 7x11 feet, made of stone. No special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Roscommon — Jail is 20x30 feet, two stories high, built of wood, with stone founda- 
tion, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are 
three cells, 4x8 feet, made of % inch sheet iron. No special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Saginaw. — Main jail is 30x36 feet; wing, 26x36 feet, built of brick, heated by steam, 
and ventilator in connection with steam heater. Sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are thirty-two cells. Twenty-eight are 7x5 feet, and four are 7x7 feet, made of iron. 
We have separate rooms for female and boy prisoners; also for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Sanilac— J &\l is built of brick, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated by windows. 
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Sewerage is in bad condition. There are six cells, made of iron and steel. We have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Schoolcraft.— Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves, and ventilated 
by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage, and they are in good condition. There are 
six cells, 4x7 feet, made of iron. We have separate apartments on second floor for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic prisoners. 

Shiawassee. Jail 36x30 feet, built of brick, heated by coal stoves, and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are six cells, 6Hx7^ feet, made of 
iron and steel. We have three rooms in upper story, above the cells, for female and 
boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

St. Clair.— (Sheriff says, " Same as last year," hence we copy:) Jail is 35x80 feet, 
built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are sixteen cells, 8x10 feet, made of iron, with two beds in each 
cell. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners; also for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

St Joseph. - -Jail is 40x50 feet, with wing for kitchen and dining room, built of brick, 
heated by coal and wood stoves, and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fifteen cells: four are 8x10 feet, and eleven are 4x10 feet, lined 
with boiler iron. We have separate rooms with iron doors between for female and boy 
prisoners. 

Tvscnla. Jail is 34x34 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are seven cells: six are 5x8 feet, 
and one is 8x8 feet, made of iron and wood. We have one cell made of wood for female 
and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

. Van Buren. Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by coal stove and ventilated by 
windows. Sewenge is not good. There are nine cells: three are 6x8 feet and six are 
5x10 feet, made of iron and wood. We have three cells upstairs for female and boy 
prisoners in addition to those described above. No special provisions for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

' Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, exclusive of residence, and two stories high, built of 
brick and steel, heated by steam and ventilated by windows and four-inch flues run- 
ning to the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eighteen cells, 43^x7 feet, 
made of case hardened steel. Female and boy prisoners, and insane and idiotic per- 
sons are confined in cells on second floor. 

Wayne. — The general condition of the jail is bad, but its sanitary condition is good. 
The building has been frequently condemned. 

Wexford.— Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, stone, iron and steel, heated by furnace, 
and ventilated by large chimney and windows. Sewerage is in very good condition. 
There are six cells, 5x7 feet. Two are steel cages, and four are made of brick and 
steel. For female and boy prisoners, we have two cells up stairs, in sheriff's residence. 
No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons.

Statements of the condition of the jails in the several counties, with mis- 
cellaneous remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the 
sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 40x60 feet, built of brick, wood and iron, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There 
are five cells, 8x10 feet, made of iron and wood. There are no special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Alger. — Jail is 22x26 feet, built of brown stone, heated by hot water, 
and ventilated by ventilators through the roof. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are four cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. There are 
no special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and 
idiotic persons. The jail is in good condition. 

Allegan. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of brick, heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are four 
cells, 8x12 feet, made of iron. We have two rooms with hall and water 
closet for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Alpena. — Jail is 40x70 feet, built of stone, heated by Bolton hot water 
heater and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are twelve cells — two are 12x14 and six 8x12 feet, and two bath rooms. 
Cells are made of chilled steel. There are separate cells for female and 
boy prisoners, also two separate cells for insane and idiotic persons. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
eight cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron. There are no special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. The county 
is building an addition to the jail, 30x40 feet, two stories high, with base- 
ment, to be divided into four apartments with four cells in each apartment, 
which will be heated by steam. 

Arenac. — Jail is 8x12 feet, with corrider 12x14 feet, built of wood. It 
is heated by stoves, and ventilated by window and doors. No sewerage. 
There is one cell, 8x12 feet, made of steel. No special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Baraga. — Jail is 24x26 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and air chambers. Sewerage is in good oondi- 
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tion. There are two cells, 7x8 feet, made of steel. There are separate 
rooms away from main jail for female and boy prisoners, also for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Barry. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam 
and ventilated by ventilating shafts. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are ten cells, four are 7x8, three 4x7 and three 5x7 feet, made of 
iron and steel. We have three oells in second story of sheriff's residence 
for female prisoners, and three cells in second story of jail for boy prison- 
ers. We use the female ward for insane persons. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, iron and wood, with stone 
foundation. It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are 28 cells, 5x8 feet, made of iron. 
Twenty -four cells are in the jailproper, and four in upper part of the jail 
for female and boy prisoners. We have two padded cells tor insane and 
idiotic persons, and also a good bath room. 

Benzie. — We have no county jail. Prisoners are kept in Grand Traverse 
county jail. 

Berrien. — Jail is 44x44 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by ventilators through the roof. Vaults are used for 
sewerage. There are twenty-four cells, 4x6 feet, made of stone and iron. 
We use the second story of jail for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Branch. — Jail is 32x34 feet, built of brick, stone, iron and wood, heated 
by furnace and ventilated by air flues. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are eight cells, 6x8 feet, made of boiler iron. We have two rooms, 
8x10 feet, above regular jail, for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 30x32 J feet, built of brick, iron and steel, with a stone 
foundation ; heated by steam and ventilated by iron pipes through the roof 
and windows. Sewerage is in good condition, use city waterworks and 
have a sewer from the fail to the river. There are twelve cells, 6x10 and 
9x12 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Cas8. — Jail is 40x72 feet, built of brick, wood, stone and iron, heated 
by steam and ventilated by pipes from each cell to ventilator in roof. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are 14 oeUs, 7x8, 10x12 and 12x14 
feet, made of stone and iron. We have two separate cells for female and 
boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Charlevoix. — This county has no jail. The jails used are at East Jordan 
which is eleven miles from the county seat, and at Charlevoix, twenty 
miles from the county seat. Neither of these are occupied by a county or 
village officer. Prisoners are boarded by whoever happens to live in the 
building, a part of which is the jail. They present their bills for their 
pay, and no statement reaches the sheriff to enable him to make a proper 
report. 

Cheboygan. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 30x45 feet, built of brick, heated by furnace and ventilated by 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six oells. 
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Chippewa. — Jail is 30x30 feet, two stories, is built of stone, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by air pipes running into hot air chambers, two 
pipes in eaoh cell. Sewerage is in good condition, having been repaired 
this year. There are six cells, 6x7x2$ feet, made of stone and iron. We - 
have four rooms in the upper part of the jail for female and boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. Our jail is all right, 
but not large enough.

Clinton. — Jail is 41x34x15$ feet, built of brick, wood, iron and steel, 
heated by hot water pipes and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are 14 cells, eight are 7x7$x5 and six 7x7x5 feet, 
eight are made of wood and six of iron. We have two rooms in the attic 
over the sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Crawford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows and pipes running into chimney. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are two cells, 8x8 feet, made of steel. Special provis- 
ions for female prisoners, but none for boys nor for insane and idiotic 



Delta. —Jail ia 20x20 feet, built of brick, with an addition 18x22 feet, 
built of wood; heated by ooal and wood stoves, and ventilated by one 
pipe through roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, 
6$x9 feet, made of steel and iron. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Dickinson. -County has no jail. Prisoners are confined in Menominee 
county jail. 

Eaton. — Jail is 25x27 feet inside the walls, built of stone, brick, iron 
and steel, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilating flues. Sewerage 
is in fair condition. There are six cells, two 5x7 and four 7x7 feet, made 
of iron. The city lockup is on lower floor. We have two rooms upstairs 
in sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners, and we have special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Emmet— Main jail is 30 8-12x18 o- 12 feet, with a wing 16x20 feet, built 
of wood, heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. No sewerage— use 
cesspool. There are six cells, one 9x10$, one 9x6, two 7x7, one 
9 4-12x6 5-12, one 9 4-12x8 4-12 feet, and a vestibule 4x18 5-12 feet. Two 
are made of steel and four of wood. We use the wing for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotio persons. 

Genesee. — fail is 26x40x17 feet. Walls are built of brick, the inside of 
boiler iron. It is heated by wood stoves and ventilated by small windows. 
Sewerage is not in very good oondition. There are sixteen cells, 5x6x8 
feet, made of boiler iron. We have two separate rooms for female and boy 
prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons.

Gladwin. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 14x30 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood stoves and ven- 
tilated bv windows. Sewerage is not in very good condition. There are 
three cells, 6x9 feet, made of boiler iron. No special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 42x42 feet, two stories, built of brick and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by air flues. Sewerage is in good condition. 
Tiiere are 13 cells, 6x7 feet, made of boiler plate. We have two separate 
rooms for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of steel, iron, brick and 
stone, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators and air tubes. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are seventeen cells, twelve 6x7 and five 
7x10 feet, twelve made of iron and steel and five plastered. We have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Gratiot — Jail is 31£x32£ feet, built of iron, brick, stone and wood, 
heated by furnace and ventilated by ventilating chimneys and windows. 
Sewerage is in first-class condition, There are eight cells, 5x7 feet, six 
made of iron and two of wood. For female and boy prisoners, we have 
one room twelve feet square and two wooden cells with iron door upstairs. 
These cells are also used for insane and idiotic persons. Our jail is in 
good condition. The sewerage, heating, lighting and water is first-class. 

Hillsdale. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fourteen cells on first floor, these are 8x10 feet, made of stone 
and iron, on second floor the cells are 10x12 feet and made of iron. We 
have two cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Houghton. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
The first floor of the jail « 50x32x14 feet; second floor, 16x50x6 feet. 
The jail is built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated by windows and 
ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seventeen cells 
made of iron and steel. The iron cells are 7x6 and 5x7 feet, and the steel 
qells 8x7x7 feet. We have separate rooms for female and boy prisoners, 
but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Huron. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is 
in fair condition. There are thirteen cells, 5x7 feet, made of iron with 
iron floors. We have one cell for female prisoners, which is also used for 
boys, when not occupied by females. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. We need a padded cell for insane persons. 

Ingham. — Jail is 19x26 feet, with a new addition, 28x36 feet. Sheriff's 
residence is 36x36 feet, built of brick, stone and wood, heated by stoves 
and furnace and ventilated by a brick ventilator running from the cellar 
up through the roof. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are nineteen 
cells, 5x7 feet, made of steel and boiler iron. There are special provisions 
for female prisoners in the upper story of the jail. No special provisions 
for insane and idiotic persons.

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Ionia. — Jail is 30x32x17 feet, with an addition 20x30 feet and 9 foot 
oeiling, built of sandstone, brick and iron, heated by steam and ventilated 
by ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in good; condition. There are 
fifteen cells, twelve are 5x7 and three 7x6 feet, made of boiler iron. We 
also have a room in the annex containing nine wooden bunks. We have 
one cell upstairs in sheriff's residence for female prisoners, and two cells 
in the annex for boy prisoners. These cells are sometimes used for insane 
and idiotic persons. The annex was built for the care of tramps, which 
enables us to separate this class of prisoners from those sent here for 
graver offenses. This is a decided improvement and enables us to feed 
tramps such light diet that they seek for other and better quarters. I 
feed tramps for ten cents per day each, but I am out of boarders at present. 

Iosco. — Jail is 22x22 feet, two stories, built of brick, with stone founda- 
tion, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by ventilators through roof 
and in chimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, 
each holding four prisoners. They are 6^x8x7 feet, two are made of steel 
and two of iron. Two cells in upper story can be used for female and boy 
prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. Our cells are so small that 
it is necessary to let the prisoners have the jail corridor for exercise during 
the day in warm weather. They are locked in their cells at night. The 

walls are brick, twelve inches thick, lined with iron, and are perfectly safe.

Iron. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ventilated 
by ventilating flues from floor. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are six cells — four are 7x9 and two 8x10 feet, made of iron and steel. We 
have separate cells for female and boy prisoners, divided from others by 
solid brick walls. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick and iron and heated by 
stoves. Ventilation is good. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
six cells, 12x6 feet, made of steel. Have special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners in second story of jail. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. A 

Jackson. — Jail or cell block is 34§x42§ feet, built of brick, iron and 
steel, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilating pipes and windows. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are twenty-five cells, 6x8x8 feet, 
made of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
also for insane and idiotic persons. This county has built a new jail dur- 
ing the past year, which cost the county complete, including furniture 
and fixtures, $30,000. 

Kalamazoo. — Jail is 65x34 feet, built of brick and stone heated by steam 
and ventilated by Benson's patent ventilator. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are thirty cells 7 1-6x5 1-6 feet, made of brick and stone. We 
use the seoond floor of the jail for female prisoners, and for boy prisoners 
we have cells separate from all others, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Kalkaska. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by chimneys. No sewerage. There are six cells 5x6 feet 
made of steel and iron. We use second story of jail for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Kent. — This county is building a new jail which when completed will 
have ample provisions for all classes of prisoners. 
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Keweenaw. — Jail is 20x20 feet built of stone heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows and ventilators in chimney. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are two cells 7x6x7 feet made of iron. For female and boy 
prisoners there are separate rooms on the second floor. No special pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Lake. — Jail is 22x50 feet built of buck, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows and chimney flues. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are four oells — three are 6x8 and one 10x8 feet, made of 
stone, iron and brick. We have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Lapeer. — Jail is 32&x26 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are seven oells, 6Ax7 feet, made of steel bars. We have 
special provisions for female ana boy prisoners, but none for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Leelanau. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is in good oondition. There are three 
cells — two are 7x10 and one 6x10 feet, made of plank. No special provis- 
ions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Lenawee. — Jail is 34x38 and 33x44 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, 
heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad oondi- 
tion. There are fourteen oells, 7£x8£ feet, made of iron and stone. We 
have two rooms for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Livingston. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by air flues from oells 1o roof. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are ten cells, six are 6x8 feet, three 6x10 feet and 
one 10x14 feet. On first floor c^lls are made of iron, and on second floor 
of floor plank and plaster, ^e have a bath room, 6x10 feet. Have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Luce. — Jail is 30x35 feet, built of iron, brick and wood, heated by steam 
and ventilated by windows and chimneys. Sewerage is in fair oondition. 
There are five cells — three are 7x9 and two are 9x9 feet, three are made of 
steel and iron and two of wood. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Mackinac. — Jail is 20x30 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows and doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells, 5x7 feet, made of stone and iron. We have two oells for female 
and boy prisoners, and are building one for insane and idiotic persons. 
The jail is in good condition. 

Macomb. — Jail is 30x36 and 30x30 feet, built of stone and brick and 
heated by hot water. Ventilation is fair. Sewerage is in fair oondition. 
There are sixteen cells, 6x8 feet, made of steel. We have special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic 
persons. 
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Manistee. — Jail is"50x20 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by windows and air flues. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are thirteen cells — ten are 4x7, one 12x20, one 12x12, and one 9x12 
feet, made of iron. For female and boy prisoners, we have one large 
room for each. No special provisions for insane tod idiotic persons. 

Manitou. — Jail^is 40x20 feet, built ofj>lank"spiked/lown flat, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are three cells, 6x10 feet, made of pine plank. No special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners nor for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is 
a good one. 

Marquette. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 28x28 feet, two stories high, built of stone, heated by steam and 
ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twelve cells. In lower story there are six cells, 5x7 feet, made 
of stone, and in the upper story there are six, 6x9 feet, made of iron. Have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners and for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Mason. — Jail is 32x40 feet, built of brick and] iron, heated by hot air 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
twelve cells, eight in the lower story are 5x7x8 feet, made of iron, and four 
in the upper story 8x8x8 feet, made of wood. Female and boy prisoners 
are confined in the upper story and kept separate. No special provisions 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Mecosta. — Jail is 32x34 feet, two stories, built of iron, brick and stone, 
heated by hot air and ventilated by ventilating pipes running from floor to 
roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are thirteen cells 6x8 feet, 
made of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners 
but none for insane and idiotio persons.

Menominee. — No report. 

Midland. — Jail is 32x20 feet, two stories, built of brick, stone and iron, 
heated by hot water and ventilated by windows.' Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are twelve cells, four are 8x8x8, and eight 4x8x8 feet, 
made of oak plank sheeted with iron. No special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Missaukee. — Jail is 35x40 feet, built of iron, brick, stone and wood, 
heated by a furnace, afad ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are six cells, 4x6^ feet, made of sheet iron and bars. We 
have two cells in sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners, also for 
insane and idiotio persons. 

Monroe. — (Sheriff says no change 'since last report, hence we copy.) 
The cage in the jail is 20x8^ feet. The jail is built of brick, steel, iron 
and stone, heated by furnace and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are three cells 7£x6£ feet, made of steel and iron. 
We have two separate cells, large enough for two prisoners each, for female 
prisoners, and one juvenile cell large enough for two bunks. No special 
'sions for insane and idiotio persons. 
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Montcalm. — Jail is 25x40 feet, built of brick, atone and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by air abaft and windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are nine cells, 5x8 feet, made of boiler iron. We have a 
brick annex lined with sheet iron, containing six cells, whioh we use for 
female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Montmorency. — Our jail is discontinued and Alpena county jail substi- 
tuted instead. The jails of this county are now used for lockups. 

Muskegon. — We have a good jail built of stone, brick, iron and steel, 
heated by steam and ventilated by chimneys, pipes and windows. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are 29 cells, those used for male prisoners 
are 5x7 feet, those for female prisoners are 8x8 feet, and those used for boy 
and girl prisoners, also for the insane, are eaoh 8x8 feet, made of stone, 
iron and steel. Special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for 
insane and idiotic persons. We do not take the boys to the Industrial 
School, nor the girls to the Industrial Home — they are taken by the county 
agent. 

Newaygo. — Jail is 23xl9| feet, east and west with corridor 5x20 feet, 
built of wood and iron, heated by hot air furnace underneath the jail and 
ventilated by windows and air chamber in chimney. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are four cells, 5x7x7 feet, made of iron. We have two 
rooms upstairs for female and boy prisoners, and one latticed room for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Oakland. — Jail is 28x30 feet, exclusive of sheriff's residence and office, 
two stories high, with garret and basement. It is bi^ilt of brick, stone 
and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by air chamber over steam pipes 
and eight inch conductors. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
sixteen cells, 6x8 feet, made of iron. We have a room for female prisoners 
12x16 feet, with water closet and bath room, and for boy prisoners a room 
8x10 feet, with water closet and bath room. No special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons. The jail and sheriff's residence are supplied 
with electric lights and water works. 

Oceana. — Jail is built of wood and iron, heated by steam and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are five cells, made of 
wood and iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Ogemaw. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and steel, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by one cold air duct on top of cells. The sewer is 
a six inch tile and is in good condition. There are ten cells, 5x7 feet, 
made of iron and steel. There are cells in the third story of sheriff's resi- 
dence for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Ontonagon. — Jail is 25x17 feet inside and the cage is 20x12 feet. The 
jail is built of brick and stone, heated by steam, and ventilated by pipes 
and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells 8x6 
feet, made of steel. We have two cellB 8x6 feet, with hall in front four 
feet wide, for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. 
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Osceola. — Jail is 22x30 feet, made of wood andiron, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are three cells, 4x7 feet, made of wood and iron. We have a special 
department for female prisoners. 

Oscoda. — Jail is 18x20 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and venti- 
lated by windows. No sewerage. There are two cells, 6x8 fept, made of 
iron. We have one room for female and boy prisoners. No special provis- 
ions for insane and idiqtic persons. 

Otsego. — Jail is 26x30 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by steam and 
ventilated by air pipes. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six 
cells, 6x8 feet, made of steel. We keep female and boy prisoners separate 
from all other prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Ottawa. — Jail iB 30x36 feet, built with brick walls and two-inch plank 
lined with boiler iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by windows 
and three ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage iB in good condition. There 
are nine cells four are 8x7 feet two 5x8 feet, two 8x12 feet and one 8x20 
feet, made of boiler iron. The two cells, 8x12 feet, are expressly for 
female and boy prisoners. We use the boys' department for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Presque Isle. — Jail is 11x14 feet, built of stone and sheet iron, heated 
by wood stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condi- 
iton. There are five cells, 6x10 feet, made of stone. Female and boy 
prisoners are kept separate from other prisoners. The insane and idiotic 
persons are kept in separate cells. 

Roscommon. — Jail is 26x28 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are three 
cells, 5x9 feet, made of iron. W e have two cells upstairs for female and 
boy prisoners. 

Saginaw. — Main jail is 30x50 feet, wing 36x46 feet, two stories, built of 
brick and heated by steam. Ventilation is good. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are thirty-two cells, 5x7 and 7x7 feet, made of iron. 
We have separate apartments for female and boy prisoners, also for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Sanilac. — Jail is built of brick, heated by coal and wood stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are six cells, 
made of iron and steel. No special provisions for female and boy prison- 
ers, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Schoolcraft. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage, which are in 
good condition. There are six cells, 4x7 feet, made of iron. We have 
separate apartments on second floor for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Shiawassee. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, heated by coal stoves 

and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are six 

cells, 6^x7| feet, made of iron and steel. We have three rooms on second 

floor above the cells for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions 

~>sane and idiotic persons. 
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St. Clair. — Jail is 35x80 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
16 cells, 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, also separate rooms for insane and idiotic persons. 

St. Joseph. — Jail is 40x50 feet, with wing for dining room and kitchen, 
built of brick, heated by wood stoves and ventilated by doors and windows. 
Sewerage is not in very good condition. There are fifteen cells — four are 
8x10 and eleven 4x10 feet, lined with boiler iron. We have separate cells 
with iron doors between for female and boy prisoners No special pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Tuscola — Jail is 34x34 feet inside, built of brick, iron and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. 
There are seven cells — six are 5x8 feet, made of iron, and one 8x8 feet, 
made of wood. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by coal stoves 
and ventilated by windowB. No sewerage. There are nine cells — three 
are 6x8 and six are 5x10 feet, made of iron and wood. We have three cells 
upstairs for female and boy prisoners in addition to those described above. 
No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by windows and four-inch flues through roof. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are eighteen cells, 4^x7 feet, made 
of case hardened steel. We have cells on second floor for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Wayne — Jail is 50x90 feet, built of stone, heated by steam and venti- 
lated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are* seventy- 
eight cells, 4x6 feet, made of brick. We have a separate ward for female 
and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Wexford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, stone, iron and steel, 
heated by furnace and ventilated by large chimney and windows. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are six cells, 5x7 feet, two are steel cages 
and four are made of brick and steel. For female and boy prisoners we 
have two cells upstairs in sheriff's residence. No special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons.

SCHEDULE A. 



Statements of the condition of the jails in the several counties, with mis- 
cellaneous remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the 
sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 100x50 feet, built of briok, wood and iron, heated by 
wood stoveB and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are five 
cells, one 12x14, one 8x12, one 6x12 and two 6x10 feet, two of iron and 
three of wood. No Bpeoial provisions for either female or boy prisoners, 
nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Alger.— Jail is 24x26 feet, built of stone, heated by hot water and 
ventilated by cold air flue. Sewerage is in good oondition. There are 
four cells, each 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. _ No special provisions 
either for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Allegan. — Jail is 24x36 feet, built of briok, heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage iB in fair oondition. There are four 
iron cells, 9x12 feet. We have two rooms with hall between for female 
and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Alpena. — Jail is stone, 40x70 feet, heated by Bolton hot water heater 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good oondition. There are 
twelve chilled steel cells, — two are 12x14, six 8x12 feet, and separate cells 
for female and boy prisoners, and for insane and idiotic persons; also two 
bath roomB. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x40 feet, with 14 feet walls. It is built of wood, 
heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair oondi- 
tion. There are eight cells, 4x8 feet, made of iron. No special provi- 
sions either for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Arenac. — Jail is 15x33 feet and 12 feet high, built of briok. It is 
heated by stoveB and ventilated by three windows. No sewerage. There 
is one cell, 8x10 feet, made of steel. No speoial provisions for either 
female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. Our jail is in 
bad condition ; we have no way to keep female prisoners. We need more 
cells and I have requested the board of supervisors to put them in, but 
they have nut done so. 
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Baraga. — Jail is 24x26 feet built of briok and stone, heated by stoves- 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are two cells, each 7x8 feet, made or steel. There is one 
cell in second story of sheriff's residence for female or boy prisoners, 
which is also used for insane or idiotic persons. 

Barry.— Jail is 30x32 feet, two Btories, built of stone and brick with 
slate roof. It is heated by Bteam and ventilated by shafts in corners run- 
ning to the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are ten cells, 
four are 7x8, three 4x7 and three 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. 
The female ward is over the sheriff's residence and the juvenile ward in 
the second story of jail. We use the female ward for insane or idiotio 
persons. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of briok, iron and wood, with stone 
foundation. It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are twenty -eight oellB, each 5x8 
feet, made of iron. Twenty -four oells are in thejail proper and four on 
the second floor for female and boy prisoners. We have two padded cell* 
for insane and idiotio persons and also a good bath room. 

Benzie. — We have no county jail. Prisoners are kept in Grand Trav- 
erse county jail. 

Berrien. — Jail is 44x44 feet, built of briok, stone and iron, heated by 
two stoves and ventilated by top ventilators. Vaults are used for sewer- 
age. There are twenty-four oells, each 4x6 feet, made of stone and iron. 
Sixteen cells are in the tower story and eight in the upper. We use the 
upper story of the jail for female and by prisoners. No special provi- 
sions for either insane or idiotio persons. 

Branch. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by air flue. Sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are eight cells, each 6x8 feet, made of iron. We have two oells in second 
story for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for either 
insane or idiotio persons. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 30x32£ feet, built of brick, iron and steel, with a 
stone foundation. It is heated by steam and ventilated by iron pipes 
through the roof and windows. Sewerage is in good condition, — use city 
water and have a sewer from the jail to the river. There are twelve cells, 
6x10 and 9x12 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotio persons. t 

Cass. — Jail is 40x72 feet, built of wood, briok, stone and iron, heated 
by steam and ventilated by pipes from each cell to the roof. Sewerage is 
in bad condition. There are fourteen oells, 7x8, 10x12 and 12x14 feet, 
made of stone and iron. We have two separate oells for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for either insane or idiotio persons. 

Charlevoix. — The jail is built of briok and plank and heated by furnace. 
No ventilation nor sewerage. There are six oells, each 8x10 feet, made- 
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of plank. For female and boy prisoners we have one oell separate from 
others. No special provisions for either insane or idiotio persons. 

Cheboygan. — Jail is 32x34 feet, excluding sheriff's residence. It is 
built of brick and iron, heated by furnace and ventilated by windows and 
doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, each 5x7 
feet, with 9 feet ceiling, made of boiler iron. We have two cells over the 
sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions 
for either insane or idiotio persons. 

Chippewa. — (Sheriff say no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 30x30 feet, two stories, is built of stone, heated by steam and ven- 
tilated by air pipes running into hot air oh ambers, two pipes in eaoh oell. 
Sewerage is in good condition, having been repaired thiB year. There are 
six cells, eaoh 6x7x2£ feet, made of stone and iron. We have four rooms 
in the upper part of the jail for female and boy prisoners. No special 

firovisions for insane and idiotio persons. Our jail is all right, but not 
arge enough. 

Clare. — Main jail is 30x40 feet, with a wing 24x30 feet, built of brick, 
heated by hot water and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage is 
not in good condition. There are ten cells, each 6x8 feet, six of iron and 
four of wood. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Clinton. — (Sheriff says no ohange since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 41x34xl5£ feet, built of brick, wood, iron and steel, heated by hot 
water pipes and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fourteen cells, eight are 7x7£x5 and six are 7x7x5 feet, eight 
are made of wood and six of iron. We have two rooms in the attic over 
the sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special provi- 
sions for either iqsane or idiotio persons. 

Crawford. — Jail is 26x31 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
two cells, eaoh 6x8 feet, made of steel. We have a room up stairs with 
three cells in it for female prisoners. No special provisions for boys, nor 
for insane or idiotio persons. 

Delta. — Jail is 20x20 feet, built of briok, with an addition 18x22 feet, 
built of wood. It is heated by ooal and wood stoves and ventilated by 
one pipe through roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four 
cells, 6£x9 feetj made of steel and iron, two are in the main jail and two 
in the addition. No special provisions for either female or boy prisoners, 
nor for insane or idiotio persons. 

Dickinson. — County has no jail. Prisoners are confined in Menominee 
county jail. 

Eaton. — Jail proper is 24x30 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated 
by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are six cells, four are double, 6x8, and two single, 6x6 feet, made 
5 
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of iron. We have two apartments on the second floor for female and boy 
prisoners, and two apartments over the office and kitoben for insane and 
idiotio persons. 

Emmet. — Main jail is 18x30 feet, with a wing 14x20 feet, built of wood, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in very bad 
condition. There are six cells, one 9x10, one 6x9, two 6x6 and two 6£x9£ 
feet, made of wood. We use the wing for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotio persons. 

Genesee. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of boiler iron, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by small windows. Sewerage is in very good condition. 
There are fifteen cells, eaoh 5x7 feet, made of boiler iron. We have two 
small rooms separate from tlje jail for female and boy prisoners, but none 
for insane or idiotic persons. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 32x13 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage iB in good condition. There 
are three cells, each 5x8 feet, made of boiler iron. No special provisions 
for either female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotio persons. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 60x34 feet, two stories. It is built of stone 
and heated by steam. Ventilation is fair. Sewerage is in fair condition. 
There are fourteen cells, eaoh 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotio persons. 

Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of steel, iron, brick and 
stone, heated by Bteam and ventilated by ventilators and air tubes. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are seventeen cells, twelve are 6x7 
and five 7x10 feet, twelve are made of iron and steel and five are plastered. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
insane or idiotio persons. I 

Gratiot. — Jail is 31Ax324 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated 
by furnace, and ventilated by ohimneyB and windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are eight cells, eaoh 4x6 feet, made of iron. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
or idiotio persons. During the year we gave board and lodging over 
night to forty tramps, by order of the superintendents of the poor. 

Hillsdale. —Jail is 30x40 feet, built of stone, iron and briok, heated by 
steam and ventilated by ventilating stack and flues. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are fourteen cells, 6x8 and 8x10 feet, made of stone 
and iron. We have two cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners, 
but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Houghton. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
The first floor of the jail is 50x32x14 feet; second floor, 16x50x6 feet. 
The jail is built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated by windows and 
ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seventeen cells 
made of iron and steel. The iron cells are 7x6 and 5x7 feet, and the steel 
cells 8x7x7 feet. We have separate rooms for female and boy prisoners, 
one for insane or idiotio persons. 
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Huron. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by flues in ceiling and windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are thirteen cells, eaoh 5x7 feet, made of iron. 
We have one oell for female prisoners which is also used for boys, when 
not occupied by females. No special provisions for insane or idiotio 
persons. 

Ingham. — Jail is 19x26 feet, with a new addition 28x36 feet, built of 
brick, heated by furnace and stoves and ventilated by a tin pipe running 
up through the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen 
oells, made of iron and steel. There are five cells in the new addition, 
eaoh 5x7 feet; in the main jpil there are ten cells, one 7x71, six 7x5$ and 
three 5$x9 feet, the latter are used for female prisoners. No Bpecial pro- 
visions for insane or idiotio persons, nor for boy prisoners. 

Ionia.— Jail is 30x32x17 feet, with an addition 20x30x9 feet, built of 
brick, sandstone and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators 
in the ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen oells, 
twelve are 5x7 and three 7x6 feet, made of boiler iron. We have two cells 
in the annex and one cell upstairs in sheriff's residence for female and 
boy prisoners, these cells are also sometimes used for insane and idiotio 
persons. The annex was built for the oare of tramps, which I feed for 
ten cents per day eaoh. No tramps at present. 

Iosco. — Jail is 22x22 feet, two stories, built of brick with stone founda- 
tion, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by ventilators through the 
roof and in the ohimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four oells, eaoh holding four prisoners. They are 6^x8x7 feet, two are 
made of steel and two of iron. Two oells in the upper story can be used 
for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotio persons. Our 
oells and cell corridors are so small that it is necessary to let the prisoners 
have the jail corridor for exercise during the day in warm weather. They 
are locked in their oells at night. The walls are brick, twelve inches 
thick, lined with iron and are perfectly safe. 

Iron. — Jail is 40x25 feet, built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated 
by windows in sides of jail. Sewerage is in very good condition. There 
are eight cells, each 6x10 feet, made of iron N We have two cells for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for either insane or 
idiotio persons. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick and iron, and heated by 
stoves. Ventilation is good. Sewerage iB in good condition. There are 
six oells, each 12x6 feet, made of steel. Have special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners in second story of jail. No special provisions 
for insane or idiotio persons. 

Jackson. — Jail is 40x60 feet, two stories, built of stone, brick and steel, 
heated by steam and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are twenty-five cells, eaoh 6x6x8 feet, made of 
steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none 
for insane or idiotio persons. 
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Kalamazoo. — Jail is 65x34 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by Benson's patent ventilator. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are thirty cells, 7|x5§ feet, made of brick and stone. 
We use the second floor of the jail for female prisoners, and have cells 
separate from all others for boy prisoners and insane and idiotic persons. 

Kalkaska. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by ohimneyB. No sewerage. There are six cells, each 5x6 
feet made of steel and iron. We use the second floor of the jail for female 
and boy prisoners. No Bpeoial provisions for either insane or idiotio 
persons. 

Kent — Main jail is 36x30 feet, annex 70x24 feet, built of stone, iron, 
steel and briok. It is heated by steam and ventilated by flues. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are fifty-five double cells, each 6x8 feet, 
made of steel. We have a separate row of cells for female and boy pris- 
oners, which is so constructed that the older prisoners cannot converse 
with nor see them. There is a padded cell for insane and idiotio persons. 

Keweenaw.— Jail is 20x20 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by ventilators in chimneys and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are two cells, 7x6x7 feet, made of iron. We have two 
separate rooms, each 10x20 feet, on second floor for female and bov 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotio persons. A good 
supply of water is brought to the jail from a dam. 

Lake. — Jail is 22x36 feet, built of iron, stone and briok, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows and chimney flue. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are four cells, 5x6 feet, made of iron, stone and briok. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
insane or idiotio persons. 

Lapeer. — Jail is 32^x26 feet, built of briok and steel, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are seven cells, each 6£x7 feet, made of steel bars. Provi- 
sions for female and boy prisoners are inadequate. No special provisions 
for insane or idiotio persons. 

Leelanau. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are three 
cells, two are 7x10 and one 6x10 feet, made of 2x6 plank, also a vestibule. 
No special provisions for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotio 
persons. 

Lenawee. — Jail is 36x42 feet, built of briok, with a stone foundation, 
heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condi- 
tion. There are twelve cells, each 6x8 feet, made of iron. For female 
and boy prisoners, we have two rooms separate from the main part, one 
contains two beds and the other one bed. We are erecting a building for 
the care of insane and idiotio persons. 

Livingston. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated 
9am and ventilated by air flues from cells to roof. Sewerage is in 
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good condition. There are ten oells, six are 6x8, three 6x10, and one 
10x14 feet, also a bath room 6x10 feet. On first floor oells are made of 
briok and iron, and on second floor of floor plank and plaster. We have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. 

Luce.— Jail is 24x30 feet, two stories, built of briok, iron and steel, 
heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are nine oells, 7x7 feet, made of iron and steel. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane 
and idiotic persons. The jail is a new one, completed January 1st, 1895, 
and cost $10,600. It is built on a modern plan and has the best oells and 
locking arrangements that could be procured. 

Mackinac. — Jail is 20x30 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There • 
are four cells, 4x7 feet, made of stone and iron. We have special provi- 
sions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Macomb. — Jail is 22x28 feet, with six feet corridor, built of briok and 
stone, lined with iron. It is heated by hot water and ventilated by pipes 
and flues from the basement and windows. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are sixteen cells, each 6x7| feet, four are in the basement, 
six in the second story and six in the thira ; in the basement and second 
story they are made of iron and in the third story they are plastered. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Manistee. — Jail is 50x20 feet, built of briok, stone and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by air flues and windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are thirteen oells, ten are 4x7, one 12x20, one 12x12 and 
one 9x12 feet, made of iron. We have one large room for boys and two 
separate cells for female prisoners, which are also used for insane and 
idiotic persons when not oocupied by female prisoners. 

Marquette. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 28x28 feet, two stories, built of Btone, heated by steam and ventil- 
ated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are twelve cells. In lower story there are. six cells, 5x7 feet, made of Btone, 
and in the upper story there are six, 6x9 feet, made of iron. Have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners and for insane and idiotio persons. 

Mason. — Jail is 29x32 feet, built of briok, stone, wood and iron, heated 
by hot air furnace and stoves, and ventilated by windows and chimney. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve oells, eight in the lower 
story are each 5x7 feet, made of iron, and four in the upper story, 10x10 
feet, made of wood. Female and boy prisoners are confined in the upper 
story. Have special provisions for insane and idiotio persons. 

Mecosta. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail iB 32x34 ieet, two stories, built of iron, briok and stone, heated by 
hot air and ventilated by ventilating pipes running from floor to roof. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are thirteen cells, each 6x8 feet, 
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made of steel. We have speoial provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
but none for insane or idiotio persons. 

Menominee. — Jail is 32x50 feet, two stories, built of stone, briok and 
iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by tubing from eaoh oell to 
main shaft. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen oells, eaoh 
7$x6 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotio persons. 

Midland. — (Sheriff says no change since last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 32x20 feet, two stories, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
hot water and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There /ire twelve cells, four are 8x8x8, and eight 4x8x8 feet, made of oak 
plank sheeted with iron. No special provisions for female or boy prison- 
ers, nor for insane or idiotio persons. 

Missaukee. — Jail is 30x33 feet, built of stone and brick, with wrought 
iron cage, heated by furnace and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 

Sood condition. There are four cells, 5|x7 feet, made of sheet steel. We 
ave two cells upstairs in sheriff's residence, with a closet in eaoh cell, 
for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotio 
persons. 

Monroe. — The first floor of the jail is 41x23 feet, the second floor 13x23 
feet, built of briok and stone. It is heated by hot air f urnaoe and ventil- 
ated by flues constructed in the walls. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are six cells, eaoh 64x8 feet, enclosed in a steel oage 14xl9| feet. 
The cells are made of steel and eaoh will contain four persons. Female 
prisoners are confined in separate cells on second floor and boy prisoners 
in cells off from the office in separate rooms. No speoial provisions for 
insane or idiotio persons. 

Montcalm.— (Sheriff says no change sinoe last report, hence we copy.) 
Jail is 25x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by steam and 
ventilated by air shafts and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are nine cells, 5x8 feet, made of boiler iron. We have a briok 
annex lined with iron, containing six oells, whioh we use for female and 
boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotio persons. 

Montmorency. — Jail iB 14x16 feet, built of steel, heated by hot air 
furnace and ventilated by ventilating ducts from eaoh oell to foul air flues 
in chimney. Sewerage is in good condition. There are three cells, 
5^x7 feet, made of prison steel. No speoial provisions for female or 
boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotio persons. 

Muskegon. — We have a good jail built of stone, iron, steel and briok, 
heated by steam and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are twenty-nine cells, those used for male 
prisoners are eaoh 5x7 feet, those for female prisoners are 8x8 feet, and 
those used for boy and girl prisoners, also for the insane and idiotio, are 
eaoh 8x8 feet, some are made of iron and steel, and some of iron. Speoial 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotio per- 
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sons. We do not take the boys to the Industrial Sohool nor the girls to 
the Industirpl Home — they are taken by the county agent. 

Newaygo. — Jail is 23x19$ feet, with corridor 5x20 feet, built of wood 
and iron. It is heated by hot air furnaoe and ventilated by windows and 
registers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four oella, eaoh 
5x7x7 feet, made of steel and iron. We have two rooms upstairs for 
female and boy prisoners, and one latticed room for insane and idiotio 
persons. 

Oakland. — Jail is 28x30 feet, two stories, built of briok, Btone, iron, 
wood, glass and slate, heated by steam and ventilated by air chambers. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are sixteen cells, 6x8 feet, made of 
iron. We have two rooms for female and boy prisoners, with a bath room 
and closet in eaoh, one id 8x10 and one 12x16 feet. No speoial provisions 
for insane or idiotio persons. 

Oceana. — Jail is 28x16 feet, built of wood, heated by stove»and venti- 
lated by windows. Sewerage is in good oondition. There are six cells, 
6£x&| feet, made of wood. No speoial provisions for female or boy 
prisoners, nor for insane or idiotio persons. The jail is in very bad con- 
dition and not properly ventilated. 

Ogemaw. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of briok, iron and steel, heated by 
furnaoe and ventilated by cold air duct on top of cells. The sewer is a 
six-inch tile. There are ten cells, each 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. 
There are two oells in third story of sheriff's residence for female and boy 
prisoners. No speoial provisions for insane or idiotio persons. 

Ontonagon, v- Jail iB 25x17 feet inside, built of briok and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by pipes and windows. Sewerage is in poor con- 
dition. There are six cells, 6x8 feet, made of steel. We have two cells, 
6x8 feet, for female and boy prisoners. No speoial provisions for insane 
or idiotio persons. The board of supervisors have ordered water and a 
sewer put in the jail, the contract has been let and work will be finished 
July 15, 1895. 

Osceola. — Jail is 22x30 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are three cells, 4x7 feet, made of wood and iron. We have a department 
for female prisoners, but none for insane or idiotio persons. 

Oscoda. — Jail is 18x20 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves, and venti- 
lated by windows. No sewerage. There are two cells, 6x8 feet, made of 
iron. We have one room for female and boy prisoners. No speoial pro- 
visions for insane or idiotio persons. 

Otsego. — Jail is 28x30 feet, built with briok walls and steel cage. It is 
heated by steam pipes and ventilated by air pipes. Sewerage is in bad 
condition. There are six cells, eaoh 5x8 feet, made of steel. We have a 
separate room for female and boy prisoners. No speoial provisions for 
insane or idiotio persons. 
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Ottawa. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built with briok walls and two inoh plank 
lined with boiler iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by windows 
and three ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in good oondition. There 
are nine cells, four are 8x7, two 5x8, two 12x8, and one 8x20 feet, made 
of boiler kon. The two oells, 12x8 feet, are used for female and boy 
prisoners. We use the boys department for insane and idiotic persons. 

Presque Isle, — The jail is in the county building and contains five 
oells, 6x10 feet, made of stone. The jail is heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good oondition. Female and boy 
prisoners are kept separate from all others, and the insane and idiotic 
persons are kept in separate oells. 

Roscommon. — Jail is 16x20 feet, built of wood lined with iron, heated 
by Btoves and ventilated by ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are four oells, each 6x8 feet, made of iron. We have two oells up- 
stairs for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Saginaw. — Jail is 30x50 feet, two stories, built of brick, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in very bad oondition. 
There are thirty-two cells, 5x7 and 7x7 feet, made of iron. We have 
separate departments for female and boy prisoners, and a separate padded 
cell for insane and idiotic persons. 

Sanilac. — Jail is built of briok and stone, heated by coal and wood 
stoves and ventilated by gas pipes. Sewerage is in bad oondition. There 
are six oells, three are 6£x7J and three 8x5£ feet, made of steel and iron. 
No speoial provisions for female or boy prisoners, or for insane or idiotio 
persons. 

Schoolcraft. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage, whioh are in 
good condition. There are six cells, eaoh 4x7 feet, made of iron. We 
have separate apartments on second floor for female and boy prisoners. 
No speoial provisions for insane or idiotio persons. 

Shiawassee. — Jail is 36x30 feet, built of briok, heated by ooal stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad oondition. There are six 
oells, 6£x7£ feet, made of iron and steel. We have three rooms on second 
floor above the oells for female and boy prisoners. No speoial provisions 
for insane or idiotio persons. 

St. Clair. — Jail is 35x80 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good oondition. There are 
sixteen cells, 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have speoial provisions for 
female and boy prisoners, also separate rooms for insane and idiotio 
persons. 

St. Joseph. — The jail dining room is 14x19x14 feet, also a room above 
of the same size. The jail is built of brick and plank, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are seventeen oells, eaoh 4x7x6 feet, made of boiler iron. We have a 
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room 15x15 feet and five oells for female and boy prisoners. No speoial 
provisions for insane or idiotio persons. 

Tuscola. — Jail is 34x34 feet inside, with three separate apartments for 
prisoners. It is built of iron, steel, brick and stone, heated by steam and 
ventilated by indirect radiators and pipes running from eaoh oell to 
chimney. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen oells, four- 
teen are for males and one for females; those used for males are 5x8 feet, 
made of iron and steel, and the female oell is 8x8 feet, made of wood and 
iron. No special provisions for insane or idiotio persons. The jail has 
four apartments. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by ooal stove and 
ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are nine cells, three are 
6x8 and six 5x10 feet, made of iron and wood. We have three cells 
upstairs for female and boy prisoners in addition to those described above. 
No special provisions for insane or idiotio persons. 

Washtenaw. — - Jail is 30x30 feet, built of briok and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There 
are eighteen cells, 4x7 feet, made of chilled steel. We have special pro- 
visions for female prisoners, but none for boy prisoners, nor for insane or 
idiotio persons. 

Wayne — Jail is 50x90 feet, built of stone, heated by steam and venti- 
lated by windows and ventilators in each oell. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are seventy-eight cells, eaoh 4x6 feet, made of brick. We 
have a separate ward for female and boy prisoners, but it is often too small 
to accommodate our prisoners, and we are compelled to keep all classes of 
female prisoners together. No special provisions for insane or idiotio 
persons. 

Wexford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, iron, stone and steel, 
heated by furnace and ventilated by large chimney and windows. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are six cells, each 5x7 feet, two are steel 
cages and four are made of brick and steel. For female and boy prisoners 
we have two cells upstairs in sheriff's residence. No speoial provisions 
for insane or idiotio persons.

SCHEDULE A. 



Statements of the condition of the jails in the several counties, with mis- 
cellaneous remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the 
sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 40x00 feet, built of brick, wood and iron, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is not in good condition. 
There are five cells, four of which are 4x8 and one is 8x12 feet, made of 
wood and iron. No special provisions for female or boy prisoners, nor for 
insane or idiotic persons. 

Alger. — Jail is 22x26 feet, built of stone, heated by hot water and ven- 
tilated by a ventilating pipe. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells, each 5x7 feet, made of steel. No special provisions for female 
or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Alpena. — Jail is 40x70 feet, built of stone, heated by hot water, and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two 
bath rooms and twelve cells. The cells are made of chilled steel — two are 
12x14 and six are 8x12 feet. There are separate cells for female and boy 
prisoners and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x60 feet, with 16-foot ceiling. It is built of wood, 
heated by steam, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are eight iron cells, 4x6 feet. We have special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Arenac. — Jail is 15x33 feet and 12 feet high, is built of brick, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There is one steel cell, 
8x9 feet. No special provisions for female or boy prisoners, nor for 
insane or idiotic persons. 

Baraga. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 24x26 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves, and ven- 
tilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are two cells, each 7x8 feet, made of steel. There is one cell in 
second story of sheriff's residence for female or boy prisoners, which is 
also used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Barry. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam 
and ventilated by flues in corners running to the roof. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are ten steel cells, four are 7x8, three 4x7 and 
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three 5x7 feet We have a female ward over the sheriffs residence, and a 
boy's ward in the second story of jail. We use either the female or boy's 
ward for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is in first class condition, 
and perfectly safe. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, iron and wood, with stone 
foundation. It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. 
Sewerage is in good condition — cannot be better. There are twenty-eight 
cells, each 5x8 feet, made of iron. Twenty-four cells are in the jail 
proper, and four in upper part of jail for female and boy prisoners. We 
have two padded cells for insane and idiotic persons. We have a good 
bath room. 

Benzie. — Jail is 20x30 feet, built of wood, heated by furnace, and ven- 
tilated by windows. Pipe running into cesspool is used for sewerage. 
There are three steel cells 5£x7 feet. We have a partitioned room, 20x20 
feet, for female and boy prisoners. 

Berrien. — Main cell block is 24x33 feet, two stories. It is built of brick 
and steel, heated by steam, ventilated by windows and lighted by elec- 
tricity, which is furnished by our own plant. Sewerage is first class and 
completely flushes the closet every morning. There are twenty-four steel 
cell8,each 6x8 feet, twenty in the main cell block — ten in each story — each 
capable of holding two persons, and four are upstairs between the main 
cell block and sheriff's residence, two of which are for female prisoners 
and two for boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. The jail is a new one, built last year. 

Branch. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
hot air furnace, and ventilated by air flues. Sewerage is in fair condition. 
There are eight cells, 6x8 feet, made of iron. We have two cells in second 
story for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or 
idiotic persons. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 30x32^ feet, built of brick, iron and steel, with a 
stone foundation. It is heated by steam and ventilated by iron pipes 
through the walls, roof and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
We have a sewer from the jail to the river, and a two-inch flush pipe from 
the water works. There are twelve cells, 6x10 and 9x12 feet, made of 
iron and steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Cass. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 40x72 feet, built of brick, wood, iron and stone, is heated by 
steam, and ventilated by pipes from each cell to the roof. Sewerage is 
in bad condition. There are fourteen cells, 7x8, 10x12 and 12x14 feet, 
made of stone and iron. We have two separate cells for female and boy 
prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Charlevoix. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) The jail is built of brick and plank and heated by furnace. No 
ventilation nor sewerage. There are six cells, each 8x10 feet, made of 
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plank. For female and boy prisoners we have one cell separate from 
others. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Cheboygan.- -Jail is 32x34 feet, exclusive of sheriff's residence. It is 
built of brick and iron, heated by furnace, and ventilated by windows 
and doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, each 5x7 
feet, with 0-foot ceiling, made of boiler iron. We have two cells over the 
sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners, and a cell upstairs for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Chippewa.— (Sheriff says, u no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is oOxoO feet, two stories, is built of stone, heated by steam, and 
ventilated by air pipes running into hot air chambers, two pipes in each 
cell. Seweiage is in good condition. There are six cells, each 6x7x2£ 
feet, made of -stone and iron. We have four rooms in the upper part of 
the jail for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. Our jail is all right, but not large enough. 

Clare.— Jail is 33x40 feet, with a wing 24x30 feet, built of brick, heated 
by hot water, and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage in bad 
condition. There are ten cells, 6x8 feet, six of iron and four of wood. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Clinton. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report,'- hence we copy.) 
Jail is 41x34xl5i feet, is built of brick, wood, iron and steel, heated by hot 
nater pipes, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fourteen cells — eight are 7x7^x5 and six are 7x7x5 feet — eight 
are made of wood and six of iron. We have two rooms in the attic over 
the sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special pro- 
visions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Crawford. — Jail is 22x32 feet, built of wood and steel, heated by wood 
stoves, and ventilated by windows with iron lattice work. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are two cells, 7x9 feet, made of steel. We have 
special provisions for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor for insane 
or idiotic persons. 

Delta.— Jail is 20x20 feet, built of brick, with an addition 18x22 feet, 
built of wood. It is heated by coal and wood, and ventilated by one pipe 
through the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, 
6x6x9 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Dickinson. — County has no jail. Prisoners are confined in Menominee 
county jail. 

Eaton. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are six cells, four of which are double, 6x8, and two single, 6x6 feet, made 
of iron. We have two apartments upstairs over the cells for female and 
boy prisoners, and two apartments over the office and kitchen for insane 
and idiotic persons.

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Emmet. — Main jail is 18x30 feet, with a wing 14x20 feet, built of wood, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in very bad 
condition. There are six cells — one 9x10, one 6x9, two 6x6 and two 6£x9£ 
feet — made of wood. We use the wing for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Genesee. — Jail is 28x36 feet, built of boiler iron, is heated by wood 
stoves, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are seventeen cells, each 6£x4£ feet, made of boiler iron. We have 
a small room with two cells for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 16x40 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood, 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There aw 
three iron c^lls, 6x10 feet. No special provisions for female or boy pris- 
oners, nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 60x34 feet, two stories. It is built of stone and 
heated by steam. Ventilation is fair. Sewerage is in fair condition. 
There are fourteen cells, 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of steel, iron, brick and stone, 
is heated by steam, and ventilated by ventilators and air tubes. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are seventeen cells — twelve are 6x7 and 
five 7x10 feet, twelve are made of iron and steel and five are plastered. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Gratiot.— Jail is 31 7-12x32 1-3 feet, built of stone and brick, heated by 
furnace, and ventilated by chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are eight cells 4x6 feet, made of iron and steel. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
and idiotic persons. During the year we gave board and lodging over 
night to fifty-five tramps, which was paid for by the superintendents of 
the poor. 

Hillsdale. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are fourteen cells, 8x10 feet, six of which are on the first 
floor and eight on the second floor. They are made of stone and iron. 
We have two cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners, but none 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Houghton. — (Sheriff says "no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
The first floor of the jail is 50x32x14 feet; second floor, 16x50x6 feet. 
The jail is built of brick, heated by steam, and ventilated by windows and 
ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seventeen cells 
made of iron and steel. The iron cells are 7x6 and 5x7 ?«*et. and the steel 
cells 8x7x7 feet. We have separate rooms for female and boy prisoners, 
but none for insane or idiotic persons. 
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Huron. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and ventilating Hues in ceiling. Sew- 
erage is in good condition. There are fifteen cells, 5x7 feet, made of flat 
iron bars with iron floor. We have one separate cell for females, and one 
for boys, also a padded cell under construction for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. The jail is lighted by common oil lamps, and the water is furnished 
by the village water works. 

Ingham. — Main jail is 24x28 feet, with an addition 20x24 feet, built of 
iron and brick, heated by stoves and furnace, and ventilated by a tin 
pipe from jail through roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
seventeen cells, 4x7 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special pro- 
visions for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Ionia.— Jail is 30x32x17 feet, with an addition 21x32 feet, built of 
sandstone, brick and iron, is heated by steam, and ventilated by pipes 
through roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen cells — 
twelve are 5x7 feet, made of iron, and three 7x0 feet, made of wood. We 
have two cells in addition for boy prisoners, and one cell in sheriff's resi- 
dence for females, which is also used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Iosco. — Jail is 22x22 feet, two stories, built of brick with stone founda- 
tion. It is heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by ventilators 
through roof and in chimneys. Sewerage is in very good condition. 
There are four cells, each holding four prisoners. They are 6ix8x7 feet — 
two are made of steel and two of iron. Two cells in the upper story can 
be used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Iron. — Jail is 40x25 feet, built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in very good condition. There are eight iron 
cells, 6x10 feet. We have two cells for female prisoners, but none for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron and heated 
by stoves. Ventilation is good. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
arc 4 six cells, 12x6 feet, made of steel. We have special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners in second story of jail. No special provisions 
for insane or idiotic persons. 

Jackson. — Jail is 40x60 feet, two stories, built of stone, brick and steel, 
heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are twenty-five steel cells, each 6x6x8 feet. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
or idiotic persons. 

Kalamazoo. — Jail is 65x35 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by Benson's patent ventilators. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are thirty cells, 7 1-6x5 2-3 feet, made of brick and 
stone, also a steel cage containing four cells. Female prisoners are kept 
on second floor. We have separate cells for boy prisoners and insane and 
idiotic persons. 
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Kalkaska. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by chimneys. No sewerage. There are six cells, 5x6 feet, 
made of steel and iron. We use the second floor of the jail for female and 
boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Kent. — Jail is 40x70 feet, three stories, built of brick, heated by steam, 
and ventilated by air flues running from basement to top. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fifty-three steel cages each 5x7 feet. We have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also one cell for insane 
and idiotic persons. The jail is in good condition and needs but a small 
amount of repairs. 

Keweenaw. — Jail is 20x20 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves, and 
ventilated by windows and ventilators in chimneys. Sewerage is in bad 
condition. There are two cells on the first floor, 7x6x7 feet, made of iron. 
We have two rooms on second floor, each 10x20 feet, which are used for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. Have a good supply of water in the jail. The sheriff's residence 
is built of wood and attached to jail. 

Lake. — Jail is 22x36 feet, built of iron and brick, heated by stoves, and 
ventilated by windows and chimney flues. Sewerage is in bad condition. 
There are four iron cells — three are 6x6 and one 6x18 feet. We have one 
room and cell for female and boy prisoners, also special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Lapeer — Jail is 32^x26 feet, built of brick and steel, Heated by stoves, 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
seven cells, 6^x7 feet, made of steel bars. Provisions for female and 
boy prisoners are inadequate. No special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. 

Leelanau. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated by a stove and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are three 
cells, two are 7x10 and one 6x10 feet, made of 2x6 plank, also a corridor. 
We have one cell for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor for insane 
or idiotic persons. 

Lenawee — Jail is 38x42 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage is in very good 
condition. There are twelve iron cells, 7x8 feet, also two rooms, which 
are used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Livingston. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of iron, brick and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by air flues from basement to roof. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are ten cells, six are 6x8, three 6x10, and one 
10x14 feet, also a bath room 6x10 feet. Cells on first floor are made of 
steel, and on second floor they are lathed and plastered. We have a 
large room for female and boy prisoners, which is also used for insane 
and idiotic persons. 
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Luce. — (Sheriff says, u no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 24x30 feet, two stories, built of brick, iron and steel, heated by 
steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are nine cells, 7x7 feet, made of iron and steel. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and 
idiotic persons. The jail is a new one, completed January 1, 1895, and 
cost $10,600. It is built on a modern plan and has the best cells and lock- 
ing arrangements that could be procured. 

Mackinac— Jail is 20x30 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are four cells, 5x7 feet, made of stone and iron. We have special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners also for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. 

Macomb. — Jail is 22x28 feet, with six feet corridor, built of brick and 
stone, lined with iron. It is heated by hot water and ventilated by 
flues and pipes from the basement to roof, and* by windows. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are seventeen cells, each 7£x6 feet, six are 
in the basement, six in the second story, and five cells and a bath room 
in the third; in the basement and second floor the cells are made of iron 
and in the third story they are plastered. We use the third story for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. 

Manistee. — J ail is 50x20 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by windows and air flues. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are fourteen iron cells, ten are 4x7, one 12x12, one 12x20, 
and two 9x12 feet. We have three cells for female and boy prisoners, 
one containing one bed, one two, and one six. 

Marquette. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is 28x28 feet, two stories, built of stone, heated by steam, 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good con 
dition. There are twelve cells. In lower story there are six cells, 5x7 
feet, made of stone, and in the upper story there are six, 6x9 feet, made 
or iron. Have special provisions for female and boy prisouers, and for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Mason. — Jail is 29x32 feet, built of brick, stone, wood and iron, heated 
by furnace and stoves and ventilated by windows and chimney. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are twelve cells, eight in the lower 
story are each 5x7 feet, made of iron, and four in the upper story, 8x11 
feet, made of wood. Female and boy prisoners are confined in the upper 
story. Have special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. We 
have a pen, 24x30x12 feet, made of plank, where prisoners are made to 
break stone, which is used by the county highway commissioners; it is 
not profitable except to keep tramps away. 

Mecosta. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report,'' hence we copy.) 
Jail is 32x34 feet, two stories, built of iron, steel and brick, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by ventilating pipes running from floor to roof. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are thirteen cells, each 6x8 feet,

made of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prison- 
ers, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Menominee. — Jail is 32x50 feet, two stories, bniit of stone, brick and 
iron, heated by steam and ventilated by tin tubes from each cell to main 
shaft. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen cells, each 7^x6 
feet, made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners, also for insane or idiotic persons. 

Midland. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 32x20 feet, two stories, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
hot water and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twelve cells, four are 8x8x8, and eight 4x8x8 feet, made of oak 
plank sheeted with iron. No special provisions for female or boy prison- 
ers, nor for insane oi idiotic persons. 

Missaukee. — Jail is 30x33 feet, built of stone and brick, with wrought 
iron cage. It is heated by furnace and ventilated by windows. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are four cells, 5ix7 feet, made of sheet 
steel. We have two cells up stairs in sheriff's residence for female and 
boy prisoners, which can also be used for insane or idiotic persons. 

Monroe. — The first floor of the jail is 41x23 feet, the second floor 13x23 
feet, built of brick and stone. It is heated by hot air furnace and ven- 
tilated by flues in the walls. Sewerage is in good condition. In the main 
jail there are six steel cells, each 6|x8 feet, enclosed in a steel cage 14x19$ 
feet. We have two separate cells upstairs for female prisoners, and two 
for boys off from the office in separate rooms. No special provisions for 
insane or idiotic persons except the above mentioned cells. The jail is 
not large, but new and in good condition. 

Montcalm. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is 25x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by air shafts and windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are nine cells, 5x8 feet, made of boiler iron. We have i 
brick annex lined with iron, containing six cells, which we use for 
female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. The jail 
has recently been repainted and renovated. 

Montmorency. — Jail is 14x16 feet, heated by hot air and ventilated by 
ventilating pipes running to chimney. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are three cells, 5x7 feet, made of steel and cement. No special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic per- 
sons. 

Muskegon. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) We have a good jail built of stone, iron, steel and brick, heated by 
steam and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are twenty-nine cells, those used for male prisoners 
are each 5x7 feet, those for female prisoners are 8x8 f(>et, and those 
used for boy and girl prisoners, also for the insane and idiotic, are each 
8x8 fw»t, some are made of iron and steel, and some of iron. Special 
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provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. We do not take the boys to the Industrial School nor the girls 
to the Industrial Home — they are taken by the county agent. 

Newaygo. — Jail is 19Jx23 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by hot 
air furnace and ventilated by windows and registers. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are four cells, 5x7 feet, made of steel and iron. 
We have two rooms upstairs for female and boy prisoners, and one 
latticed room built in center of room upstairs for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. 

Oakland. — Jail is 28x30 feet, two stones, built of brick, stone, iron, 
wood, glass and slate, heated by steam and ventilated by air chambers. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are sixteen cells, 6x8 feet, made 
of iron. We have two rooms, with a bath tub and closet in each for 
female and boy prisoners, one is 8x10 and one 12x10 feet. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Oceana. — Jail is 28x18 feet, built of wood, heated by stove and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are live 
cells, 6x8 feet, made of wood. No special provisions for female or boy 
prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Ogemaw. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
hot* air furnace and stove in the hall and ventilated by cold air duct on 
top of cells. Sewerage is in good condition. There are ten cells, 5x7 
feet, made of iron and sleel. We have two cells made of wood in third 
story of sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Ontonagon. — Jail is 25x17 feet inside, built of brick and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by pipes and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are six cells, 8x6 feet, made of hardened steel. We 
have two cells 6x8 feet, for female and boy prisoners. No special pro- 
visions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Osceola. — Jail is 22x30 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are three cells, 4x7 feet, made of wood and iron. We have a 
department for female prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Oscoda.— Jail is 2910-12x22 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and doors. No sewerage. There are two cells, 
6x8 feet, made of iron and steel. We have a room in sheriff's residence 
for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or 
idiotic persons. 

Otsego.— Jail is 26x30 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by steam 
and ventilated by air pipes. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
six cells. 6x8 feet, made of steel. We have a separate jail for female 
and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons.

Ottawa. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built with brick walls and two-inch plank 
lined with boiler iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by windows 
and three ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are nine ceils, four are 8x7, two 5x8, two 8x12 and one 8x20 feet, made 
of boiler iron. The two cells 8x12 feet are used for female and boy 
prisoners. We use the boy's department for insane and idiotic persons. 

Presque Isle. — The jail is in the county building and contains five cells 
6x10 feet, made of stone. The jail is heated by stoves and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. Female and boy prisoners 
and insane and idiotic persons are kept separate from all others. 

Roscommon. — Jail is 20x30 feet, two stories, built of wood, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are five cells, 
6x8| feet, made of f-inch sheet iron. We have two cells upstairs for 
female and boy prisoners. We have a yard with a high fence around it. 

Saginaw. — Jail is 30x50 feet, two stories, built of brick and iron, 
heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in very bad 
condition. There are thirty-two cells, 5x7 and 7x7 feet, made of iron. 
We have separate cells for female and boy prisoners, and a padded room 
for insane and idiotic persons. 

Sanilac — Jail is built of brick, iron, steel, stone and wood, heated by 
a stove and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. 
There are six cells, three are 6}x7£, and three 8x5 1-3 feet, made of steel 
and iron. No special provisions for female or boy prisoners, nor for 
insane or idiotic persons. 

Schoolcraft. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage, which are 
in good condition. There are six cells, 4x7 feet, made of iron. We have 
separate apartments on second floor for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Shiawassee. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, heated by coal stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in very bad condition. There 
are six cells, 6£x7$ feet, made of iron and steel. We have three rooms 
and cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners. No special pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. 

St. Clair. — Jail is 35x80 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
sixteen cells, each 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

St. Joseph. — The jail dining room is 14x19 feet, and there is a room 
above of the same size. The jail is built of brick and plank, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good coudition. There 
are seventeen cells, each 4x7x5 feet, made of boiler iron. We have a 
room 15x15 feet, containing five cells for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
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Tuscola. — Jail is 34x34 feet, with three separate apartments. It is 
built of iron, steel, brick and stone, heated by steam and ventilated by 
pipes and ventilators running from basement to ohimney. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are fifteen cells, fourteen for males and one 
for females; those used for males are 5x8 feet, made of iron and steel, 
and the female cell is 8x8 feet, made of wood and iron. No special pro- 
visions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 33x22 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by a 
stove and ventilated by grate windows and doors. A vault is used for 
sewerage, which is in good condition. There are six cells, two are 
10 1-3x6 2-3 and four 8£x6 feet, made of wood and iron. We have three 
cells upstairs for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for 
insane or idiotic persons. The jail is forty years old, and it is almost 
impossible to hold an experienced criminal in it. Much time is required 
to watch, and no turnkey furnished. 

Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and flues. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are eighteen cells, each 4^x7 feet, made of steel. We 
have a separate apartment on second floor for female and boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Wayne. — Jail is 40x100 feet, four stories, built of brick and stone and 
heated by steam. Ventilation is good. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twenty-six large cells of different sizes; those on the second 
floor are made of iron. We have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. This has been built 
for a temporary jail, while the old one is being rebuilt. 

Wexford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, stone f iron and steel, 
heated by furnace and ventilated by large chimney and windows. Sew- 
erage is in good condition. There are six cells, each 5x7 feet, two are 
steel cages and four are made of brick and steel. We have two cells 
upstairs in sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons.

Hon. Hazen 8. Pingree, Ghvernor of the State of Michigan: 

Sib — As required by law, I herewith submit the Twenty-fifth Annual 
Abstract of the Beports of the Sheriffs of this State, being for the year 
ending June £0, 1897. 

The total number of prisoners received in the jails of the State during 
the year is reported at 17,842, of whom 16,527 were males and 1,315 
females. The average number in the jails during the year was 530.50, and 
the average duration of imprisonment, 12.89 days. 

The number of prisoners committed for high crimes was 2,142, and for 
minor offenses 15,258; number detained as witnesses 52, as debtors 38, and 
number of insane persons 344. The causes of commitment of 8 are not 
reported. 

The whole number of prisoners confined in the jails, including those in 
the jails at the beginning of the year, was 18,310. Of this number 310 
were convicted and sent to State Prison; 314 to the State House of Cor- 
rection; 1,317 to the Detroit House of Correction; 219 to the Industrial 
School for Boys, and 49 to the Industrial Home for Girls. 

The total cost of maintaining the jails during the year was $135,681.57, 
of which sum $111,985.94 was paid to sheriffs for board and keeping 
of prisoners. This latter sum includes the amounts received for " locks 
and unlocks." The average cost per week for board and keeping of each 
prisoner was $4.09, and the average total cost of each prisoner $9.34. 

The tables include reports from all the counties in the State except 
Alpena. The most persistent efforts have failed to secure any communica- 
tion whatever from the sheriff of this county. Four counties however 
report for only six months, or from January 1, 1897, viz., Branch, Cheboy- 
gan, Dickinson and Wayne, and the report from Ontonagon is only from 
April 10 to June 30, 1897. The jail of this county, together with the jail 
records, was burned August 25, 1896. It was rebuilt and the new jail 
occupied April 10, 1897. The number of prisoners received in the jails of 
Branch, Cheboygan, Dickinson and Wayne counties in the six months, 
January — June, was 3,227. If it may be assumed that an equal number 
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was received during the first half of the year, the total number of prisoners 
received in the jails during the year was something in excess of 21,000 
instead of 17,842 as shown by the tables. It will be noticed that in this 
estimate no account is made of the number committed to the Alpena jail, 
or of the number of prisoners in Ontonagon previous to April 10, 1897. 

The table immediately following is a summary of jail statistics for 
twenty-five years. The first column of this table shows that the number 
of prisoners reported received in the jails in 1873, the first year reports 
were made, was 8,063, as compared with 17,842 reported in 1897, an 
increase of 9,779. Dividing the time covered by the table into periods of 
five years, the average number of prisoners reported for each of the first 
five years was 7,573; for the second, 8,724; third, 11,969; fourth, 12,288, 
and fifth, 16,326. The average for the last period is 8,753 more than for 
the first period, an increase of 116 per cent 

The increase of population from 1874 to 1894 was 907,610, or 68 per 
cent. In the period 1873-77 there was an average of 5.7 prisoners to 
each one thousand of the population in 1874, and in the period 1893-97 
an average of 7.3 prisoners to each one thousand of the population in 1894.

SCHEDULE A. 



Statements of the condition of the jails in the several counties, with mis- 
cellaneous remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the 
sheriffs. 

Alcana. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, wood and iron, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. There are five cells, each 10x12 feet, 
made of wood and iron. 

Alger. — Jail is 22x26 feet, built of stone, heated by hot water and 
ventilated by ventilating pipes and windows. Sewerage is bad and under 
repairs. There are four cells, each 5x7 feet, made of steel. No special 
provision for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Allegan. — Jail /is 40x00 feet, two stories, built of brick and iron, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are seven cells — four on first floor and three on the second 
floor— -five of which are 10x12 and two 0x10 feet, made of brick and iron. 
Have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
and idiotic persons. Building is very poor. The interior has been thor- 
oughly renovated, newly whitewashed and painted. The lawn is well 
cared for and the grounds generally are kept clean. 

Antrim. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last year," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 30x60 feet, with 16-foot ceiling. It is built of wood, heated by steam, 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
eight iron cells, 4x6 feet. We have special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Arenac. — Jail is 14x24 feet, built of brick, with cement floors, and 
heated by stoves. There is one steel cell, 6x8 feet. No special provision 
for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Baraga. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 24x26 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves, and venti- 
lated by windows and ventilators, Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are two cells, each 7x8 feet, made of steel. There is one cell in 
second story of sheriff's residence for female or boy prisoners, which is 
also used for insane and idiotic persons. 

Barry. — Jail is built of stone, brick, iron and steel, heated by steam, 
and ventilated by windows and pipes. Sewerage is in good condition. 
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There are eleven cells, made of iron and steel, four on first floor, 7x7 feet, 
and seven on second floor, four of which are 5£x7 feet and three 4£x6 
feet, the latter being used for females. Boys are kept on second floor. 
We have used female apartments for insane and idiotic persons. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, iron and wood, with stone 
foundation. It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. 
Sewerage is excellent. There are twenty-eight iron cells, 5x8 feet. 
Twenty-four of these are in main part of jail, and four in upper part 
for female and boy prisoners. We have two padded cells for insane and 
idiotic persons, also good bath room for the exclusive use of prisoners. 
Two county physicians are paid a yearly stipend for the care of the poor 
and the prisoners in the jail. 

Benzie. — Jail is 20x50 feet, built of wood, heated by furnace, and 
ventilated by a large chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are three steel cells, 5£x7 feet. We have a partitioned 
room 20x20 feet for female and boy prisoners and for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Berrien. — Main cell block is 24x33 feet, two stories. It is built of 
brick and steel, heated by steam, ventilated by windows and lighted by 
electricity, which is furnished by our own plant. Sewerage is first 
class and completely flushes the closet every day. There are twenty- 
four steel cells, each 6x8 feet, twenty in the main cell block — ten in each 
story — each capable of holding two persons, and four are upstairs be* 
tween the main cell block and sheriff's residence, two of which are 
for female prisoners and two for boy prisoners. No special provisions for 
insane or idiotic persons. The jail is a new one, built two years ago. 

Branch. — Jail proper is 30x34 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, 
heated by hot air and ventilated by flues and windows. Sewerage is 
fair. There are eight iron cells, 6x9 feet. We have four comfortable 
rooms upstairs for female and boy prisoners. No special provision for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 30x22£ feet, built of brick, iron and stone. It is 
heated by steam and ventilated by pipes running through roof and win- 
dows. Sewer runs to the river and is in good condition. There are 
twelve cells, 6x10 and 9x12 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special 
provision for female and boy prisoners; also for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. 

Cass. — Jail is 40x72 feet, built of brick, wood and stone. It is heated 
by steam and ventilated by pipes from each cell to the roof. Sewerage 
is good as can be with cess pools. There are fourteen cells, 7x8, 10x12 
and 12x14 feet, made of steel and stone. We have two separate cells 
for female and boy prisoners, but no special provision for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Charlevoix. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is built of brick and plank and heated by furnace. No 
ventilation nor sewerage. There are six cells, each 8x10 feet, made of 
5 
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plank. For female and boy prisoners we have one cell separate from 
others. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Cheboygan. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is 32x34 feet, exclusive of sheriff's residence. It is built of 
brick and iron, heated by furnace, and ventilated by windows and doors. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, each 5x7 feet, with 
9-foot ceiling, made of boiler iron. We have two cells over the sheriff's 
residence for female and boy prisoners, and a cell upstairs for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Chippewa. — (Sheriff says, 'too change since last report," hence we 
tjopy.) Jail is 30x30 feet, twt> stories, is built of stone, heated by steam, 
and ventilated by air pipes running into hot air chambers, two pipes in 
each cell. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, each 
6x7x2£ feet, made of stone and iron. We have four rooms in the upper 
part of the jail for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons. Our jail is all right, but not large enough. 

Clare.— Jail is 33x40 feet, wing 24x30 feet, two stories, built of brick, 
heated by hot water and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are six cells, 6x8 feet, made of iron and steel, and four, 
8x12 feet, made of wood. There are rooms upstairs for female and boy 
prisoners, but no special provision for insane and idiotic persons. 

Clinton. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 41x34xl5£ feet, is built of brick, wood, iron and steel, heated by 
hot water pipes, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are fourteen cells — eight are 7x7^x5 and six are 7x7x5 
feet — eight are made of wood and six of iron. We have two rooms in 
the attic over the sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Crawford. — Jail is 22x32 feet, built of wood and steel, heated by wood 
stoves, and ventilated by windows with iron lattice work. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are two cells, 7x9 feet, made of steel. We have 
special provisions for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor for insane 
or idiotic persons. 

Delta.— Jail is 20x20 feet, built of brick, with an addition 18x22 feet, 
built of wood. It is heated by coal and wood, and ventilated by one pipe 
through the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 
6x6x9 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Dickinson. — Jail is 25^x22^ feet, built of brick, heated by steam and 
ventilated by windows and ventilating pipes through roof. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are eighteen cells, made of iron and steel; six 
are 8x5, and twelve 7x5 feet, two of which are used for sick persons and 
four for female or boy prisoners, the latter being located in the residence 
part of the jail. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
ml »e jail is a new one, built last year. 
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Eaton. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are six cells made of steel sheeting, four of -which are double, 6x8, and 
two single, 6x6 feet. We have two rooms on upper floor for female and 
boy prisoners, and two over office and kitchen for insane or idiotic 
persons. 

Emmet. — Main jail is 18x30 and wing 14x20 feet, built of wood, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is fair. There 
are six cells — one 9x10, one 6x9, two 6x6 and two 6£x9£ feet. Cells are 
made of wood and cages of steel. We use the wing for female and boy 
prisoners. There are no special provisions for insane or idiotie persons, 

Genesee. — Jail is 28x36 feet, built of brick and lined with iron. It is 
heated by wood stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is very 
good. There are fifteen cells 6£x4£ feet, made of iron. We have two 
separate rooms for female and boy prisoners, but they are altogether 
too small for our needs. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 40x18 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are three steel cells 4x10 feet. There are no special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 60x34 feet, two stories, built of stone and heated 
by steam. Ventilation and sewerage are fair. There are fourteen cells 
8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of steel, iron, brick and 
stone, heated by steam and ventilated by air tubes. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are twelve cells 6x7, and five 7x10 feet; twelve 
are made of iron and steel and five are plastered. We have special pro- 
visions for females, but none for boys nor for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. 

Gratiot — (Sheriff says "no change since last report," hence we copy,) 
Jail is 31 7-12x32 1-3 feet, built of stone and brick, heated by furnace, 
and ventilated by chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There qre eight cells 4x6 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic 
persons. During the year we gave board and lodging over night to fifty- 
five tramps, which was paid for by the superintendents of the poor. 

Hillsdale. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated, 
by steam and ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are fourteen cells made of iron and stone, each 8x10 
feet. There are two cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners* 
No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Houghton. — (Sheriff says "no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
The first floor of the jail is 50x32x14 feet; second floor, 16x50x6 feet. 
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The jail is built of brick, heated by steam, and ventilated by windows and 
ventilators. Sewerage -is in good condition. There are seventeen cells 
made of iron and steel. The iron cells are 7x6 and 5x7 feet, and the steel 
cells 8x7x7 feet. We have separate rooms for female and boy prisoners, 
but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Huron. — Jail is 30x32 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and ventilating flues in ceiling. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are fourteen cells made of iron, with 
doors of flat iron bars, each 5x7 feet. We have a cell for boys and one 
for female prisoners separated from the jail proper, and one padded 
cell for insane persons. 

Ingham. — The new part of the jail is 28x37 feet, and the old part 
26x19 feet — two stories high. The foundation is of stone, the walls of 
brick and floors of wood and iron. It is heated by a furnace and stoves, 
and ventilated by tin ventilator running from floor to roof. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are fourteen cells in men's department. Five 
cells in new part and eight in the old are 5x7 feet, and one in the 
old 7x7J feet. There are three cells in women's department 5£x9 feet. 
The cells in the male department are made of iron, and in the female 
department of wood. There are no special provisions for boy prisoners, 
nor for insane and idiotic persons. 

Ionia.— Jail is 30x32x17 feet, with annex 20x30x9 feet, built of brick, 
-sandstone and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators in 
ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells, 5x7, two 
6x7, and one, 6x6 feet, made of boiler iron. We have one cell in residence 
part of jail 6x8, and two in annex 6x7 feet, for female and boy prisoners. 
These are used for insane and idiotic persons. There is one large room, 
20x24 feet, in annex used for tramps which I board for 10c a day. 

Iosco. — Jail is 22x22 feet, and two stories high, built of brick with 
«tone foundation, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by ventilators 
through roof, and in chimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells, each capable of holding four prisoners. They are 6Jx8 feet 
and 7 feet high; two are made of steel and two of iron. There are two 
cells in upper story which can be used for female or boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Iron. — Jail is 40x25 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by steam and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eight 
ceils, 6x10 feet, made of steel and iron. There are two cells for female 
and boy prisoners, but no provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and is fairly well ventilated. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are six steel cells 6x12 feet. There are special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners in second story, but noire for insane or idiotic persons. Last 
year we put in, upstairs, a good water closet connected with sewer, which 
makes a great improvement.

Jackson. — Jail is 40x60 feet, built of stone, brick and steel, heated by 
steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are twenty-five steel cells 6x6x8 feet. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic per- 
sons. 

Kalamazoo. — Jail is 65x35 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam from court house, and ventilated by Benson's patent ventilators 
and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twenty-seven 
cells, one bath room, one large room for boy prisoners and one for females, 
also a steel cage with four cells, making in all thirty-four cells and rooms. 
Twenty-seven, of the cells are 7 1-6x5 2-3 feet. No special provisions for 
insane or idiotic persons, but we can keep them separate from others. 

Kalkaska. — Jail 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by chimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six 
iron and steel cells 5x6 feet. The second floor is used for female and boy 
prisoners, but there are no special provisions for insane or idiotic per- 
sons.

Kent.— Main part of jail is 36x30, annex 70x24 feet. It is built of 
stone, brick, iron and steel, heated by steam and ventilated by flues. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifty-five double cells 6x8 feet, 
made of steel. We have separate cells for female and boy prisoners so 
constructed that other prisoners cannot see or converse with them, also 
■a padded cell for insane or idiotic persons. 

Keweenaw. — Jail is 20x20 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and ventilators in chimneys. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are two iron cells 7x6x7 feet. We have separate rooms 
on second floor for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. 

Lake. — Jail ip 21x36 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows and air flues. Sewerage is fair. There 
are four cells 4x7 feet, made of brick and iron. We have separate apart- 
ments for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Lapeer. — Jail is 32^x26 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
seven cells 6Jx7 feet, made of steel bars. Provisions for female and boy 
prisoners are inadequate. No special provisions for insane or idiotic per- 
sons. 

Leelanau. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated by a stove and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are three cells, 
two are 7x10 and one 6x10 feet, made of 2x6 plank, also a corridor. We 
have one cell for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor for insane or 
idiotic persons. 
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Lenawee. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report/' hence we 
copy.) Jail is 38x42 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam 
and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage is in very good con- 
dition. There are twelve iron cells '7x8 feet, also two rooms which are 
used for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or 
idiotic persons. 

Livingston. — Jail is 32x24 feet, built of brick, heated by steam and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are ten 
cells 6x9 feet, made of steel. 

Luce. — Jail is 24x30 feet, two stories, built of stone, heated by steam 
and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are nine cells, four on first floor that are 4£x7 feet each 
and five on second floor; of these one is 4x12, two 7x7 and two 4x6 feet. 
Cells are made of iron and steel. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Mackinac. — (Sheriff says, " no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is 20x30 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ventilated 
by windows and doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four 
cells 5x7 feet, made of stone and iron. We have special provisons for 
female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 

Macomb. — Jail is 22x28 feet with six feet corridor, built of brick and 
stone and lined with iron. It is heated by hot water and ventilated by 
flues and pipes from basement to roof, and by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fifteen cells, six in the basement, six on 
second floor and three on third floor. The basement and second story 
cells are 7ix6 feet and are made of iron. For females there are three 
cells and one room for boys, with bath room, all lathed and plastered. No- 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Manistee. — Jail is 50x20 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by windows and air flues. Sewerage is in* good condition. 
There are fourteen cells made of iron, stone, brick and wood, ten are 
4x7, one 12x12, one 12x20, and two 9x12 feet. We have four cells for 
female and boy prisoners, one with four, two with one, and one with six 
beds. No special provision for insane or idiotic persons. 

Marquette. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is 28x28 feet, two stories, built of stone, heated by steam, and 
ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are twelve cells. In lower story there are six cells 5x7 feet, made 
of stone, and in the upper story there are six, 6x9 feet, made of iron. 
Have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, and for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Mason. — (Sheriff says, " no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 29x32 feet, built of brick, stone, wood and iron, heated by furnace 
and stoves and ventilated by windows and chimney. Sewerage is in good 
condition, lliere are twelve cells, eight in the lower story are each 5x7 
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feet, made of iron, and four in the upper story, 8x11 feet, made of wood. 
Female and boy prisoners ore confined in the upper story. Have special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. We have a pen 24x30x12 feet, 
made of plank, where prisoners are made to break stone, which is used 
by the county highway commissioners; it is not profitable except to keep 
tmmps away. 

Mecosta. — (Sheriff says, " no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 32x34 feet, two stories, built of iron, steel and brick, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by ventilating pipes running from floor to roof. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are thirteen cells each 6x8 feet, 
made of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Menominee. — Jail is 32x50 feet, two stories, built of stone, brick and 
iron and heated by steam. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
fifteen cells each 7JxO feet, maJc* of hon and steel. We have special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane or idiotic persons. 

Midland. — Jail is 32x20 feet, built of stone, bricV and iron, heated by 
hot water and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are four cells 8x8x8 and eight, 4x8x8 feet, made of oak planks 
sheeted with iron. No special provisions for female and boy prisoners, 
nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Missaukee. — Jail is 30x33 feet, built of brick and stone, with iron cages. 
It is heated by a furnace and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition, There are four cells 5£x7 feet, made of sheet steel. We 
have two cells upstairs in sheriff's residence with closet in each, for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Monroe. — The first floor of the jail is 41x23 feet, the second floor 13x23 
feet, built of brick and stone. It is heated by hot air furnace and ven- 
tilated by flues in the walls. Sewerage is in good condition. In the main 
jail there are three steel cells each 6£x8 feet, enclosed in a steel cage 
14xl9£ feet. We have two separate cells upstairs for female prisoners, 
and one for boys off from the office. No special provisions for insane or 
idiotic persons. The jail is not large, but new and in good condition. 

Montcalm. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) Jail is 25x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by air shafts and windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are nine cells 5x8 feet, made of boiler iron. We have a 
brick annex lined with iron, containing six cells, which we use for female 
and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. The jail has 
recently been repainted and renovated. 

Montmorency. — Jail is twelve feet square, built of iron and cement, 
heated by hot air pipes and by large pipes running to chimney. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are three cells 4x7 feet, made of iron and 
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cement. No special provisions for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane 
or idiotic persons. 

Muskegon. — (Sheriff says, "no change since last report," hence we 
copy.) We have a good jail built of stone, iron, steel and brick, heated by 
steam and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are twenty-nine cells. Those used for male prisoner* 
are each 5x7 feet, those for female prisoners are 8x8 feet, and those used 
for boy and girl prisoners, also for the insane and idiotic, are each 8x8* 
feet. Some are made of iron and steel, and some of iron. Special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. 
We do not take the boys to the Industrial School nor the girls to the 
Industrial Home — they are taken by the county agent. 

Newaygo. — Jail is 23xl9|, with 5x20 feet corridor, built of wood and 
iron, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by windows and registers. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, made of steel, 5x7xT 
feet. We have two rooms upstairs for female and boy prisoners, and one 
lattice room in center room upstairs for the insane and idiotic. 

Oakland. — Jail is 28x30 feet, two stories, built of brick, stone, iron,, 
wood, glass and slate, heated by steam and ventilated by air chambers. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are sixteen cells 8x10 feet, made 
of iron. We have two rooms, one 8x10 and one 12x16 feet, with a bath 
tub and closet in each for female and boy prisoners. No special pro- 
visions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Oceana. — Jail is 20x30 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and venti- 
lated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are five cells- 
5x8 feet, made of wood. No special provisions for female or boy prison- 
ers, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Ogemaw. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and steel, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by cold air duct on top of cell. There is a six 
inch sewer. There are ten cells 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. We have- 
two cells in third story of residence part for female and boy prisoners,, 
but none for insane and idiotic persons. 

Ontonagon. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and flues. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are four cells 6x7 and two, 6x8 feet, made of steel. For 
female and boy prisoners we have two cells 6x8 feet, separated from main 
part by brick walls. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons* 
Jail and records were burned August 25, 1896. Rebuilt April 10, 1897. 
This report is made from that date. 

Osceola. — Jail is 22x30 feet, built of wood, heated by box stoves and 
ventilated by a seven-inch pipe running up outside. Sewerage is in fair 
condition. There are three cells 4x7 feet, made of wood and covered with 
sheet iron. We have one cell and corridor for female and boy prison- 
ers. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. There is ait 
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addition being built 20x22 feet, which will be furnished with two steel 
cages 7x7 feet, and one prisoners' corridor 4x14 feet. There has also 
been a windmill put up to force water into an elevated tank holding 
twelve barrels, for the purpose of flushing sewers, etc. 

Oscoda. — Jail is 24x36 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and venti- 
lated by windows. No sewer. There are two steel cells 8x6 feet, and one 
cell upstairs for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for 
insane or idiotic persons. 

Otsego. — Jail is 28x30 feet, built of brick* with walls lined with steel. 
It is heated by steam pipes and ventilated by air pipes. Sewerage is not 
very good. There are six steel cells 5x8 feet. We have a separate room 
for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

• 

Ottawa. — Jail is 30x60 feet, built with brick walls and two-inch plank 
lined with boiler iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by windows 
and three ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are four cells 8x7, two, 5x8, two, 8x12 and one, 8x20 feet, made of boiler 
iron. The two cells 8x12 feet are used for female and boy prisoners. We 
use the boy's department for insane and idiotic persons. - 

Presque Isle. — Jail is 10x32 feet, built of stone, heated by a stove and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition.' There are five 
cells 6x10 feet, made of stone. Female and boy prisoners are kept sepa- 
rate from all others. We have special provisions for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Roscommon. — Jail is 20x30 feet, two stories, built of wood, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. No sewerage. There are five cells 
6x8£ feet, made of f-inch sheet iron. We have two cells upstairs for 
female and boy prisoners. There are no special provisions for insane or 
idiotic persons. We have a yard with a high fence around it. 

Saginaw. — Main jail is 30x48 feet, built of brick, heated by steam 
and ventilated by doors, windows and cupola. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are thirty-two cells, twenty of which are 5x7, four, 7x7, 
and eight, 5x7 feet, made of iron. We have four cells for women and four 
for boy prisoners, also padded room for insane persons. 

Sanilac. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, iron, steel, stone and wood, 
heated by a stove and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad con- 
dition. There are three cells 6£x7£, and three 8x5 1-3 feet, made of steel 
and iron. No special provisions for female or boy prisoners, nor for 
insane or idiotic persons. 

Schoolcraft. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage, which are 
in good condition. There are six cells 4x7 feet, made of iron. We have 
separate apartments on second floor for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provisions for insane or idiotic persons.

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Shiawassee. — Jail is 36x30 feet, built of brick, heated by coal stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in bad condition. There are 
six cells 6£x7£ feet, made of iron and steel. We have three rooms on 
second floor for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for 
insane and idiotic persons. 

St. Clair. — Jail is 35x80 feet, built of brick, stone and slate, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are sixteen cells each 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special rooms for 
female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

St. Joseph. — Jail is 18x40 feet, built of wood and brick and heated by 
steam. Sewerage is in good condition. There are seventeen cells 8x4 
feet, made of iron. The provisions for insane and idiotic persons are the 
same as for prisoners. 

Tuscola. — Jail is 34x34 feet, with two apartments above and one below. 
It is built of stone, brick, iron and steel, heated by steam and ventilated 
by ventilating pipes running to chimney. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fifteen cells. Those used for males are 5x8, and for females 
8x8 feet, made of iron and wood. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is in good 
condition with bath-room in each apartment. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stove, burning 
wood and coal, and ventilated by grate windows. Sewerage very poor — 
" none." There are nine cells, made of wood and iron, three are 6x8, and 
six are 5x10 feet. For female and boy prisoners there are three cells 
upstairs with no sewerage, and no water except as carried when needed. 
No special provision for insane or idiotic persons. 

Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, built of brick with steel plates. It is 
heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage 
is bad. There are eighteen cells 4^x7 feet, made of steel. We have a 
separate apartment on second floor for female and boy prisoners, but 
none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Wayne. — Jail is 46x103 front, 46x100 wing and 46x60 feet residence, 
built of stone, brick and steel. It is heated by steam, and ventilated by 
cold air. Sewerage is in good condition. There are one hundred and 
eighty-eight cells each 5£x7£ feet, made of steel, of which twenty-eight are 
for females and twelve for boys. We have special provisions for insane 
and idiotic persons. 

Wexford. — (Sheriff says, " no change since last report," hence we copy.) 
Jail is 30x30 feet, built of brick, stone, iron and steel, heated by furnace 
and ventilated by large chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are six cells each 5x7 feet, two of which are steel cages, 
and four are made of brick and steel. We have two cells upstairs in 
sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions 
for insane or idiotic persons.

Sib — As required by law, I herewith submit the Twenty-sixth Annual 
Abstract of the Reports of the Sheriffs of this State, being for the year ending 
June 30, 1898. 

The total number of prisoners received in the jails of the State during the 
year is reported at 16,484, of whom 15,335 were males and 1,149 females. 
The average number in the jails during the year was 596.42, and the average 
duration of imprisonment, 12.87 days. 

The number of prisoners committed for high crimes was 2,167, and for 
minor offenses 13,827; number detained as witnesses, 47, as debtors 28, and 
number of insane persons 403. The causes of commitment of 12 are not re- 
ported. 

The whole number of prisoners confined in the jails, including those in the 
jails at the begiijning of the year, was 17,025. Of this number 314 were 
convicted and sent to State Prison; 284 to the State House of Correction; 
1,160 to the Detroit House of Correction; 192 to the Industrial School for 
Boys, and 57 to the Industrial Home for Girls. 

The total cost of maintaining the jails during the year was $128,340.51, of 
which sum $106,372.40 was paid to sheriffs for board and keeping of prisoners. 
This latter sum includes the amounts received for "locks and unlocks." 
The average cost per week for board and keeping of each prisoner was $3.84, 
and the average total cost of each prisoner $9.88. 

The table immediately following is a summary of jail statistics for twenty- 
six years. The first column of this table shows that the number of prisoners 
reported received in the jails in 1873, the first year reports were made, was 
8,063, as compared with 16,484 reported in 1898, an increase of 8,421. 
Dividing the time covered by the table, exclusive of 1898, into periods of five 
years, the average number of prisoners reported for each of the first five 
years was 7,573; for the second, 8,724; third, 11,969; fourth, 12,288, and 
fifth, 16,326. The average for the la9t period is 8,753 more than for the first 
period, and 158 less than for 1898. 

The increase of population from 1874 to 1894 was 907,610, or 68 per cent. 
In the period 1873-77 there was an average of 5.7 prisoners to each one thou- 
sand of the population in 1874, and in the period 1893-97 an average of 7.3 
prisoners to each one thousand of the population in 1894.

Statements of the general condition of the jails in the several counties, with 
miscellaneous remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made by the 
sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and venti- 
lated by windows. There are five cells — two 8x10 and three 10x12 feet, 
made of wood and iron. There are no special provisions for female or 
boy prisoners nor for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used for city and 
village prisoners, nothing being received for their board. 

Alger. — Jail is 22x26 feet, built of brown stone and one story high, 
heated by hot water and ventilated by pipe from water closet and win- 
dows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, each 5x7 
feet, three of which are made of steel and iron. No special provision for 
female or boy prisoners, nor for idiotic or insane persons. Jail is used 
for village lockup. No prisoners from village have been received during 
the past year. 

Alkgan. — Jail is 40x60 feet, two stories high, built of brick and iron, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are seven cells, four on first floor and three on second floor, 
five of which are 10x12 and two 6x10 feet, made of brick and iron. Have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. Jail is used for village lockup. Have received from the 
village |125.00 for board of its prisoners. Building is very poor. The 
lawn and grounds are well cared for and building kept clean. 

Alpena. — -Jail is 30x80 feet, built of stone and steel, heated by hot 
water and ventilated by windows. Condition of sewerage is good. 
There are eleven cells, six of which are 7x5 feet, four 7x7 feet, and one 
10x10 feet, built of steel. Have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used for 
city prisoners. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by windows. Condition of sewerage is good. There are 
eight cells 5x7 feet, built of iron. Have a speciaf department newly 
built, 30x40 feet, two stories high, for female and boy prisoners. There 
are no special provisions for idiotic or insane persons. Jail is used by 
village, from which we have received five prisoners. Bill for board of 
same awaiting meeting of supervisors for action. 

Arenac— Jail is 14x24 feet, built of brick with cement floors, heated 
by stoves and ventilated by windows. Have no sewerage. There is one 
cell 6x8 feet, built of steel. No special provision for female or boy pris- 
oners nor for idiotic or insane persons. 
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Baraga. — Jail is 24x26 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are two cells, each 7x8 feet, made of steel. There is one 
cell in second story of sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners, 
which is also used for insane or idiotic persons. 

Barry. — Jail is 27x34 feet, built of stone, brick, iron and steel, heated 
by steam and ventilated by windows and pipes. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are eleven cells, made or iron and steel, four on first 
floor 7x7 feet, and seven on second floor, four of which are 5£x7 feet, and 
three 4^x6 feet; the latter are used for female and boy prisoners and also 
for the insane and idiotic persons. The jail is al^o used by the city for 
its prisoners, f 12.50 having been paid for their board. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick and iron, with stone foundation. 
It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. Condition 
of sewerage is excellent. There are twenty-eight iron cells, 5x8 feet. 
Twenty-four of these cells are in main part of jail, and four in upper part 
for female and boy prisoners. There are two cells padded, in which 
insane and idiotic persons are confined. Have also a good bath room 
for the exclusive use of prisoners. Two county physicians are paid a 
yearly stipend for the care of the poor and the prisoners in the jail. 

Benzie. — Jail is 20x50 feet, built of wood, heated by furnace and venti- 
lated by a large chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are three steel cells 5Jx7 feet. We have a partitioned room 20x20 
feet for female and boy prisoners, and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Berrien. — Jail is 28x36 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam, 
ventilated by windows and lighted by electricity, which is furnished by 
our own plant. Sewerage is first class and completely flushes the closet 
every day. There are twenty-four steel cells, each 6x8 feet, twenty in 
main cell block — ten in each story — each capable of holding two per- 
sons; four are upstairs between the main cell block and sheriff's resi- 
dence, two of which are for female prisoners and two for boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. The jail is a new one, 
built three years ago. 

Branch. — Jail is 32x40 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
hot air and ventilated by flues and windows. Sewerage is fair. There 
are eight iron cells 0x9 feet. We have four comfortable rooms upstairs 
for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 30x32| feet, built of brick and iron, on stone founda- 
tion. It is heated by steam and ventilated by pipes running through 
roof and windows. Sewer runs to river and is in good condition. There 
are twelve cells 6x10 and 9x12 feet, made ef iron and steel. We have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners; also for insane and 
idiotic persons. 

Cass. — Jail is 40x72 feet, built of brick, wood and stone. It is heated 
by steam and ventilated by pipes from each cell to the roof. Have na 
5 
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sewerage, refuse matter being conveyed by drain to cesspool. There are 
fourteen cells, 7x8, 10x12 and 12x14* feet, made of steel and stone. We 
have two separate cells for female and boy prisoners, but no special pro- 
visions for insane or idiotic pers6ns. Jail is not used by village as a 
lockup. 

Charlevoix. — Jail is built of brick and plank, and heated by furnace. 
No ventilation or sewerage. There are six cells, each 8x10 feet, made 
of plank. For female or boy prisoners we have one cell separate from 
othrs. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used 
as lockup by village. No record is kept of number of prisoners incar- 
cerated by village. Nothing received from village for board of its pris- 
oners, they being furnished food by the village. 

Cheboygan.—- Jail is 32x34 feet, exclusive of sheriff's residence. It is 
built of brick and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by windows and 
doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells, each 4x6 
feet, with nine foot ceiling made of boiler iron. Two cells over sheriff's 
residence for female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane 
or idiotic persons. 

Chippewa. — Jail is 27x31 feet, two stories, is built of stone and has 
cement floors, it is heated by steam and ventilated by air pipes con- 
nected with chimney, two pipes from each cell. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are six cells, each 6x6 feet, made of stone and iron. 
For female and boy prisoners we have one large room with iron shutters 
and for insane and idiotic persons one room 11x12 feet. City uses jail 
to confine its prisoners. The amount received from village for board 
of its prisoners, of which there were 190, was $673.50. 

Clare.— Jail is 33x40 feet, with wing 24x30 feet, two stories high, 
built of brick and steel, heated by hot water, and ventilated by windows. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells 6x8 feet, made of iron 
and steel, and four made of wood. There are rooms up stairs for female 
and boy prisoners, but no special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is used as a city lockup, fourteen prisoners from the village having 
been confined, for the board of which the village has paid $52.80. 

Clinton. — Jail is 41x34xl5£ feet, is built of brick, wood, iron and steel, 
heated by hot water pipes and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fourteen cells; eight are 7x7^x5 and six are 
7x7x5 feet; eight are made of wood and six of iron. We have two rooms 
in attic, over sheriff's residence, for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 

Crawford.— Jail is 22x32 feet, built of wood and steel, heated by wood 
stoves, and ventilated by windows with iron lattice work. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are two cells 7x9 feet, made of steel. We 
have special provisions for female prisoners, but none for boys and insane 
or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village, which is not incorporated, for 
its prisoners. Expense of maintaining the prisoners is borne bv the 
countv. 
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Delta.— Jail is 20x20 feet, built of brick, with an addition 18x20 feet, 
built of wood. It is heated by coal and wood, and ventilated by one pipe 
through the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 
6x6x9 feet, made of iron and steel. Have special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners. Insane and idiotic persons are confined in the hospital in 
padded cells. Jail is used by city as lockup, and has paid county $ 58.00 
for board of its prisoners. 

Dickinson. — Jail is 25^x22^ feet, built of brick, heated by steam and 
ventilated by windows and ventilating pipes through the roof. Sewerage 
is good. There are eighteen cells made of iron and steel; six are 8x5, 
and twelve 7x5 feet; two of the latter are used for sick persons, and four, 
which are located in the residence, are used for the female and boy pris- 
oners. There are no special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
The jail is new, having been built two years ago. 

Eaton. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick, iron and stone; heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There 
are six cells made of steel sheeting, four of which are double, 6x8, and 
two single, 6x6 feet. We have two rooms on upper floor for female and 
boy prisoners, and two over office and kitchen for insane and idiotic 
persons. 

Emmet. — Main jail is 18x30 feet and, wing 14x20 feet, built of wood, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are six cells — one 9x10, one 6x9, two 6x6 and two 6£x9£ 
feet. Cells are made of wood and cages of steel. Wing is used for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions are made for insane 
or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village as a lockup, fifteen prisoners 
having been imprisoned by the village during the year, for whoselboard 
the county has received $50.00. 

Genesee. — Jail is 28x36 feet, built of brick and lined with iron. It 
is heated by wood stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fifteen cells 6£x4£ feet, made of iron. We 
have two separate rooms for female and boy prisoners, but they are 
too small for our needs. No special provisions for insane or idiotic per- 
sons. Jail is not used by village as a lockup. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 16x30 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are three cells 4x10 feet built of steel. There are no special pro- 
visions for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is used by village for a lockup. The amount received by county 
from village for board was |5.00, only one prisoner having been im- 
prisoned in the jail during the year. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 60x34 feet, two stories high, built of stone and heated 
by steam. Ventilation and sewerage fair. There are fourteen cells 8x10 
feet, made of iron. Have special provisions for female and boy prison- 
ers and for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is used to confine ctty pris- 
oners in. No record kept of number so confined. County has been paid 
|75.00 by village for board of its prisoners. 
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Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of steel, iron, brick and 
stone, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair 
condition. There are seventeen cells, of which twelve are 6x7, and five 
7x10 feet. Twelve are made of iron and steel and five are plastered. 
Have special provisions for females, but none for boys nor for insane 
and idiotic persons. Village uses jail for lockup and has paid $16.00 
for board of its prisoners. 

Gratiot.— Jail is 31x7x12x32 1-3 feet, built of stone and brick, heated 
by furnace and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are eight cells 4x6 feet, made of iron and steel. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
idiotic or insane persons. During the year jail has been used as a 
lockup by village. Nothing received from village for board of its pris- 
oners. 

Hillsdale. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are fourteen cells made of iron and stone, each 8x10 feet. 
There are two cells on upper floor that are used for female and boy pris- 
oners. No special provisions for idiotic or insane persons. Village has 
use of jail as lockup, but have had no prisoners the past year. 

Houghton. — The first floor of the jail is 50x32x14 feet; the second floor, 
16x50x6 feet. Jail is built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated by 
windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
seventeen cells made of iron and steel. The iron cells are 7x6 and 5x7 
feet, and the steel cells 8x7x7 feet. Have separate rooms for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. Village has 
use of jail as lockup, having confined in the past year eleven persons, 
for board of whom the county has received $29.40. 

Huron. — Jail is 32x30 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and ventilating fiues in ceiling. Sew- 
erage is in good condition, having recently been thoroughly repaired. 
There are fourteen cells, each 5x7 feet, made of iron. Have one cell for 
boys and one cell for female prisoners separate from the jail proper, 
and one padded cell for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is used by vil- 
lage for lockup. No prisoners from village for 1898. 

Ingham. — The new part of the jail is 28x37 feet, and the old part 
26x19 feet, two stories high. The foundation is of stone, the walls of 
brick and floors of wood and iron. It is heated by a furnace and stoves, 
and ventilated by tin ventilator running from floor to roof. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are fourteen cells in the men's department. 
Five cells in the new part and eight in the old are 5x7 feet, and one in 
the old part 7x7| feet. There are three cells in women's department 
5|x9 feet. The cells in the male department are made of iron, and in the 
female department of wood. There are no special provisions for boy 
prisoner^, nor insane or idiotic persons. 

Ionia. — Jail is 30x32x17 feet, with annex 20x30x9 feet, built of brick,- 
sandstone and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators in 
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ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twelve cells, 5x7, 
two 6x7, and one 6x6 feet, made of boiler iron. One cell in residence 
part of jail 6x8 feet, and two in annex 6x7 feet, for female and boy pris- 
oners. These are used for insane and idiotic persons. One room in an- 
nex 20x24 feet is used for tramps. During past year have kept 279 
tramps over night at rate of 75 cents per night each, same being price 
allowed by board of supervisors. 

Iosco. — Jail is 22x22 feet, two stories high, built of brick with stone 
foundation, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by ventilators 
through roof and chimneys. "Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells, each capable of holding four persons. They are 6^x8 and 7 
feet high. Two are made of steel and two of iron. There are two cells 
in upper story which can be used for female or boy prisoners. No spe- 
cial provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village to 
confine prisoners or tramps, for which a charge is made of fifty cents 
per night. 

Iron. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by steam and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eight 
cells 6x10 feet, made of steel and iron. There are two cells for female 
and boy prisoners, but no provisions for insane or idiotic persons. An 
arrangement is in force with village to use jail as a lockup, but there 
have been no prisoners from the village the past year. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and is fairly well ventilated. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are six steel cells 6x12 feet. There are special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners in second story, but none for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used by village as a lockup, fourteen prisoners having 
been imprisoned during the past year, for which $22.75 was received by 
countv for board. 

Jackson. — Jail is 40x60 feet, built of stone, brick and steel, heated 
by steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are twenty-five steel cells 6x6x8 feet. Have spe- 
cial provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city for lockup. 

Kalamazoo. — Jail is 40x60 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam from court house, and ventilated by Benson's patent ventilators, 
and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twenty-seven 
cells, one bath room, one large room for boy prisoners and one for fe- 
males, also a steel cage with four cells, making in all thirty-four cells 
and rooms. Twenty-seven of these cells are 7 1-6x5 2-3 feet. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used for lockup by city, 
from which we received during the past year 369 prisoners at a rate of 
thirty cents per day for board. 

Kalkaska. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves 
and ventilated by chimneys. 'Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
6ix iron and steel cells 5x6 feet. The second floor is used for female and 
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boy prisoners, but there are no special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used for lockup by village, from which counly iece : ved 
for board $60.00 for the 30 prisoners imprisoned during the year by the 
authorities. 

Kent.— Main part of jail is 36x30 feet, annex 70x24 feet. It is built 
of stone, brick, iron and steel, heated by steam and ventilated by flues. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifty-five double cells 6x8 feet, 
made of steel. Have separate cells for female and boy prisoners so con- 
structed that other prisoners cannot see or converse with them. Also 
a padded cell for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city as 
a lockup. 

Keweenaw. — Jail is 20x20 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and ventilators in chimneys. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are two iron cells 7x6x7 feet. We have separate 
cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by village as a lockup. 

Lake. — Jail is 22x36 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows and air flues. Sewerage is fair. 
There are four cells 4x7 feet, made of brick and iron. We have separate 
apartments for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic. 

Lapeer. — Jail is 32|x26 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
seven cells 6^x7 feet, made of steel bars. Provision for female and boy 
prisoners are inadequate. No special provision for insane or idiotic per- 
sons. Jail is used by village for a lockup. Have received no prisoners 
from village during the year. 

Leelanau. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated by a stove and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
three cells, two are 7x10 and one 6x10 feet, made of 2x6 plank, also a 
corridor. We have one cell for female'prisoners, but none for boys, nor 
for insane or idiotic persons. 

Lenawee. — Jail is 30x34 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam 
and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. 
There are fourteen cells, each 7x9 feet and constructed of iron and stone. 
No special provisions for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or 
idiotic persons. 

Livingston. — Jail is 24x24 feet, built of brick, heated by hot water 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
eleven cells 6x10 feet, made of steel. 

Luce. — Jail is 24x30 feet, two stories, built of stone, heated by hot 
water and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are nine cells, four on first floor that are 4ix7 feet 
each, and five on second floor. Of these one is 4x12, two 7x7 and two 
4x6 feet. Cells are made of iron and steel. We have special provisions 
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for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is used by village to confine its prisoners, having provided for thir- 
teen from the village, for which f 52.40 was paid the county for board. 

Mackinac. — Jail is 20x30 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and doors. Sewerage is in goon condition. 
There are four cells 5x7 feet, made of stone and iron. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. 

Macomb. — Jail is 22x28 feet with six feet corridor, built of brick and 
stone, and lined with iron. It is heated by hot water and ventilated by 
flues and pipes from basement to roof and by windows. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are fifteen cells, six in the basement, six on 
second floor and three on third floor. The basement and second story 
cells are 7^x6 feet and are made of iron. For females there are three 
cells and one room for boys, with bath room all lathed and plastered. 
Have muffs and special bedstead, asylum pattern, for insane and idiotic 
persons. Three cells in basement are under full control of city marshal 
for prisoners under city ordinance. The city allows county twenty cents 
per meal, at which rate amount of $20.00 was realized for the year 18^8. 

Manistee. — Jail is 50x20 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by steam 
and ventilated by windows and flues. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fourteen cells made of iron, stone, brick and wood, ten are 
4x7, one 12x12, one 12x20, and two 9x12 feet. We have four cells for 
female and boy prisoners, one with four, two with one, and one with six 
beds. No special provision for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by 
city as a lockup, six prisoners having been confined under city ordina ce, 
for which board was paid by the city to the amount of $19.40. 

Marquette. — Jail is 28x28 feet, two stories, built of stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are twelve cells. In lower story there are six cells 
5x7 feet, made of iron. Have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, and for insane and idiotic persons. 

Mason.— Jail is 29x32 feet, built of brick, stone, wood and iron, heated 
by furnace and stoves, and ventilated by windows and chimney. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. There are twelve cells; eight in lower story are 
each 5x7, made of iron, and four in upper story, 8x11, made of wood. 
Female and boy prisoners are confined in the upper story, nave spe ial 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. We have a pen 24x30x12 feet, 
made of plank, where prisoners are made to break stone, which is used 
by the county highway commissioners. It is not profitable except to 
keep tramps away. 

Mecosta. — Jail is 32x34 feet, two stories, built of iron, steel and brick, 
heated by furnace and ventilated by ventilating pipes running from floor 
to roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are thirteen cells, each 
6x8 feet, made of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 
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Menominee.— Jail is 32x50 feet, two stories, built of stone, brick and 
iron, and heated by steam. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
fifteen cells, each 7£x6 feet, made of iron and steel. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. 

Midland.— Jail is 32x20 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
hot water and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are four cells 8x8x8 feet, made of oak planks sheeted with iron. No 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic 
persons. 

Missaukee. — Jail is 30x33 feet, built of brick and stone, with iron 
cages. It is heated by a furnace and ventilated by windows. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are four cells 5£x7 feet, made of sheet steel. 
We have two cells upstairs in sheriff's residence with closet in each, for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used by city as lockup. 

Monroe. — Jail is 40x28 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by hot 
air furnace and ventilated by flues in the walls. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are six cells seven feet square, built of steel. Two cells 
are set apart for females and one cell for boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city for 
lockup. 

Montcalm. — Jail is 25x40 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated 
by steam and ventilated by windows and air shafts. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are nine cells 5x8 feet, made of boiler iron. We 
have a brick annex lined with iron, containing six cells, which we use for 
female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. The jail 
has recently been repainted and renovated. Jail is not used by village 
for a lockup. 

Montmorency. — Jail is 18x30 feet, built of stone and steel with stone 
floor. It is heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by opening windows. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are three cells 6^x7 feet, made of 
iron and steel. There are no special provisions for female and boy pris- 
oners nor for insane or idiotic persons. 

Muskegon. — We have a good jail built of stone, iron, steel and brick, 
heated by steam and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage is 
in good condition. There are twenty-nine cells. Those used for male 
prisoners are each 5x7 feet, those for female prisoners are 8x8 feet, and 
those for boy and girl prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons, are 
each 8x8 feet. Jail is used by city as a lockup, having confined during 
the year nine prisoners. Amount received for board of city for prisoners 
is $87.00 Had during the year three l T . S. prisoners. Amount received 
for board and turnkey's services $57.60. 

Newaygo. — Jail is 23x19$ feet, with corridor 5x20 feet, built of wood 
and iron, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by windows and 
registers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 5x7x9 
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feet. We have two rooms up stairs for female and boy prisoners, and 
one lattice room in center up stairs for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is 
used by village as lockup. Fifteen prisoners have been confined by 
village. Amount of board of prisoners paid by village $16.50. 

Oakland. — Jail is 28x30 feet, two story and basement, built of brick, 
stone and iron. Heated by steam and ventilated by air chambers. 
Sewerage is in good condition. Have sixteen cells, of which 
four are in the basement. Cells are built of iron in jail and of brick 
and mortar in basement. We have two rooms, one 8x10 and one 12x16 
feet, with a bath tub and closet in each for female and boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used bv city 
as a lockup. Five prisoners confined from city during the year, the 
county boarding the same. 

Oceana. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated by stove and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are five cells 
6x8 feet, built of wood. No special provisions for female or boy pris- 
oners, not for insane or idiotic persons. Village uses jail for a lockup. 
Four prisoners have been received during the year. Board for the same 
$4.00, which was paid by the village. 

Ogemaw. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and steel, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by cold air duct on top of cell. There is a 6 
inch sewer. There are ten cells 5x7 feet made of iron and steel. We 
have two cells in third story of residence part for female and boy pris- 
oners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Ontonagon. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and flue. The condition of sewerage 
is good. There are six cells, four of which are 6x7 and two that are 6x8 
feet, built of steel. We have two cells for female and boy prsoners, but 
no special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village 
as a lockup, four prisoners having been received during the past year, 
for which the village paid $11.40 for board. 

Osceola. — Jail is 22x50 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows and flues into chimneys. The sewerage is in good 
condition. There are four cells built of Bessemer steel 6x7 feet. No 
special provision is made for female or boy prisoners. No provision is 
made for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village as a lockup. 
No prisoners received from village during the year. 

Oscoda. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows at top. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
two cells 6x9 feet, mader of steel. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. Village uses jail 
as a lockup. No prisoners duringthe past year from the village. 

Otsego. — Jail is 28x30 feet, built of brick, the walls being lined with 

steel, heated by steam and ventilated by air pipes. Sewerage is not in 

very good condition. There are six cells 5x8 feet, made of steel. Use 

separate rooms for female and boy prisoners. No provision is made for

insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village for lockup. No prison- 
ers have been received from village during past year. 

Ottawa.— Jail is 30x60 feet, built with brick walls and two-inch plank, 
lined with boiler iron. It is heated by steam and ventilated by windows 
and three ventilators in ceiling. Sewerage is in* good condition. A new 
residence and jail is in course of construction and will be ready for oc- 
cupancy October 1, 1898. 

Presque Isle. — Jail is 10x30 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are five 
cells 6x10 feet, made of stone. Female and boy prisoners are kept sep- 
arate from all others. Have special provisions for insane and idiotic per- 
sons. Village uses jail as lockup, but have made no arrests the past 
year. 

Roscommon. — Jail is 20x30 feet, two stories, built of wood, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Have no sewerage. Have five ceils 
6x8£ feet, made of iron sheeting £ inches in thickness. Reserve two cells 
up stairs for female and boy prisoners, Have no special provisions for 
insane or idiotic persons. Village uses jail for a lockup, but has had no 
arrests the past year. 

Saginaw. — Jail is 62x34 feet, with a wing 61x34 feet, built of brick and 
stone, heated by furnace and ventilated through the roof. Sewerage is 
in good condition. We have twenty-eight single cells, four double and 
one padded cell, single cells 5x7£ feet, double cells 7£x7£ feet. Padded 
cell 10x10 feet made of iron. Female and boy prisoners are kept in 
wing away from other prisoners. Insane and idiotic persons are kept 
in the padded cell. Jail is not used by city. 

Sanilac. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by pipes running to the chimneys. The condition of sewerage is 
bad. No special provision is made for female or boy prisoners nor for 
insane* or idiotic persons. Village uses jail for lockup, having confined 
two prisoners during the past year, for board of which village has paid 
county $6.00". 



Schoolcraft. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage, which are in good 
condition. There are six cells 4x7 feet, made of iron. We have separate 
apartments on second floor for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provision is made for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by city for 
lockup, 163 persons from village having been confined therein during 
the past year; for board of the same the village )^s paid $506.05. 

Shiawassee. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of brick, heated by hot water 
and ventilated by windows. The condition of sewerage is very poor. 
There are six cells 6ix7£ feet, made of iron and steel. Use three rooms 
on second floor for female and boy prisoners. Have no special provisions 
for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by village for a lockup. 
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St. Clair. — Jail is 35x70 feet, built of brick, stone and slate, heated 
by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are sixteen cells, each 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special 
rooms for female and boy prisoners. Insane and idiotic persons are 
kept in Dr. Patrick's hospital, opposite the jail, in three rooms. Jail is 
used as a lockup by village, five prisoners having been sent there by the 
village authorities. Nothing has been paid by the village for the board 
of these prisoners. 

St. Joseph. — Jail is 26x50 feet, built of brick, plank, boiler iron and 
steel, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. Have fifteen cells, twelve of which are 4x7£, three 7£x8 feet, 
made of boiler iron. Female and boy prisoners are kept in five cells 
which are reserved for them. There are no special provisions for insane 
or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village for lockup. No prisoners have 
been received from the village during the past year. 

Tuscola. — Jail is 34x34 feet with three separate apartments, built of 
iron, steel, brick and stone, heated by steam and ventilated by ven- 
tilators running from basement to chimney. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. Have fifteen cells, fourteen for men and one for women. Size of 
cells for men 5x8 feet, and for women 8x8 feet. Men's cells are made of 
iron and steel, and the cell for women is made of wood and iron. Have 
no special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Village has use of jail 
for lockup. Thirty prisoners have been confined under village orlinance, 
the county bearing expense of board for same. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stove and 
ventilated through windows. No sewerage. There are six cells, two of 
which are 7x11 feet and four are 6x8 feet, made of wood except one, which 
is made of sheet iron. Reserve two small cells up stairs for women and 
boy prisoners. Have no special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is used by the village for a lockup. 

Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, huilt of brick, with steel plates. It is 
heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage 
is bad. There are eighteen cells 4^x7 feet, built of steel. Female and 
boy prisoners are kept in separate apartments on second floor. No pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is used by city for a lockup. 
No prisoners have been received from village during the past year. 

Wayne.— Jail is 46x103 feet front, 46x100 feet wing, 46x60 feet resi- 
dence, built of stone, steel and brick, heated by steam and ventilated 
by windows. Sewerage in good condition. Have one hundred and eighty- 
eight cells, 5£x7-£ feet, made of steel. We have special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is 
not used by city as a lockup and is in verv good condition. 
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Wexford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, two stories, built of brick, stone and 
iron, heated by furnace and ventilated by windows and chimneys. Sew- 
erage is in good condition. There are six cells 5x7 feet, two of which 
are built of steel and four of brick and iron. For female and boy. prison- 
ers we have three rooms in second story, one of which is 12x14 feet, one 
16x16 feet and one 10x12 feet. Have a special room 14x14 feet for use 
of insane and idiotic persons. City uses jail for a lockup and have had 
eonfined at different times the past year seventy-one prisoners, for which 
•city has paid |206 to county for board.

Sir — As required by law, I herewith submit the Twenty-seventh Annual 
Abstract of the Reports of the Sheriffs of this State, being for the year ending 
June 30, 1899. 

The total number of prisoners received in the jails of the State during the 
year is reported at 15,730, of whom 14,948 were males and 782 females. 
The average number in the jails during the year was 532.07, and the average 
duration of imprisonment, 12.35 days. 

The number of prisoners committed for high crimes jgps 1,79$, and for 
minor offenses 13,410 ; number detained as witnesses, 51, as debtors,*31, and 
number of insane persons 428. 

The whole number of prisoners confined in the jails, including those in the 
jails at the beginning of the year, was 16,180. Of this number 229 were 
convicted and sent to State Prison ; 281 to the State House of Correction ; 
592 to the Detroit House of Correction ; 191 to the Industrial School for 
Boys, and 52 to the Industrial Home for Girls. 

The total cost of maintaining the jails during the year was $138,144.52, of 
which sum $111,092.78 was paid to sheriffs for board and keeping of prisoners. 
This latter sum includes the amounts received for "locks and unlocks." 
The average cost per week for board and keeping of each prisoner was $4.00, 
and the average total cost of each prisoner $8.78.

Statements of the general condition of the jails in the several counties, 
with miscellaneous remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made 
by the sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by windows. There are five cells — two 8x12, one 10x12 and two 
5x7 feet, made of wood and iron. There are no special provisions for 
female or boy prisoners nor for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used 
for city and village prisoners, nothing being received for their board. 

Alger. — Jail is 22x26 feet, built of brown stone and one story high, 
heated by hot water, and ventilated by pipe from water closet and 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, each 
5x7 feet, three of which are made of steel and iron. Have special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners. 

Allegan. — Jail is 40x60 feet, two stories high, built of brick and iron, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are four cells, one on first floor and three on second floor, 
two of which are 10x12 and two 6x10 feet, made of brick and iron. Have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. 

Alpena. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of stone, heated by steam and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There are 11 cells, 
six of which are 7x5, four 7x8 and one 10x12 feet, built of steel. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane 
or idiotic persons. Jail is used for city and village prisoners 23 having 
been confined during the year, and for which $121.50 was received. The 
jail is in fair condition. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood, heated by steam and ven- 
tilated by windows. Condition of sewerage is good. There are eight 
cells 5x7 feet, built of iron. Have a special department newly built, 
30x40 feet, two stories high, for female and boy prisoners. There are 
no special provisions for idiotic and insane persons. Jail is used by 
village, from which we have received two prisoners. Bill for board of 
same $5.25. 

Arenac. — Jail is 18x40 feet, built of brick with cement floors, heated 
by stoves and ventilated by, windows. Have no sewerage. There is one 
cell 6x8 feet, built of steel. No special provisions for female or boy 
prisoners nor for idiotic or insane persons. Jail is used by village for 
lockup 
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Baraga. — Jail is 24x26 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are five cells, two 7x8 and three 8x12 feet, made of steel. 
There is special provision for female and boy prisoners and also for insane 
and idiotic persons. Jail is used by village for lockup. 

Barry. — Jail is 27x34 feet, built of stone, brick, iron and steel, heated 
by steam and ventilated by windows and pipes. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are 11 cells, made of iron and steel, four on first floor 
7x7 feet, and seven on second floor, four of which are 5x7 feet, and three 
4£x6 feet; the latter are used for female and boy prisoners and also for 
the insane and idiotic persons. The jail is also used by the city for its 
prisoners, 17 having been confine& during the 'year, $22.20 "having been 
paid for their board. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick and iron, with stone foundation. 
It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. Condition 
of sewerage is excellent. There are twenty-eight iron cells, 5x8 feet. 
Twenty-four of these cells are in main part of jail, and four in upper 
part for female and boy prisoners. There are two cells padded, in 
which insane and Idiotic persons are confined. Have also a good bath 
room for the exclusive use of prisoners. Two county physicians are paid 
a yearly stipend for the care of the poor and the prisoners in the jail. 

Benzie. — Jail is 20x50 feet, built of wood, heated by furnace and ven- 
tilated by a large chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are four steel cells 6x7 feet. We have two rooms 10x20 feet for 
female and boy prisoners, and for insane and idiotic persons. The jail 
is used for village lockup. 

Berrien. — Jail is 28x36 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam, 
ventilated by windows and lighted by electricity which is furnished by 
our own plant. Sewerage is first class and completely flushes the closet 
every day. There are twenty-five iron and cement cells, each 6x8 feet, 
twenty in main cell block — ten in each story — each capable of holding 
two persons; five up stairs between the main cell block and sheriff's resi- 
dence, three of which are for female prisoners and two for boy prisoners. 
No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. The jail is a new 
one, built four years ago. 

Branch. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
hot air and ventilated flues and windows. Sewerage is fair. There 
are eight cells 5x7 feet, made of brick and lined with steel. We have 
two comfortable rooms upstairs for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by city on special 
occasions. Amount received for board, |4.70. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 30x32£ feet, built of brick and iron on stone founda- 
tion. It is heated by steam and ventilated by pipes running through 
roof and windows. Sewer runs to river and is in good condition. There 
are twelve cells 6x10 and 9x12 feet, made of iron and steel. We have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners; also for insane and 
idiotic persons. Jail is used for city lockup.

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Cass. — Jail is 40x72 feet, built of brick and stone. It is heated by 
steam and ventilated by pipes from each cell to the roof. Have no 
sewerage, refuse matter being conveyed by drain to cesspool. There 
are fourteen cells, twelve 7x8, one 10x12 and one 12x14 feet, made of 
steel and stone. We have two separate cells for female and boy prison- 
ers, but no special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not 
used by village as a lockup. 

Charlevoix. — Jail is built of brick and plank, and heated by furnace, 
Xo ventilation or sewerage. There are six cells, each 8x10 feet, made 
of plank. For female or boy prisoners we have one cell separate from 
the others. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is 
used as lock-up by village. No record is kept of number of prisoners 
incarcerated by village. Nothing received from village for board of its 
prisoners, they being furnished food by the village. 

Cheboygan. — Jail is 36x36 feet, exclusive of sheriff's residence. It 
is built of stone, brick and steel, heated by steam and ventilated by 
windows and doors. Sewerage is in good condition. There are eight 
cells, each 6x8 feet, with nine foot ceiling made of steel. Two cells over 
sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. We have special pro- 
visions for insane and idiotic persons. 

Chippewa. — Jail is 27x31 feet, two stories, is built of stone and has 
cement floors, it is heated by steam and ventilated by air pipes con- 
nected with chimney, two pipes from each cell. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are six cells, each 6x6 feet, made of stone and iron. 
For female and boy prisoners we have one large room with iron shutters, 
and for insane and idiotic persons one room 11x12 feet. City uses jail 
to confine its prisoners. The amount received from village for board 
of its prisoners, of which there were 107, was f 609.90. 

Clare. — Jail is 33x40 feet, with wing 24x30 feet, two stories high, built 
of brick and steel, heated by hot water and ventilated by windows. 
Sewerage is not in good condition. There are six cells 6x8 feet made 
of iron and steel, and four made of wood. There are rooms up stairs for 
female and boy prisoners, but no special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used as a city lock-up. 

Clinton — Jail is 41x34xl5£ feet, built of brick, wood, iron and steel, 
heated by hot water pipes and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fourteen cells, eight are 7x7^x5 and six are 
7x7x5 feet, eight are made of wood and six of iron. We have two rooms 
in attic over sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used for village lock-up. 

Crawford. — Jail is 30x25 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are two 
cells HxH feet, made of steel. We have special provisions for female 
prisoners, but none for boys and insane or idiotic persons. 
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Delta.— Jail is 20x20 feet, built of brick, with an addition 20x20 feet, 
built of wood. It is heated by coal and wood and ventilated by one pipe 
through the roof. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 
6x6x9 feet, made of iron and steel. Have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners. Insane and idiotic persons are confined in the hos- 
pital in padded cells. Jail is used by city as lock-up, and has paid county 
|77.50 for board of prisoners, 13 having been committed during the year. 

Dickinson. — Jail is 254x22£ feet, built of brick, heated by steam and 
ventilated by windows and ventilating pipes through the roof. Sewer- 
age is good. There are eighteen cells made of iron and steel, six are 
8x5, and twelve 7x5 feet; two of the latter are used for the female and 
boy prisoners. There are no special provisions for insane or idiotic per- 
sons. The jail is new, having been built three years ago. 

Eaton. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are six cells made of steel sheeting four of which are double, 
6x8, and two single, 6x6 feet. We have two rooms on upper floor for 
female and boy prisoners, and two over office and kitchen for insane 
and idiotic persons. Jail is used for city lock-up. 

Emmet. — Main jail is 16x30 feet and wing 14x20 feet, built of wood, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are four cells 8x10 feet. Cells are made of wood and 
cages of steel. Wing is used for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions are made for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is usea by vil- 
lage as a lock-up, nine prisoners having been imprisoned by the village 
during the year, for whose board the county has received $50.00. 

Genesee. — Jail is 28x36 feet, built of brick and lined with iron. It 
is heated by wood stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fifteen cells 6Jx4i feet, made of iron. We 
have two separate rooms for ^female and boy prisoners, but they are too 
small for our needs. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is not used by village for a lock-up. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 16x30 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are three cells 4xS feet, built of steel. There are no special pro- 
visions for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is used by village for a lock-up. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 60x34 feet, two stories high, built of stone and heated 
by steam. Ventilation and sewerage is fair. There are fourteen cells 
8x10 feet, made of iron. Have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners and for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is used to confine city 
prisoners in, fifty-nine having been confined during the year. County has 
been paid $72.00 by village for board of its prisoners. 

Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of steel, iron, brick and stone, 
heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good 
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condition. There are seventeen cells, of which twelve are 6x7, and five 
7x10 feet. Twelve are made of iron and steel and five are plastered. 
Have special provisions for females but none for boy nor for insane 
and idiotic persons. Village uses jail for lock-up and has paid $85.10 
for board of its prisoners, thirty-one having been confined during the 
year. 

Gratiot.— Jail is 31x7x12x32 1-3 feet, built of stone and brick, heated 
by furnace and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are eight cells 4x6 feet, made of iron and steel. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
insane and idiotic persons. During the year the jail has been used as a 
lock-up by village. Nothing received from village for board of" its pris- 
oners. 

Hillsdale. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated 
by steam and ventilated by ventilating stack. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are fourteen cells made of iron and stone, each 8x10 feet. 
There are two cells on upper floor that are used for female and boy 
prisoners. One cell for idiotic and insane persons. Village has use of 
jail as lockup. 

Houghton. — The first floor of the jail is 50x32x14 feet, the second floor 
16x50x6 feet. Jail is built of brick, heated by steam and ventilated by 
windows and ventilators. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
seventeen cells made of iron and steel. The iron cells are 7x6 and 5x7 
feet, and the steel cells 8x7x7 feet. Have separate rooms for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. Village has 
use of jail as lock-up, having confined in the past year twelve persons, 
for board of whom the county has received $27.35. 

Huron. — Jail is 32x30 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and ventilating flues in ceiling. 
Sewerage is in good condition, having recently been thoroughly repaired. 
There are thirteen cells, each 5x7 feet, made of iron. Have one cell for 
boys and one cell for female prisoners separate from the jail proper, 
and one padded cell for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is used by village 
for lock-up, five having been confined during the year. Amount re- 
ceived for board, $4.00. 

Ingham. — Criminal part 30x30 feet, women's part 24x24 feet and 
vagrant part 24x24 feet. The foundation is of stone, the walls of brick 
and floors of wood and iron. It is heated by a furnace and stoves, and 
ventilated by tin ventilator running from floor to roof. Sewerage, none. 
There are fourteen cells 6x8 feet, made of steel. There are no special 
provisions for boy prisoners nor insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used 
for city lock-up. 

Ionia.— Jail is 30x32x17 feet with annex 21x32 feet, built of brick, 
sandstone and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators in 
ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen cells, twelve 
5x7, two 6x7, and one 6x12 feet, made of boiler iron. One cell in resi-

dence part of jail 6x8 feet, and two in annex 6x7 feet, for female and boy 
prisoners.

— Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and is fairly well ventilated. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are six steel cells 6x12 feet. There are special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners in second story, but none for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used by village as a lock-up, ten prisoners having been 
imprisoned during the past year, for which $180.00 was received, by 
county for board. 

Jackson. — Jail is 40x60 feet, built of stone, brick and steel, heated by 
steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is in good 
condition. There are twenty-five steel cells 6x6x8 feet. Have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is not used by city for lock-up except after sentence. 
Received for board, $373.30. 

Kalamazoo. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam from court house, and ventilated by Benson's patent ventilators 
and windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are twenty-seven 
cells, one bath room, one large room for boy prisoners and one for 
females, also a steel cage with four cells, making in all thirty-four cells 
and rooms. Twenty -seven of these cells are 7 1-6x5 2-3 feet. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used for lock-up by city 
from which we received during the past year 313 prisoners at a rate of 
forty cents per day for board. 

Kalkaska. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by chimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six 
iron and steej cells 5x6 feet. The second floor is used for female and 
boy prisoners, but there are no special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used for lock-up by village, from which county received 
for board $59.00 for the fourteen prisoners imprisoned during the year 
by the authorities. 
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Kent. — Main part of jail is 36x30 feet, annex 70x24 feet. It is built of 
stone, brick, iron and steel, heated by steam and ventilated by flues. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifty-five double cells 6x8 feet, 
made of steel. Have separate cells for female and boy prisoners so con- 
structed that other prisoners cannot see or converse with them. Also 
a padded cell for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city as a 
lock-up. 

Keweenaw*. — Jail is 20x20 feet, built of stone/ heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and ventilators in chimneys. Sewerage is in 
poor condition. There are two iron cells 7x6x7 feet. We have separate 
cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. Jail is not used by village as a lock-up. 

Lake. — Jail is 22x36 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows and air flues. Sewerage is fair. There are 
five cells 5x7 feet made of brick and iron. We have separate apartments 
for female and boy prisoners also for insane and idiotic. 

Lapeer. — Jail is 32£x26 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
eight cells, six 6^x7 feet, two 16x32 feet, made of steel bars. Provisions 
for female and boy prisoners are inadequate. No special provision for 
insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by village for a lock-up. 

Leelanau. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated bv a stove and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
three cells, two are 7x10 and one 6x10 feet, made of 2x6 plank, also a 
corridor. We have one cell for female prisoners, but none for boys, nor 
for insane or idiotic persons. 

Lenawee. — .Tail is 30x34 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by steam 
and ventilated by doors and windows. Sewerage is in fair condition-. 
There are fourteen cells, each 7x9 feet and constructed of iron and stone.

There are nine cells, four on first floor that are 4x12, two 7x7 
and two 4x6 feet. Cells are made of iron and steel. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoner^, but none for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used by village to confine its prisoners, having pro- 
vided for five from the village, for which $28.81 was paid the county for 
board.

For females there are three ceHs and one room for 
boys, with bath room all lathed and plastered. Three cells in basement 
are under full control of city marshal for prisoners under city ordinance.

Sewer- 
age is in good condition. Have twenty cells 6x8 feet. Cells are built 
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of iron in jail and of brick and mortar in basement. We have (two rooms, s 
one 8x10 and one 12x12 feet, with a bath tub and closet in each for female 
and boy prisoners. No special provision for insane or idiotic persons.

We have twenty-eight single cells, four double 
and one padded cell, single cells 5x7^ feet, double cells 7£x7£ feet, and 
padded cell 10x10 feet, made of iron. Female and boy prisoners are 
kept in wing away from other prisoners. Insane and idiotic persons 
are kept in the padded cell. Jail is not used by city. 

Sanilac. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by pipes running to the chimneys. The condition of sewerage 
is bad. There are six cells, three 6Jx7£, three 8x5 1-3 feet. No special 
provision is made for female and boy prisoners. We have one padded 
cell for insane and idiotic persons. Village uses jail for lock-up, having 
confined two prisoners during the past year, for board of which village 
has paid county #3.40. 

Schoolcraft. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage which are in 
good condition. There are six cells 4x7 feet, made of iron. We have 
separate apartments on second floor for female and boy prisoners. No 
special provision is made for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by 
city for lock-up, 160 persons from village having been confined therein 
during the past year; for board of the same the village has paid $514.35. 

Shiawassee. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, heated by hot water 
and ventilated by windows. The condition of sewerage is very poor. 
There are six cells 6|x7£ feet, made of iron and steel. Use three rooms 
on second floor for female and boy prisoners. Have no special pro- 
visions for insane o'r idiotic persons. Jail is not used by village for lock- 
up. 

St. Clair. — Jail is 35x70 feet, built of brick, stone and slate, heated by 
hot water and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fifteen cells each 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special 
rooms for female and boy prisoners. Jail is used as a lock-up by village. 

St. Joseph.— Jail is 26x50 feet, built of brick, plank, boiler iron and 
steel, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. Have fifteen cells, twelve of which are 4x7£, three 
7£x8 feet, made of boiler iron. Female and boy prisoners are kept in 
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five cells which are reserved for them. There are no special provisions 
for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village for lock-up. No 
prisoners under sentence have been received from the village during the 
past year, f 15.00 was received for lodging tramps. 

Tuscola. — Jail is 34x34 feet with three separate apartments built of 
iron, steel, brick and stone, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators 
running from basement to chimney. Sewerage is in good condition. 
Have fifteen cells, fourteen for men and one for women. Size of cells 
for men, 5x8 feet, and the cell for women, 8x8 feet. Men's cells are made 
of iron and steel and the cell for women is made of wood and iron. Have 
no special provision for insane or idiotic persons. Village has use of 
jail for lock-up. Eighty-six prisoners were confined under village ordi- 
nance the county bearing expense of board for same. Amount received 
for board 991.00. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stove and 
ventilated through windows. Sewerage is good. There are six cells, 
two of which are 7x11 feet and four are 6x8 feet, made of wood, except 
one, which is of sheet iron. Reserve two small cells upstairs for women 
and boy prisoners. Have no special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used by village for a lock-up. 

Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, built of brick with steel plates. It 
is heated "by steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewer- 
age is bad. There are eighteen cells 4ix7 feet, built of steel. Female 
and boy prisoners are kept in separate apartments on second floor. No 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is used by city for a 
lock-up. No prisoners have been received from village during the past 
vear. 

Wayne. — Jail is 200x104 feet, four stories high, built of stone, steel and 
brick, heated by steam and ventilated by cold air shaft. Sewerage is 
in good condition. Have one hundred and eighty-eight cells, 7 1-3x5x8 
feet, made of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city 
as a lock-up and is in very good condition. 

Wexford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, two stories high, built of brick, stone 
and iron, heated by furnace and ventilated by windows and chimneys. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are six cells 5x7 feet, two of which 
are built of steel and four of brick and iron. For female and boy prison- 
ers we have three rooms in second story, one of which is 12x14 feet, and 
one 16x16 feet, and one 10x12 feet. Have a special room 14x14 feet for 
use of insane and idiotic persons. City uses jail for a lock-up and have 
had confined at different times the past year 138 prisoners, for which 
♦city has paid 9460.00 to county for board.

Sir — As required by law, I herewith submit the Twenty-eighth Annual 
Abstract of the Reports of the Sheriffs of this State, being for the year 
ending June 30, 1900. 

The total number of prisoners received in the jails of the State during 
the year is reported at 15,444, of whom 14,552 were males and 892 females. 
The average number in the jails during the year was 624.13, and the aver- 
age duration of imprisonment, 14.31 days. 

The number of prisoners committed for high crimes was 2,012, and for 
minor offenses 12,821; number detained as witnesses, 44; as debtors, 34, 
and number of insane persons, 520. 

The whole number of prisoners confined in the jails, including those in 
the jails at the beginning of the year, was 15,922. Of this number 275 
were convicted and sent to State Prison; 271 to the State House of Correc- 
tion; 602 to the Detroit House of Correction; 191 to the Industrial School 
for Boys, and 69 to the Industrial Home for Girls. 

The total cost of maintaining the jails during the year was $156,667.59, 
of which sum $128,320.83 was paid to sheriffs for board and keeping of 
prisoners. This latter sum includes the amounts received for "locks and 
unlocks." The average cost per week for board and keeping of each 
prisoner was $3.94, and the average total cost of each prisoner $10.14.

SCHEDULE A. 



Statements of the general condition of the jails in the several counties, 
with miscellaneous remarks relating to them and their inmates, as made 
bv the sheriffs. 

Alcona. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of wood, brick and iron, heated 
by stoves, and ventilated by windows. There are five cells — three 10x12 
and two 8x10. There are no special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners nor for insane or idiotic persons. The jail is used as a city or 
village lockup, but nothing has been paid for board, etc., for city or 
village prisonecs. 

Alger. — Jail is 22x26 feet, built of brown stone and one story high, 
heated by hot water, and ventilated by pipe from water closet and 
windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells, each 
5x7 feet, three of w f hich are made of steel and iron. Have special pro- 
visions for female and boy prisoners. 

Allegan. — Jail is 40x60 feet, two stories high, built of brick and iron, 
heated by stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good con- 
dition. There are four cells, one on first floor and three on second floor, 
two of which are 10x12 and two 6x10 feet, made of brick and iron. Have 
special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. The jail is used as a city or village lockup and about 
f 100 has been received for board, etc. We are in need of a new jail. 

Alpena. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of stone and steel, heated by hot 
water, and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in fair condition. There 
are eleven cells built of steel. We have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons. The jail is 
not used as a city or village lockup. 

Antrim. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood, heated by steam, and venti- 
lated by windows. Condition of sewerage is good." There are eight 
cells 5x7 feet, built of iron. Have a special department, newly built, 
30x40 feet, two stories high, for female and boy prisoners. There are no 
special provisions for idotic and insane persons. The jail is used as a 
city or village lockup and four prisoners have been confined under city 
or village ordinances. 
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Arenac. — Jail is 14x24 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by stoves 
and ventilated by windows. Have no sewerage. There is one cell 8x12 
feet, built of steel. No special provisions for femate and boy prisoners 
nor for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is used as a city or village 
lockup but no one has been confined during the year. 

Baraga. — Jail is 24x26 feet (not including sheriff's dwelling) built of 
brick and stone, heated by steam, and ventilated by windows and air 
chambers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are five cells, two 
5x8 built of steel and three 8x12 built of iron and wood. There are 
special cells on the second floor used for female and boy prisoners and 
also for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is used as a village lockup 
but no one has been confined during the year. 

Barry. — Jail is 27x34 feet, two stories, built of stone, brick and iron, 
heated by steam, and ventilated by pipes. The condition of sewerage 
is good. There are eleven cells made of iron and steel, four 7x7, four 
5x7, and three 41^x6. Special provisions are made on th>e second floor 
for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. The 
jail is also used by the city for its prisoners, 12 having been confined 
during the year. The amount received for board, etc., for city prisoners 
amounted to about f 15. 

Bay. — Jail is 40x40 feet, built of brick and iron, with stone founda- 
tion. It is heated by steam and ventilated by shafts and windows. 
Condition of sewerage is excellent. There are twenty-eight iron cells, 
5x8. feet. Twenty-four of these cells are in main part of jail, and four in 
upper part for female and boy prisoners. There are two cells padded, in 
which insane and idiotic persons are confined. The jail is not used as a 
lockup. A physician is paid a yearly stipend for the care of the poor 
and prisoners in the jail. 

Benzie. — Jail is 20x50 feet, built of wood, heated by furnace and 
ventilated by a large chimney and windows. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are four steel cells 5^*7 feet. We have two rooms 10x20 
feet for female and boy prisoners, and for insane and idiotic persons. 
The jail is used for village lockup, eight prisoners having been confined 
under village ordinances. 

Berrien. — The jail is 28x36 feet, built of brick, stone and iron, heated 
by steam, and ventilated by windows. The sewerage is good. There are 
twenty-five iron and cement cells, each 6x8 feet. We have juvenile 
and female wards separate from the main cell blocks. Have no special 
provisions for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is not used as a 
lockup. We should be provided with a hospital ward for the sick and 
insane. 

Branch. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, wood and steel, heated 
by steam, and ventilated by windows. Condition of sewerage is fair. 
There are eight cells, 7x9 feet, built of steel, iron, wood and brick. We 
5 
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have two rooms upstairs for female and boy prisoners. No special pro- 
vision for insane or idiotic persons. The jail is used by city for a 
lockup on special occasions. No prisoners have been confined during 
the year under city ordinances. 

Calhoun. — Jail is 30x32^ feet, built of brick and iron on stone founda- 
tion. It is heated by steam and ventilated by pipes running through 
roof and windows. Sewer runs to river and is in good condition. 
There are twelve cells 6x10 and 9x12 feet, made of iron and steel. We 
have special provisions for female and boy prisoners; but not for 
insane and idiotic persons. The jail is used as a city lockup, two 
prisoners having been confined during the year. Amount received 
for board, etc., of city prisoners is |2.05. 

Cass. — Jail is 40x72 feet, built of brick and stone. It is heated by 
steam and ventilated by pipes from each cell to the roof. Have no 
sewerage, refuse matter being conveyed by drain to cesspool. There 
are fourteen cells, twelve 7x8, one 10x12 and one 12x14 feet, made of 
steel and stonfe. We have two separate cells for female and boy prison- 
ers, but no special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not 
used by village as a lockup. 

Charlevoix. — Jail is built of brick and plank, and heated by furnace. 
No ventilation or sewerage. There are six cells, each 8x10 feet, made 
of plank. For female or boy prisoners we have one cell separate from 
the others. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is 
used as lockup by village. No record is kept of number of prisoners 
incarcerated by village. 

Cheboygan. — Jail is 34x34 feet, built of steel and brick. It is heated 
by steam, and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is 
good. There are eight cells, each 5x6V£, built of steel. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, also insane and idiotic per- 
sons. The jail is not used as a lockup. 

Chippewa. — Jail is 27x31 feet, built of stone. It is heated by steam, 
and ventilated by pipes from each cell. Sewerage is good. There are six 
cells, each 6%x6, built of stone and iron. We have special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. The 
jail is used for the city lockup, 112 prisoners having been confined 
under city ordinances. The amount received for board, etc., of city 
prisoners is |662.85. 

Clare.— Jail is 30x32 feet, built of brick, heated with hot water, and 
ventilated by windows. The condition of the sewerage is not very 
good. There are ten cells, 5x8 and 7x14 feet, built of iron. There are 
rooms upstairs for female and boy prisoners, but no special provisions 
for the insane and idiotic. Jail is used as city lockup but no prisoners 
have been confined under city ordinances during the year.

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Clinton. — Jail is 41x34x1514 feet, built of brick, wood, iron and steel, 
lieated by hot water pipes and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fourteen cells, eight are 7x7^x5 and six are 
7x7x5 feet, eight are made of wood and six of iron. We have two rooms, 
in attic over sheriff's residence for female and boy prisoners. No special 
provisions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used for village lockup. 

Crawford. — Jail is 21x29 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves,, 
and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
two cells, 7x9, built of steel. We have special provisions on second 
floor for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic persons- 
The jail is not used for a lockup. 

Delta.— Jail is 20x20 feet, built of brick, with an addition 20x22 feet, 
built of wood. It is heated by coal and wood, and ventilated by a 
pipe through the roof. Sewerage is not very good. There are four 
cells, 6x6x9, made of iron and steel. Have special provisions for female 
and boy prisoners, but none in the jail for insane and idiotic persons. 
The jail is used by the city as a lockup, and has paid county $57.50 for 
board, etc., of prisoners, twelve having been confined during the year. 

Dickinson. — Jail is 2{%x22% feet, built of brick on rock foundation. 
It is heated by steam from court house plant, and ventilated by pipes 
through the roof. Condition of sewerage is good. There are eighteen 
cells built of iron and steel, six 8x5, six 7x5, two 7x5 for sick persons, 
and four 7x5 for juveniles. We have special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners, four cells being located in sheriff's residence, separate 
from main jail. No special provisions for insane and idiotic persons. 
The jail is not used as a lockup. 

Eaton. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are six cells made of steel sheeting four of which are double, 
6x8, and two single, 6x6 feet. We have two rooms on upper floor for 
female and boy prisoners, and two over office and kitchen for insane 
and idiotic persons. Jail is used for city lockup. 

Emmet. — Jail is 18x30 feet with wing 15x30, built of wood, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is good. There are six 
cells made of hard wood. We have special provisions for female and 
boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is used by 
the village as a lockup, ten prisoners having been confined under 
village ordinances. The jail has been painted od the inside, we have 
good water works, the sewerage has been put in first-class order and. 
everything is in good condition. 

Genesee. — Jail is 28x36 feet, built of brick and lined with iron. It 
is heated by wood stoves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are fifteen cells Qy 2 xAY 2 feet, made of iron. We 
have two separate rooms for female aud boy prisoners, but they are too 
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small for our needs. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is not used by village for a lockup. 

Gladwin. — Jail is 16x30 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by wood 
«toves and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are three cells 4x7 feet, built of steel. There are no special pro- 
visions for female or boy prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. 
•Jail is used by village for a lockup. 

Gogebic. — Jail is 60x34 feet, built of stone, heated by steam, and 
ventilated by windows and pipes through the roof. The sewerage is 
good. There are fourteen cells 8x10, built of iron. We have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic 
persons. The jail is used as a city lockup, twenty-five prisoners having 
l>een confined under city ordinances during the year. About $30.00 haa 
been received for board, etc., from city prisoners. 

Grand Traverse. — Jail is 30x30 feet, built of steel, iron, brick and 
stone, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are seventeen cells, of which twelve are 6x7, and 
five 7x10 feet. Twelve are made of iron and steel and five are plastered. 
Have special provisions for females but none for boy nor for insane 
and idiotic persons. Village uses jail for lockup and has paid $15.80 
for board of its prisoners, five having been confined during the year. 

Gratiot. — Jail is 31x7x12x32% feet, built of stone and brick, heated 
by furnace and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are eight cells 4x6 feet, made of iron and steel. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for 
Insane and idiotic persons. During the year the jail has been used as a 
lockup by village. Nothing received from village for board of its pris- 
oners.

Village has 
use of jail as lockup, having confined in the past year twelve persons, 
for board of whom the county has received $27.35. 
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Huron. — Jail is 32x30 feet, built of stone, brick and iron, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and ventilating flues in ceiling. 
Sewerage is in good condition, having recently been thoroughly repaired. 
There are thirteen cells, each 5x7 feet, made of iron. Have one cell for 
boys and one cell for female prisoners separate from the jail proper, 
and one padded cell for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is used by vil- 
lage for lockup, seven having been confined during the year. Amount 
received for board, $4.00. 

Ingham. — Dimensions of jail — one room 30x30, two rooms 24x24. The 
jail is built of brick heated by furnace and stoves, and ventilated by 
leaving the windows and doors open. Condition of sewerage is bad. 
There are eighteen cells, each 6x6, made of steel. We have one room 
24x24 for the use of female and boy prisoners, but no special provisions 
for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is used as city lockup, but no 
prisoners have been confined under city ordinances. 

Ionia. — Jail is 30x32x17 feet with annex 21x32 feet, built of brick, 
sandstone and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by ventilators in 
ceiling. Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifteen cells, twelve 
5x7, two 6x7, and one 6x12 feet, made of boiler iron. One cell in resi- 
dence part of jail 6x8 feet, and two in annex 6x7 feet, for female and boy 
prisoners. These are used for insane and idiotic. persons. Jail is used 
by city for lockup. 

Iosco. — Jail is 22x22 feet, two stories high, built of brick with stone 
foundation, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by ventilators 
through roof and chimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
four cells each capable of holding four persons. They are 6^x8 and 7 
feet high. Two are made of steel. There are two cells in upper story 
which can be used for female or boy prisoners. No special provision for 
insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village to confine prisoners 
or tramps. There have been a few drunks locked up over night by the 
village marshal. The charges have been fifty cents per night. 

Iron. — Jail is 24x30 feet, built of brick and iron, heated by wood and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are 
six cells 4x6 feet, made of steel and iron. There are two cells for female 
and boy prisoners, but no provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
An arrangement is in force with village to use jail as a lockup, and there 
have been ten prisoners from the village in jail the past year. Seventy- 
five dollars has been received for board for village prisoners during the 
year. 

Isabella. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and is fairly well ventilated. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are six steel cells 6x12 feet. There are special provisions for 
female and boy prisoners in second story, but none for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is use by village as a lockup, eight prisoners having been 
imprisoned during the past year, for which f 10.00 was received by 
county for board. The jail has been painted this spring. 
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Jackson. — .Tail is 40x60 feet, built of stone, brick and steel, heated by 
steam and ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is in fair 
-condition. There are twenty-five steel cells 6x6x8 feet. Have special 
provisions for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is not used by city for lockup except after sentence. 
Received for board, |317.50. 

Kalamazoo. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
steam, ventilated by ventilators and windows. Sewerage is in poor 
condition. There are twenty-seven cells and one bath room. The cells 
are 7Vox5% feet, built of brick and stone. We have special provisions 
for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane and idiotic persons. 
Jail is used for lockup by city, 280 prisoners having been confined under 
citv ordinances during the vear. Received for board, etc., of prisoners 
$500.40. 

Kalkaska. — Jail is 24x32 feet, built of wood, heated by wood stoves and 
ventilated by chimneys. Sewerage is in good condition. There are six 
iron and steel cells 5x6 feet. No -special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used for lockup by 
the village. 

Kent. — Main part of jail is 36x20 feet, annex 70x24 feet. It is built of 
stone, brick, iron and steel, heated by steam and ventilated by flues. 
Sewerage is in good condition. There are fifty-five double cells 6x8 feet, 
made of steel. Have separate cells for female and boy prisoners so con- 
structed that other prisoners cannot see or converse with them. Also 
a padded cell for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city as a 
lockup. The jail is in good condition and is provided with a hospital 
room and room adjoining for nurse or attendant. 

Keweenaw. — Jail is 20x20 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows and ventilators in chimneys. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are two iron cells 7x6x7 feet. We have separate 
cells on second floor for female and boy prisoners, but none for insane or 
idiotic persons. Jail is not used by village as a lockup. 

Lake. — .Jail is 22x36 feet, built of brick, iron and stone, heated by 
stoves and ventilated by windows and air flues. Sewerage is good. There 
are five cells 5x7 feet made of brick and iron. We have separate apart- 
ments for female and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic. The 
jail is not used as a lockup. 

Lapeer. — Jail is 32%x26 feet, built of brick and steel, heated by stoves, 
and ventilated by windows. Condition of sewerage is good. There are 
six cells below — 6y 2 x7 and two above 16x13 feet, built of steel bars. 
The two large cells are used for female and boy prisoners, but we 
have no special provisions for the insane and idiotic. Jail is not used 
by village for a lockup.

Mason. — Jail is 30x34 feet, built of brick, stone, iron and wood, heated 
by steam and ventilated by windows. Condition of sewerage is fair. 
There are twelve cells, eight of which are 6x8 feet, and four 10x10. 
We have special provisions for female and boy prisoners, also for insane 
and idiotic persons. The jail is not used by the city for a lockup.

Jail is used by village 
for lockup. Number confined, 6, and the amount received for their 
board, $11.35. Jail also has five new closets and one new bath tub. 

Missaukee. — Jail is 30x33 feet, built of brick and stone with iron cages. 
It is heated by a furnace and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. There are four cells 5^x7 feet, made of sheet steel. We 
have two cells up stairs in sheriff's residence with closet in each for 
female and boy prisoners. No special provision for insane or idiotic per- 
sons, except cells up stairs. Jail is used by city as a lockup. 

Monroe. — Jail is 40x28 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by hot air 
furnace and ventilated by flues in the walls. Sewerage is in good condi- 
tion. There are six cells, seven feet square, built of steel. Two cells 
are set apart for females and one cell for boy prisoners. No special 
provision for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city for 
lockup. 

Montcalm.— Jail is 25x40 feet, built of brick, stone and lime, heated 
by steam, and ventilated by air shafts. Condition of sewerage is good. 
There are nine cells 5x8 feet, made of boiler iron. W T e have a brick annex 
lined with light iron plate, containing six cells, which we use for female 
and boy prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. The jail is lighted 
by electricity. The village does not use the jail as a lockup. 
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Montmorencv. — Jail is 18x30 feet, built of stone and steel with stone 
floor. It is heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by opening windows. 
Sewerage is in poor condition. There are three cells 6^x7 feet, made of 
iron and steel. There are no special provisions for female and boy pris- 
oners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used for village 
lockup. 

Muskegon. — We have a good jail built of stone, iron, steel and brick, 
heated by steam and ventilated by chimneys and windows. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are twenty-nine cells. Those used for 
male prisoners are each 5x7 feet, those for female prisoners are 8x8 feet, 
and those for boy and girl prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons, 
are each 8x8 feet. Jail is used by the city as a lockup, having confined 
during the year 42 prisoners. Amount received for board of city pris- 
oners is f 136.90. Prisoners are attended by the county physician. 

Newaygo. — Jail is 23x19% feet, with corridor 5x20 feet, built of 
wood and iron, heated by hot air furnace and ventilated by windows and 
registers. Sewerage is in good condition. There are four cells 5x7x7 
feet. We have two rooms up stairs for female and boy prisoners, and 
one lattice room in center up stairs for insane and idiotic persons. Jail 
is used by village as lockup, eighteen prisoners having been confined 
during the year. 

Oakland. — Jail is 28x30 feet, two stories and basement, built of brick, 
stone and iron, heated by steam and ventilated by air chambers. Sewer- 
age is in good condition. Have twenty cells 6x8 feet. Cells are built 
of iron in jail and of brick and mortar in basement. We have two rooms 
one 8x10 and one 12x12 feet, with a bath tub and closet in each for female 
and boy prisoners. No special provisions for insane or idiotic persons. 
Jail is used by city as a lockup. 

Oceana. — Jail is 16x24 feet, built of wood, heated by stove and ven- 
tilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. There are five 
cells 6x8 feet, built of wood. No special provision for female or boy 
prisoners, nor for insane or idiotic persons. Village uses jail for a 
lockup. Eight prisoners have been received during the year. Board for 
same, f 8.00, which was paid by the village. 

Ogemaw. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of brick, iron and steel, heated by 
furnace and ventilated by cold air duct on top of cell. There is a six- 
inch sewer. There are ten cells 5x7 feet, made of iron and steel. We 
have two cells in third story of residence part for female and boy prison- 
ers, but none for insane or idiotic persons. 

Ontonagon. — Jail is 26x46 feet, built of brick and stone, heated by 
steam and ventilated by windows and flue. The condition of sewerage 
is good.

Ottawa. — Jail is 36x47^> feet, built, of brick and stone, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by windows and air shafts. Condition of sewerage 
is good. There are twenty cells, sixteen 5x8 feet, four 6^x10 feet, made 
of steel. Have separate cells for female and boy prisoners, but no special 
provisions for the insane and idiotic. J&il is used by city for lockup. 
We have two large steel cages, tool proof. Each cage will hold sixteen 
persons. 

Presque Isle — Jail is 20x36 feet, built of stone, heated by stoves and 
ventilated by windows. Sewerage is poor. There are five cells 6x12 
feet, made of stone. Village uses jail as lockup. 

Roscommon. — Jail is 20x30 feet, two stories high, built of wood, heated 
by stoves and ventilated by windows. Have no sewerage. Have five cells 
6x8^ feet, made of iron sheeting % of an inch in thickness. Reserve 
two cells upstairs for female and boy prisoners. Have no special pro- 
vision for insane or idiotic persons. Village uses jail for a lockup, but 
has had no arrests the past year. 

Saginaw. — Jail is 62x34 feet, with a wing 61x34 feet, built of brick, 
stone, iron and steel, heated by steam boilers with radiators, and ven- 
tilated mainly through the roof. The condition of the sewerage is not 
very good at present. We have twenty-eight single cells, four double 
cells and one padded cell. The single cells are 5x7*/2 feet, the double 
71x71 and the padded cell 10x10. Female and boy prisoners are kept 
in a separate room from the main prison, and the insane and idiotic are 
confined in the padded cell. The jail is not used by the city. The 
sheriff resides in one part of the jail. 

Sanilac. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, heated by stoves and ven- 
tilated by pipes running to the chimneys. The condition of sewerage 
is bad. There are six cells, three 6 1 ,4x7 1 /2> three 8x5% feet. No special 
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provision is made for female and boy prisoners. We have one padded 
cell for insane and idiotic persons. Village uses jail for lockup. 

Schoolcraft. — Jail is 24x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stoves, and 
veutilated by windows. Vaults are used for sewerage and are in good 
condition. There are six cells 7x4 feet, made of iron. We have separate 
apartments on the second floor for female and boy prisoners, also special 
provisions for the insane and idiotic. Jail is used by city for lockup, 
185 having been confined during the year. Amount received for board, 
€tc, |575. 

Shiawassee. — Jail is 30x36 feet, built of brick, heated by hot water 
and ventilated by windows. The condition of sewerage is very poor. 
There are six cells 6^x7% feet, made of iron and steel. Use three rooms 
on second floor for female and boy prisoners. Have no special pro- 
visions for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is not used by village for 
lockup. 

St. Clair. — Jail is 35x70 feet, built of brick,' stone and slate, heated by 
hot water and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in good condition. 
There are fifteen cells each 8x10 feet, made of iron. We have special 
rooms for female and boy prisoners. Jail is used as a lockup by city, 
five prisoners having been confined under city ordinances during the year. 
The amount received for board, etc., for city prisoners is at the rate of 
$3.50 per week. 

St. Joseph. — Jail is 26x50 feet, built of brick, plank, boiler iron and 
steel, heated by steam and ventilated by windows. Sewerage is in 
good condition. Have fifteen cells, twelve of which are 4x7^, three 
7^x8 feet, made of boiler iron. Female and boy prisoners are kept in 
five cells which are reserved for them. There are no special provisions 
for insane or idiotic persons. Jail is used by village for lockup. Forty- 
seven tramps have been lodged in the jail during the year. Amount 
received, $9.80. 

Tuscola. — Jail is 34x33 feet, built of steel, brick and iron, heated by 
steam, and ventilated by ventilators running from basement to chimney. 
The condition of sewerage is fair. Have fifteen cells, fourteen for men 
and one for women. Size of cells for men, 5x8 feet, and the cell for the 
women, 8x8 feet. Men's cells are made of iron and steel and the cell 
for the women is made of iron and wood. Have no special provisions 
for the insane and idiotic. Village has use of jail for lockup, eleven 
prisoners having been confined under village ordinances during the past 
year. Nothing has been received for board, etc., of village prisoners. 

Van Buren. — Jail is 30x40 feet, built of wood, heated by stove and 
ventilated through windows. Sewerage is good. There are six cells, 
two of which are 7x11 feet, and four are 6x8 feet, made of wood, except 
one, which is of sheet iron. Reserve two small cells up stairs for women 
and boy prisoners. Have no special provisions for insane or idiotic 
persons. Jail is used by village for a lockup. 
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Washtenaw. — Jail is 32x32 feet, built of brick, with an annex 16x24 
feet. It is heated by steam and ventilated by windows and ventilators* 
Condition of sewerage is good. There are eighteen cells 4^x7 feet, 
made of steel. Four rooms in the annex are used for female and boy 
prisoners, but we have no special provisions for the insane and idiotic. 
The jail is used by the city for a lockup. 

Wayne. — Jail is 200x104 feet, four stories high, built of stone, steel 
and brick, heated by steam and ventilated by cold air shaft. Sewerage is 
in good condition. Have one hundred and eighty-eight cells, 7%x5x8 
feet, made of steel. We have special provisions for female and boy 
prisoners, also for insane and idiotic persons. Jail is not used by city 
as a lockup. 

Wexford. — Jail is 30x30 feet, two stories high, built of brick and stone, 
heated by a furnace, and ventilated by chimney and windows. Sewerage 
is in good condition. There are six cells 5x7 feet, two of which are built 
of steel and four of brick. We have four rooms on the second floor for 
female and boy prisoners, also one room 14x14 for insajie and idiotic per- 
sons. The city uses the jail for a lockup, 220 prisoners having been con- 
fined under city ordinances during the past year. Amount received 
for board, etc., of city prisoners is, $520.
